Denver, Colo., March 24. —[(Special.}—At 
10:30 o'clock last night the clerk of the St 
James Hotel, the leading down-town house, 
largeiy patronized by commercial men, dis- 
covered smoke eddying up through. the ro- 
tunda. Every room in the house was occu- 
pied and steps were taken at once to warn the 
guests of their danger, 

It was thought all were taken out safely by 
the stairways, as the fire made slow progress 
but W. H. Hartweli,Captain of No. 4, was killed 
in the rotunda, overcome by smoke, 

The Captain and entire crew of No. 3, 
colored, went down when the floor caved in. 
How many are killed is at this hour (1:45) 
thought to be six. 

At 12:30, as the firemen forced their way 
into the center of the hotel, they stumbled 
across three bodies which have not been 
ideatified at this time. 

Capt. Hartwell of No.4 had not strength 
enough to move when the floor gave way and 
went through. John Whitman, same com- 
pany, was also overcome, but was rescued. 

Hartwell is an old Chicago fireman, and all 
his male relatives are now members of the 
Chicago force. 

Fred Hartwell, one of the brothers of the 
dead fire Captain, was among the men lost in 
the Cold Storage fire at the Worla’s Fair in 
Chicago.

WAR OF WORDS IN A BANK LOBBY, 


T. A. Lynch Abuses an Attorney, but No 
One Will Reveal the Cause 

A sensational affair which at one time 
threatened to result seriously took place yes- 
terday afternoon in the lobby of the First Na- 
tional Bank Building. Thomas A, Lynch, 
whose father was one of the managers and 
owners of the Shufeldt distillery, in stepping 
out of the elevator cab met face to face Julius 
Rosenthal, who is one of the counsel for the 
executors of the estate of his father.

Political Contest in Grossdale Makes Busi-

Politics is getting hot at Grossdale. There 
are two factions, one favoring iinprovements 
and the other lower taxes.

WILL SAVE MILLIONS TO FARMERS, 


Process Discovered for Extracting Butter 
Pat from Whey. 

Ithaca, N. Y., March 23.—The agricultural 
department at Cornell claims to have found 
that butter fat-can be extracted from whey by 
running it through a separator. The depart- 
ment now has in press a bulletin explaining 
the process. It is estimated that general 
adoption of the process would save the agri- 
culturist interest of New York State nearly 
$1,000,000 a year, or, to put it in another 
wey, that the entire expense of making cheese 
would be paid by the saving of what has here- 
tofore been a waste product.

S. P. Clark, proprietor of the hotel, was 
seen after midnight. Mr. Clark was greatly 
exhausted by his efforts in seeing his guests to 
new quarters and anxiety over his two chil- 
dren, both of whom were snatched out of a 
sick bed in the height of the excitement. 

‘*T have not the faintest idea,’’ said Mr. 
Clark, ‘“‘asto how the fire started. All I 
know is that the house was filled with smoke 
ina few minutes after the fire was discov- 
ered, The smoke rushed up the elevator shaft 
and the stairways, and we had all we could 
attend to it in looking after guests.”’

THOUSANDS OF OITIZENS APPLAUD 
THE MAYORALTY OANDIDATE. © 


Great Gathering at Stony Isinnd Avenue 
and Sixty-third Streete Many Addresses 
Arouse Enthusiusm, bat the Leader's 
Words Meet with Greatest Favor—First 
Ward Democrats Organize a Swift Clab 
Germans Ridicule Democratic Charges 
of Bigotry~Wenter Is Handicapped. 


Ten thousand square feet of spaca at Stony 
Island avenue and Sixty-third street was 
filled to the limit at the joint wmiceting of 
the Republicans of the Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth Wards last 
night. No such crush has been seen in the 
World’s Fair district since Oct. 31, 1893. 
George W. Miller presided, and the list of 
the Vice-Presidents comprised the names of 
the best known men of the district.

ARE STRONGLY FOR HIM. 


Representative Republicans from Evans- 
ton, Cicero, Calumet, Palatine, Leyden, 
Maine, Bremen, Elk Grove, Northfield, 
Schaumberg, and Wheeling Meet and 
Discuss Campsign Issues — Why the 
Country Towns Should Vote for Neely 
This Time, 


Representative Republicans from the coun- 
try towns in Cook County held a meeting all 
their own at No. 148 Madison street yester- 
day afternoon. Delegations weré present 
from Bremen, Calumet, Cicero, Elk Grove, 
I-vanston, Leyden, Maine, Northfield, Pala- 
tine, Schaumberg, Wheeling, and Worth. 
William Thieman of Wheeling, Chairman, 
said the object of the meeting was to discuss 
the approaching election which is of special 
interest to the members of the country 
towns. The best methods for getting voters 
to the polls was also a vital question. 3 

The first speaker was Charles G. Neely, 

tepublican nominee for Judge of the Cireuit 
Court. He said: 7 

“ After a thorough canvass of the situa- 
tion on the part of party leaders it has been 
thought best not to hold meetings in the 
country towns. All of the township officers 
are to be elected on the day of the general 
election in Chicago. The Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court is the only county officer the res- 
idents of the townships will vote for. Sepa- 
rate boxes are required because the returns 
in one case are made to the Town and in the 
other to the County Clerk. As there is only 
one county office to be voted for so far as the 
country towns are concerned it will be neces- 
Sary to see that a full vote is got out, and 
that each voter does not overlook his right 
to cast one separate ballot for Circuit Judge. 
The country towns should give such a ma- 
jority for the Republican ticket as will justi- 
fy the representation on that ticket that has 
been asked and given.”’ 

Mr. Necly then spoke for half an hour on 
the principles of the Republican party and 
the necessity for maintaining them at the 
polls. ‘*‘ Over and above the interests of any

Frank Grover said: “ Evanston is anxious 
to see a big Republican majority in the 
country towns this year.

HUNDREDS OF SUSPECTS STRICKEN OFF, 


Disastrous Blow to “ Hinky Dink’s” Pros- 
pects in the First Ward.

There were 3,825 suspect notices sent out 
in the Eighteenth Ward, and from estimates 
made from the returns received at midnight 
it appears that not more than 350 to 400 ap- 
peared to qualify. On this estimate the nurm- 
ber of names erased from the registers was 
3,425. Of the fifty-three who qualified in 
the Sixth Precinct forty-eight were registered 
{rom the Norwood Housé, No, 91 Desplaines 
street. It is not believed they live there, and 
their cases will be investigated. 

A well-known Republican has written to 
R. S. iles calling his attention to a report that 
a-mnail-carrier had called at No. 91 Deeplaines 
street, the Norwood House, and demanded the 
return of the suspect notices that had been de- 
livered there March 21. He mentions the 
name of a Mr. Glover who was present when 
the carrier mude the demand. The clerk of 
the house refused to give them to any one ex- 
cept the persons to whom they were ad- 
dressed. The writer of the letter called at the 
Postoffice, bat could get no satisfaction 
from the officials, who would neither 
affirm nor deny the story. The supposition 
is that the object in recalimg the 
suspect notices was to use them in maki 
replies for men registered from the Norwoo 
House; but not actually living there, Mr, 
lies’ correspondent was told at the Postoffice 
if he would bring a letter of introduction 
from Thomas Cusack. who. is Democratic 
committeeman of the Ninth Ward, he could 
get all the information he desired.

The sentiment of the 
Hamilton club wasexpressed in a similar 
way. ina letter from. President Samuel W. 
Allerton, who assured the Lincoln club mem- 
bers that the Hamilton men would put their 
shoulders to the wheel in any way desired. 
Mr. Foss deprecated the act which had de- 
spoiled the club-house of its fixtures, stating 
it was unauthorized. Horace Elliott followed 
with a rousing speech, and then, after voting 
toarrange for a big inass-meeting some even- 
ing this week, the session adjourned. 

The action of the Wahl faction in deciding 
to keep up the work of the club was a sur- 
prise to the Henderson people, who expected 
adisbandment. Some sixty of the oldest mein- 
bers. all identified with the active opposition 
to President Wahl, have handed in their res- 
ignations to Secretary Guy C. Richards, but 
the latter has not yet notified the club.

FARM SCHEME GROWS 


POTATO RAISING BY GOTHAM POOR 
ASSUMES DEFINITE SHAPE. 


Land Near New York Contributed In Gen- 
erous Balk and Every Inducement Wilt 
Be Held Out te Make the Settlers §-+!f- 
Suppoerting — Outiine of the Commit- 
teo’s PlanseArt Exhibition Opens and 
Proves a Marked Success=General News 
from the Evstern Metrop-lis, 

New York, March 23.—(Special.]—-The 
City Farming School is now being fostered 
by the Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor, and the benefits are 
expected to reach far beyond the tem- 
porary help afforded. An order was 
given today for 1,200 bushels’ of 
seed potatoes, and during next week letters 
will be sent out asking assistance. Jacop H, 
Schiff of No. 27 Pine street has been appoint- 
ed Treasurer. Letters have been recejved 
from a number of cities making inquiries and 
indorsing the scheme. Toledo will undertake 
it as a municipal relief, appointing a city su- 
petintendent of the farms. Buffalo, Syra- 
cuse, and Chicago are among the cities ready 
to follow New York's lead. 

‘“*The mere matter of giving the poor same- 
thing to eat,” said Prof. W. H. Tallman, 
General Agent of the association, today, **is 
oniy part of the plan. We hope to accom- 
plish more than that; to teach the people a 
useful occupation and enable them to keep 
themselves. If they learn agriculture they 
will be inclined to goto the country and thus 
help solve the problem of city poverty. 

*Ttis our aim to make practical farmers 
out of the men who apply to cultivate the 
small patches of ground allotted them. Every 
assistunce will be given. The soil will be 
prepared and fertilized to the h ghest degree, 
seeds will be of the best quality and all neces- 
rary tools provided, By the end of the season 
we expect to have hundreds of men who have 
not only raised food for their families, but 
have learned much. Meanwhile the associa- 
tion will enaeavor to find places for the men 
on farms throughout the State. 

‘For years the cities have been draining 
the country of its popuiation and constantly 
adding to the helpless mass of tenement 
dwel.ers. How to send them back has been a 
great charity problem, which we hope how 
the city farm scheme has partly solved, 
Much care will be exercised in selecting froin 
the great crowd of applicants expected. -We 
will expend at least $15 an acre in prepara- 
tion, and shall expect this money to te rer aid, 
either at first or when the crops are sold.”’ 

Each applicant must fill outa bank form, 
which will be furnished him, and if properly 
indorsed by some responsible person he will 
be allowed the use of a quarter of an acre of 
land, which he will cultivate during the sum- 
mer, and the proceeds from the sale of the 
vegetables wiil be given him. Ina @ase 
where a man hasa large family and his con- 
dition is extra worthy he wiil be given half an 
acre of the land to cultivate. The seeds and ail 
the agricultura! implements necessary to till 
the soil will be furnished the men free of 
charge. 

It is expected alarge number of the men 
will be unable to subsist while awaiting the 
result of their labor, and to provide against 
this contingency the committee has reserved 
a large tract of land in Long Island City and 
a part of the land at Inwood, which shall be 
known as the ‘‘Committee plot,” where such 
men will beemployed by the committee to 
cultivate the soil and for which they will be 
paid either 50 or 75 cents a day. 

The committee will exercise a general su- 
pervision over the work, and will find a mar- 
ket for the preduce, It is also stipulated that 
one-half the seeds planted’ shall be potatves. 
It is estimated. that one acre will produce 
from 400 to 450 bushels of potatoes. A 


letter received by the committee from 
Henry A. Robinson, chief of the 
Statistical Division of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture at Washington, in which 
he states that from a persona! investigation 
of the experiment at Detroit, Mich., and from 
the general opinion of those to whoin he ap- 
plied for information, he is convinced of |the 
efficiency of the scheme. Mr. Robinson in- 
closed in his legter a report from the commit- 
tee having the enterprise at Detroit in charge, 
which says in part: 

Land to the extent of 430 acres was secured, 
plowed, harrowed, and staked off into lots of 
one-quarter and half acres and 3,000 applica- 
tions were received, but the committee was abie 
to provide for 945 families. The potato crop 
averaged about fifteen bushelsa lot. Large quan- 
tities of beans, turnips, and other vegetables 
were raised and daily consumed. The whole was 
sufficient to keep the people from want and 
habits of idleness. The estimated value of ‘the 
crops produced was from $12.000 to $14,000. 
The entire cost to the committee was $3,600, 
which was made up of subscriptions, over half 
the latter being contributed by city employés.

HARD COAL PRICES MAY NOT ADVANCE, 


Railroads (o Make New Allotments Before 
a Chance Ie Ordered. 

There is no immediate danger of an ad- 
vance in prices of anthracite coal. The coal 
road Presidents have decided not to make 
any restrictions of output or change rates 
until after the percentages of allotment 
under the proposed pool have been adjusted. 
The changed conditions of the last year or 
two have impelled some of the coal carry- 
ing roads to express dissatisfaction with the 
proportions of the traffic alloted to them. In, 
order to obtain a fair basis for the settle- 
rent of this question the Presidents of the 
anthracite coal roads appointed a committee 
on statistics a few weeks ago. That com-, 
mittee made a report covering the coal traf- 
fic for two years. 

The Presidents do not appear to be satis- 
fied with the statistics furnished by the com- 
mittee on the ground that they were not 
sufficiently up to date to be accepted as a 
basis for a proper apportionment, and for 
this reason it was decided to appoint another 
committee of five to take up the question of 
allotment and, if possible, devise a satisfac- 
tory plan of action. As regards soft coal 
rates from Indiana and Illinois mines high- 
er quotations may soon be looked for if the 
roads perfect the pool they are talking 
about. 


MORE DIFFERENTIAL FARES GRANTED. 


Arbitrators’ Award as Regards Rates Be- 
tween Buffilo and Chicaco. 

W. R. Busenbark, James M. Hall, and J. 
M. Chesbrough, appointed a Board of Arbi- 
tration by he Central Traffic Association 
lines to decide the matter of readjustment 
of pasenger fares between Buffalo and Chi- 
cago and thelr application, rendered the 
following decision yesterday: 

The question before this board being one involv- 
ing the interests of all lines covering the territory 
described and engaged in through passenger trar- 
fic between the cities of Buffalo and Chicago it 1s 
to be regretted the absence of statistical informa- 
tion relating to the traffic of the standard lines 
has plac the board in a position where only the 
ces readjustment of differential fares can 

e pa upon. We therefore submit as our unan- 
imous decision that commencing with April 1 next 
the Grand Trunk railway company, Chicago and 
Grand Trunk railway, and Niagara Falls Short 
Line may enjoy the same limited differential fares 
on both first and second class business between 
Buffalo and Chicago as have already been awarded 
the several differential lines engaged in passenger 
traffic between the cities named, and that the same 
deductions from standard limited fares first and 
second class from Buffalo to points beyond Chica- 
go, Ill., St. Louis, Mo., and Cairo, lil.; may also 
apply in the sale of tickets via the Grand Trunk 
railway, Chicago and Grand Trunk, and the Ni- 
egara Falls Short Line, as are now authorized to 
the New York, ke Erie and Western, Western 
New York and Pennsylvania, and New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railroad company. 

he following are the rates made applica- 
ble for use under this decision: 

Buffalo and Chicago, first class limited, 
$12; second class, $9.50; beyond Chicago, IIL, 
St. Louis, Mo., Cairo, Ill., deductions from 
standard lines, limited fares, first class, 
$1.50; second class, $1.

'TABBIES AT A SHOW. 


MILWAUKEE OATS OF HIGH DEGREE 
WILL GO ON EXHIBITION. 


Furry Pets Who Live Like Princes to En- 
ter a Contest for Prizes Where the Pub- 
lie Can Get a Peep at Them—The High- 
Bred Angora tin a Cage Alongside the 
Plain and Plebeian Thomas, Who Per- 
haps Has Suffered Pain from Coming 
fn Contact with a Bootj.ck, 

Milwaukee, Wis., March 22.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence.]—While the effete East is buz- 
zing and blowing about its cat show, which 
is to dazzle and bewilder the natives at 
Madison Square Garden during May, some 
Milwaukee enthusiasts have gone quietly to’ 
work and perfected the arrangements for a 
Tabbie show, to be held in this city April 4, 
5, and 6. W. T. Walthall, who has the 
management of the show, has improved on 
the Eastern idea, and will combine with the 
cat show an exhibition of parrots. This 
unique exhibition owes its origin to the ar- 
ticles on cats which appeared in The Trib- 
une. These articles caused society people 
here to talk and brag about the superiority 
of each and every Tabbie in the town, until 
a number of the young men decided to give 
an exhibition, where every owner of a cat, 
could test the good points of his pet in open 
competition with every other cat in town.. ~ 

The simple announcement by Manager 
Walthall that there would be a cat show was 
enough to set the town on fire. Business- 
men, lawyers, clergymen, retired old Ger- 
mans, who were never before known to en- 
thuse except at Turnerbund or Sangerfest 
society women, schoolteachers, young girls, 
old maids, and a legion of small boys be- 
seiged Mr. Walthall at his office in the Expo- 
sition Music Hall to learn all the particulars 
of the cat show. Not having had any expe- 
rience in the exhibition of felines, he did not 
know how to proceed at first, but the knowl- 
edge which he has obtained during the last 
three days from the army of cat fanciers, 
old and young, which have come in person 
and have written to him has enabled him to 
form definite plans in regard to the show. 

Every Kind, Color, and Age. 
He has learned that there is no dearth of 


than a decade ago. They owe their intro- | 


duction in this city to the Kilbourns, the 
Whalings, and the Allis families. The first 
Angora was brought here by Dr. Kilbourn. 
The descendants of this cat are occupying 
comfortable hcmes in and around Milwau- 
kee. Mrs. E. P. Allis has had during the last 
seven years Angoras which have made them- 
selves famous for.their beauty and intelli- 
gence. Her first cat was Bijou, which came 
from a dealer in New York, and which is re- 
puted to have known more than some human 
beings. Two of the prettiest and best An- 
goras to be found are the property of Mrs. 
Abbot Thorndike and her sister, Miss Mary 
Kilbourn. One of them is Betty of a most 
striking appearance. 

Probably the most intelligent Maltese cat 
to be found in the city is owned by Mrs. 
James 8S. Peck. It is unusually large and 
the family regard it as they would a child. 
It has done many things without any train- 
ing which have to be taught to the most in- 
telligent dogs. L. W. Halsey has a fine 
white cat with pink ears, which is reputed 
to be the best mouser in the city, and which 
does many things which people would not 
suspect him of. 

Andrew Schwab owns the only Zabrina 
cat known of in Milwaukee. It is of a blue- 
ish color, with stripes somewhat resembling 
those of a zebra, and is quite a rarity. Dr. 
Rosa Upson has quite a large collection of 
cats, there being six or eight of them about 
her house at all times, some with pedigrees, 
some without, but all pretty and attract- 
ive, and very fond of their mistress. Dr. 
Upson also has quite a collection of parrots 
and magpies. The most pugnacious cat in 
the city is owned by Pius Dreher, of the 
Milwaukee Garden. It is a young tiger cat, 
bigger than the average, and with a deep- 
seated. hatred for dogs. One of the most 
notorious cats in the city is “ Traveling 
Tom,” owned by Frank R. Larkin of Sev- 
enteenth street. 
the fact that he makes a trip to the South 
every year about the time of the approach’ 
of winter.

The description 
in every case made the cat as large as a 3- 
month old calf, but unfortunately all of 
these monstrosities are dead. There are 
big cats left, though. Tonight _an old Ger- 
man from the Ninth Ward came into the 
office. Hesaid: ‘‘ Where vas dot Mr. Val- 
thall yet?’’ The obliging manager wantel 
to know what he could do for him. ‘“ Och, 
I vas so glad! I hev de biggest cat by de 
Nora Seid, und he yost follow me like a dog.” 
Then he whistled, and a cat as-large asa 
good-sized water spaniel came purring into 
the office. The man was told to come back 
er and get an entry blank for his won- 
er. 


Start a Cat Collecting Club, 


The staid old German had hardly taken his 
departure when a crowd of boys came in. 
The spokesman said, ‘‘ We’re from Seven- 
teenth street and we've got a club to collect 
cats for the show. Do we get them in?” 
They were dismissed with a genial “ Sure 
thing.”’ 

“ You see,” said the manager, “ how the 
show is taking. People from all classes of 
society and all stations in life want to ex- 
hibit their cats. At first we thought of ex-

hibiting only the finer breed of cats, but on 
examination we found that the eat is the 
most democratic of all animals, and while 
there are a few distinct breeds there is abso- 
lutely no aristocracy of blood among them. 
There are no cat pedigrees or family trees 
for the tabbies who aspire to social distinc- 
tion to look up to, so we decided to make the 
exhibition in keeping with the most predom- 
inant characteristic of the animal and it 
will be a thoroughly democratic show. Cats 
of high and low degree will be admitted and 
each and every one will get a fair show for 
the medals. As there are no pedigrees every 
cat will have to win or lose according to the 
way it can impress the judges with its good 
points.” 

Liederkranz Hall, directly across from the 
Exposition Building, has been selected as 
the place for holding this unique show. The 
hall could net be better adapted if it had 
been built expressly for the purpose. Onthe 
right of the main hall is an annex in which 
will be the exhibit of Angoras. The owners 
of these animals are fearfu] lest they will be 
exposed to drafts, but no chilly blasts can 
get at them there, as it has no openings to 
let in the air. In the main hall there will be 
a tier of cages on three sides and two double 
tiers down the center. The exhibit of par- 
rots will be placed on the stage. | 

The scope of the exhibit may be judged 
from the prizes which will be offered. Gold 
medals will be given for the best Angora, the 
best Maltese, the best tortoise-shell, and the 
best mongrel; also for the oldest, the largest, 
the most handsome, and the homeliest cat, 
for the best litter of kittens, and for the best 
collection of cats entered by one person. The 
most popular cat will also be awariled a gold 
medal which has been donated iby A. K. 
Camp. The popularity of the cat fs to be de- 
cided by vote at five cents a vote, the pro- 
ceeds to go to the Babies’ Home. | 

The management has taken every precau- 
tion for the care of the cats. Dr. Frank 
Touissant, who was State Veterinary Sur- 
geon for four years, will éxamine dll entries, 
and no cats suffering from any disease will 
be placed on exhibition. Besides, Dr. Touis- 
ant, who has made a most thorongh study 
of animal and bird life, will nightly during 
the show deliver a lecture on the hygiene of 
cats and the care of parrots and canary 
birds. Supt. Whitehead of the Humane So- 
ciety has given his sanction to the show, and 
has promised to be in attendance daily to see 
that the cats are properly fed and cared for. 
Three prominent society men, Francis B. 
Keene, Bradley D. Schiey, and Dr. John R. 
McDall, will pass upon the good) points of 
the cats and determine to which the prizes 
shall be awarded. 

The cat show has developed the fact that 
Milwaukee is possessed of all kinds of cats in 
abundance. Among them are ras, Mal- 
tese, tiger, tortoise-shell, tabbieg, and the 
rare and valuable Zabrina. It! has also 
shown that men and women w are de- 
voted to cats are more devoted to their pets 
than any other class of an fanciers.

the old maid, the parrot. Parrots are by no 
means as plentiful as cats, and it seems at 
the present time as if it will be impossible 
to get more than seventy-five birds in the 
city for exhibition purposes. Many more 
could be secured, but each bird has to pass 
an examination before he is allowed to 
enter, and as so many of them have learned 
the language used by their masters as they 
attempt to haul a collar button from under 
a bed, they could not pass muster. No 
swearing birds or birds which use coarse 
language will be allowed. It has been sug- 
gested that this rule will bar out all of the 
good talkers and that only the “hard think- 
ers’’ will finda placeintheshow. But today 
several applications were received for par- 
rot entry blanks from persons who vouch 
for the good breeding and the loquacious 
abilities of their birds. 

There will be a talking contest between the 
birds. How it is to be arranged the manage- 
ment does not say, except to say that no 
tongue will be barred. The bird may talk 
in English, German, Polish, Scandinavian, 
Chinese, Japanese, or whatever it pleases. 
The prize will be awarded to the most pro- 
lific, distinct, and rapid talker. It is abso- 
lutely necessary in this city to make no dis- 
tinction in regard to the language spoken by 
Poll, as more than half of the parrots inthe 
city speak German. The judges of the par- 
rot contest have not been chosen as yet, as 
care has to be taken to get men who are not 
only familiar with parrots, but who at the 
same time are something of linguists. The 
introduction of the parrot feature to the show 
was ridiculed at first, but it is meeting with 
a degree of popular favor which propor- 
tionately equals the interest In the cat show 
proper. 

The success of the show Is already assured 
as prominent society people who have cats 
and parrots have taken up the latest EHast- 
ern fad and are pushing it with such energy 
that while Milwaukee may not have as 
large a show as the Madison Square Garden 
affair, yet it will “scoop” New York and 
will have the first show. There will be as 
large a variety of breeds, and the manage- 
ment promises to teach the New-Yorkers a 
thing or two in the way of novelties before 
the show is over. 


SOHTLLING TALKS OF PRISON LABOR. 


Labor Leaders Testify Before the Heuse 
Invostigation Committee, 

George.Schilling,* Secretary of the State 
Board of Labor Statistics, testified before 
the Prison Labor Investigation committec 
at the Palmer House yesterday. He told of 
the effect of the various systems which have 
been employed in governing convict labor in 
Tilinois since 1875. The difference between 
the piece price plan which commenced to 
operate under Gov. Fifer, an d the contract 
system prevailing and later abolished under 
Gov. Oglesby, which afterward gave way 
to the State account system, was the same, 
he said, as that between Tweedledee and 
Tweedledum. Mr. Schilling favors the Ly- 
man bill presented by the workingmen re- 
cently. After Mr. Schilling had concluded 
Chauncey Robinson, a workman in a local 
chair factory, who had been employed by a 
firm in Michigan City, Ind., which had its 
plant just outside the walls of the peniten- 
tiary, testified. The same firm conducted a 
business within the prison. The men in the 
prison factory were paid on a basis of 40 to 
56 cents a day, and required to perform a 
specified amount of work, which exceeded 
that accomplished by the free workmen re- 
ceiving $1.75 a day. The witness was fol- 
lowed by Fred Stamm, a pattern maker. 
who is receiving $2.25 a day now, when those 
o2 his craft had been paid from $3.50 to $1 
three years ago. This was attributed in a 
measure to prison competition. 

M, R. Grady, President of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly of Illinois,. said he voiced 
the sentiments of 85,000 men, who were unan- 
imous in their desire to have the present sys- 
tem of penal labor abolished. 

Douglas J. Kern, ex-Superintendent of the 
broom department conducted in connection 
with the State’s prison, said the disposition 
of the broom product was intrusted to Ed 
Allen, the prison Warden’s son, who, the 
speaker asserted, had acknowledged he 
knew nothing of the broom business. allen 
was in the habit of coming to Chicago deal- 
ers and agreeing with the latter to purchase 
upon an exchange of patronage. At the 
prices at which the brooms were sold no 
profit could be realized. 

EE. H. Moffat testified the broom business 
had been ruined by having been.brought into 
competition with prison industry. 

A. P. Mullen, representing the shoe indus- 
try, E. H. Moffat in behalf of the broom- 
makers, George Burvis far the coopers, and 
others also testified. When the committee 
adjourned it was with the understanding 
the next meeting be held Friday at Joliet.

ARTIFICIAL COTTON MADE IN BELGIUM. 


Basis of the New Fabric Is Wood Pu'p, 

Specially Pr-p.ared. 
_ Washington, D. C., March 23.—As if the 
unfortunate cotton planter had not enough 
to contend with in natura! forces, the science 
of chemistry has been invoked to enter the 
competition against the great staple. United 
States Consul Morris at Ghent, Belgium, in a 
special report to the State Department de- 
scribes a new process of making artificial 
cotton which has been remarkably successful, 
the product bemg much cheaper than the 
natural cotton and possessing most 
of its qualities, The basis is wood-pulp, 
which by a course of treatment fully de- 
scribed by the Consul is changed into pure 
celulose and spun into thread and then woven 
into cloth, It resembles ordinary cotton, but 
hus a slizht defect, which, however, will be 
easy to remove—that is, it is not as strong as 
the natural product. It weaves and works 
well, and can be dyed as well as cotton. By 
coating it with paraffin and passing it over 
glass a beautiful brilliaucy may be given to 
it. Much greater strength can be imparted 
by parchmentizing when it acquires a semi- 
transparency.

Judge Payne and Attorney Terhune Have 
a Hot TilteHow It Ia Done, 

The bill of exceptions over which Attor- 
neys William J. Hynes and Edgar Terhune 
disputed Friday was carried in triumph yes- 
terday from the Court-House by Mr. Hynes. 


The matter came into court upon the appli- | 


cation of Attorney Hynes before Judge 
Payne for a rule upon Mr, Terhune to turn 
over the documents, Judge Payne re- 
marked: 

**T think that the order of the court was 
only prétended to be complied with last 
night and that you did it in an evasive man- 
ner.”’. To this Mr. Terhune asserted that he 
obeyed the order to the letter, but the court 
cut him short by saying he thought Mr. Ter- 
hune should know by this time how to prac- 
tice law in hiscourt. Terhune replied: 

‘* I Bill see that I do not practice law be- 
fore this court again.’’ Judge Payne re- 
plied: 

‘“*T am gratified to hear that, Mr. Terhune, 
but now that I*have you here I will take care 
of you, and I suggest that you show some re- 
spect to the court.”’ 

Clerk Coyle of the Superior Court was 
called and told the court he did not consider 
Mr. Terhune had actually given him posses- 
sion of the bill of exceptions. The Deputy 
Sheriff brought in the paper and before he 
(Coyle) could more than place his hand on 
it Mr. Terhune threw down a receipt, picked 
up the document, and carried it away again.

REPTILES OF PREHISTORIO DAYS. 


Lecture by Prof. Eliiot on Mousters of 
the World's Infancy. 

Prof. D. G. Elliot, F. R. S., curator of zo- 
Ology in the Field Columbian Museum, de- 
livered yesterday afternoon at Field Mu- 
seum the first of a series of three lectures on 
* Giants of Other Days, as Revealed in the 
Zoology of the Past.” His subject was 
* Reptiles.”’ “‘ Strange as appear to us now 
the tales of the Arabian Nights andthe genii 
of the first fathers,’ he began, “ they are 
not more startling than the creatures which 
actualy existed before man walked the 
earth.’’ The first creature a photograph of 
whose reconstruction was projected upon 
the canvas was a fish of the azoic period, 
measuring from twenty to forty feet in 
length, without scales, and having two pairs 
of paddies like a whale’s flippers. It had 
two arms and five fingers to each hand. Its 
young were born, not hatched. Its snout 
was immense, and tapered to the slendernes 
of a needle. It had the teeth of a crocodile 
and the vertebrae ofa fish. Its deadly enemy 
was the Ichthyosaurus platyodon, which re- 
sembled a huge turtle, measuring from forty 
to seventy-five feet in length and having a 
jaw like a crocodile. Dragons and fiying 
gerpents. were interestingly displayed, and 
one creature was represented having two 
sets of brains, one in the sacrum controling 
the posterior portion of the body.

BEBRIFF’S OFFICE MAKES ANSWER 
* 10 JUDGE BURKE. | 


Latter Is Reported to Have Directed a 
Number of Capiases in Forfeited Bond 
Cases to Be Placed in the Hands of Po- 
licemen Because the Sheriff Falled to 
Serve Them—Criminal Clerk’s (Office 
Employes Make Answer and Deputy 
Carolan Furnishes a List of Forfeituares. 


udge Burke’s remarks on the bench Fri- 
aay iene th the Sheriff's office a 
considerable comment around the Crimina 
Court Building yesterday. Judge Burke is 
reported to have directed a number of capi- 
eases in forfeited bond cases to be placed in 
the hands of policemen, because the Sheriff 
failed to serve them. It was said in the 
Clerk’s office that only one capias had been 
given to a policeman, and that was for the 
arrest of Peter Michalak, charged with as- 
sault with intent to kill, who was brought in 


by a Deputy Sheriff yesterday. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum said 
Judge Burke had modified his views consid- 
erably when told by Mr. Bottum that 70 to 
90 per cent of the defendants in forfeited 
bond cases left the jurisdiction of the court; 
that was their object in forfeiting the bonds, 
Officials in the State’s-Attorney’s office are 
of the opinion that James Carolan, the Chief 
Deputy in charge of the Sheriff's office in the 
Criminal Court, does his duty honestly and 
as thoroughly as the force at his cominand 
and the circumstances under which he is 

laced will allow. 

P That the bailing: system in the Criminal 
Court is a rotten one is generally conceded. 
Many of the forfeited bonds are made in the 
justice courts. The defendant is held to the 
Criminal Court, indicted by the grand jury, 
and when called for trial cannot be found, 
and the surety proves to be a man of straw. 
In many cases, it is asserted, the defendant 
is arrested after forfeiting his bond, goes 
before another Judge, and has the bond re- 
newed, with the same sureties, and forfeits 
the second bond, with the same indifference 
he did the first. There is no question that 
there are hundreds of bonds on file in the 
Criminal Court which are not worth the 
paper they are written on. It has been sug- 
gested that all the bail cases be tried before 
one Judge, who would soon acquire knowl- 
edge of the professional worthless bonds- 
men and be able to correct much of the ex- 
isting abuse. An officer of the court said a 
man released on bail was practically at lib- 
erty; not more than 30 per cent of bail cases 
ever came to trial. In one court recently 
the bail calendar showed 130 cases, of which 
123 defendants failed to appear.

The club had closely adhered to its policy 
of being first of all a family club. In it the 
old and the young women and men met to- 
gether for pleasant enjoyment. Certain ele- 
ments, ordinarily believed absolute necessi- 
ties to the life of a club, had never been ad- 
mitted, but, without bar-room or buffet, the 
club has flourished and grown prosperous, 
It was an extension of the family system.

It is nearly all Bovered with 
a dense growth of pine, fir, hemlock, 
and other trees. Mange of the trees 
are of enormous size, and stand so closeiy that it 
is difficult for men to make their way between 
them. Wherethe trees are tet so thick the 
heavy growth of bushes of various kinds takes 
their place. It is a country that is filled with all 
kinds of wild game, including, as reported to 
him. elk, different kinds of bear. mountain lions, 
deer, and other animals, including lynxes. 
There are alsothe varied kinds of fowls. The 
streams all have an abundance of treut and 
other kinds of fish. He penetrated into the 
wilds a dozen miles and saw things that filled 
him with wonder at the vastness of the forest, 
and that any one should attempt to live in it.— 
Northwest Magazine.

APPOINTED LIBRARIAN OF THE JOHN 
ORERAR LIBRARY. 


Unanimous Action by the Direciors at a 
Meeting Yesterday Afternocon=Mr. An- 
drews Now Librarian of the Massa- 
chusetts {Institute of Technology~He 
Is a Graduate of Harvard and Is High- 
ly Recommended for the Position—Ap- 
pointment Unsolicited and a Surprise. 


Clement Walter.Andrews, M. A., instruct- 
or in and librarian of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, was yesterday ap- 
pointed librarian of the John Crerar Libra- 
ry, and it is believed he will accept. This 


directors, and. it was unanimous. 

A decision having been reached that the 
library should be a library of science, in- 
quiry was directed to presidents and pro- 
fessors of educational institutions, and also 
to librarians, for recommendations of per- 
sons in their judgment possessing the execu- 
tive ability, knowledge of scientific bibli- 
ography, and of library management re- 
quired in a librarian of a scientific library. 
The information and recommendations re- 


personal investigation, with the result 
given. This appointment was unsolicited by. 
Mr. Andrews, and the fact that his name, 
was receiving the consideration of the board 
as librarian was not known to him until 
he was informed by representatives of the’ 
library who visited him in Boston last 
week, 

Mr. Andrews is 37 years of age. He grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1879, and was for the 
next two yéars an assistant in organic chem- 
istry in that university, from which he re- 
ceived the degree of Master of Arts. For the 
next two years he was engaged in laboratory 
work in a manufacturing establishment, 
which brought him into contact and sym- 
pathy with the working classes, whose inter- 
est in use of popular scientific works he had 
an opportunity to observe. He went to the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
1883 as instructor. He was placed in charge 
of its chemical library in 1885, and was ap- 
pointed full librarian of the institute in 1889, 
and from that time has been at the head of 
the thirteen department libraries of that in- 
stitution. In 1891 and 1892 he had the full 
supervision of its laboratory work in organic 
chemistry, but since that time the demands 
of his library duties have so increased that 
his teaching has been confined to a short 
course as instructor in optical analysis. 
In that department he is considered the lead- 
ing authority in the country, and this is evi- 
denced by his appointment by the United 
States Terasury as adviser to the commis- 
sion on commercial valuation of sugar ata 
number of the principal ports of the coun- 
try. He is the Secretary of the Society of 
Arts of the Institute of Technology, and 
since 1892 has been the editor of the Technol- 
oxy Quarterly and Proceedings of the So- 
ciety of Arts. He has also publisheé ta- 
rious papers on scientific subjects, including’ 
one on technical collections in public libra- 
ries. He is a member of the American Li- 
brary Association, and has attended and 
participated in its meetings. 

High recommendations of Mr. Andrews 
for the position to which he has just been 
chosen have been received by the Crerar 
directors from Justin Winsor, Librarian of 
Harvard University Melvil Dewey, Libra- 
rian of the New York State Library; Mr. 
Richardson, Librarian of the College of New 
Jersey; Gardner M. Jones, Librarian of the 
Salem (Mass.) Public Library; G. W. Harris, 
Librarian of Cornell University, and also 
from Gen. Francis A. Walker of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, who says: 
“Mr. Andrews is a thoroughly well trained 
scientifi©c man, with an exceptionally large 
knowledge of scientific literature, who has 
kept up and carried on the twelve or thirteen 
distinct libraries of the institute satisfac- 
torily to all concerned, and is a careful stu- 
dent of library science, and one of the most 
laborious, industrious, and faithful of men.”’

i*#ahmong the most provoking of the out- 
_ gages committed by the French marines (in 
Madagascar) was that upon the rersons and 
property of two American ¢itizens, one of 
whom was ex-Cons.l John L. Waller of Kan- 
sas, in the home of an American named John 
Dublin. Mr. Waller was at the time seated 
in the doorway of his friend’s.house smoking, 


. when three French marines, having fright- 
ped away all the natives in the neighborhood, 


approached. They caught sight of Mr. Dub- 
lin’s wife and, probably mistaking Mr. Waller 
for Mr. Dublin, insultingly Gemanded that 
be deliver Mrs. Dublin to them. Mr. Waller 
immediately commanded them to leave the 
premises. They refused to go and further 
demanded that Mr. Waller supply them with 
‘cigars. This he also refused and again com- 
mandel them to leave. One jof the marines 
became angry and wanted to know why Mr. 
‘Waller did not run and if he'were not afraid 
a Frenchmen. Mr. Waller told them he 
would not run, nor was he afraid. The ma- 
fine drew his side arms and advanced on Mr. 
Waller, declaring he would cut his throat. 
Waller Repels Them. 

“Mr. Waller raised the chair upon which he 
had been seated and warned the intruder that 
fhe advanced another step he would brain 
tim. This warlike demonstration cooled 
the Frenchman’s blood and. he went away. 
While Mr. Waller was thus engaged the two 
‘pther marines had entered another apartment

Finally, mail advices from Tamatava, pub- 
“jished here Feb. 22 of the present year, said 
the French were incensed to the point of vio- 
lence against Mr. Waller, believing that his 
representations caused the United States to 
withdraw its instructions to their Consul to 
obiain recognition through the French Resi- 
dent. 

April 20, 1894, Mr. Waller secured @ con- 
tmion from the Hovas government of the 
whole of the southern part of the island of 
Madagascar, and this concession was obtained 
in spite of the repeated protests of the French 

‘teidents and the French colony generally. 
According to the French Pioneer Colonist, 
all the nationalities engaged in the india rub- 
ber trade considered that their vested inter- 
tte had been injured by the concession to 
Mr. Waller, The latter did not share in 
their opinion. |

From this it will be seen that 
there is no doubt that Mr. Walier’s concession 
is a valuable one andin view of the opposition 
he has met upon the part of the French, it is 
not astonish:ng that he is nowin trouble. Ad- 
vices‘from Antananarivo, under the date of 
May 31, 1894, announced that the French 
Resident there had entered a formal protest 
against the concession secured by Mr. Waller, 
declaring that France would refuse to recog- 
nize any comcessions made to foreigners with- 
out its permission. 


Bullying Is Deplored. 

Early in June the New York, World pub- 
lished a letter from Antananarivo, dated 
April 21, in which Mr. E. Underwood Harvey, 
editer of the Madagascar News, asked the 
World to convey to the American peoplea 
message saying: 

‘It is time for the great American Govern- 
ment to put its foot down and say that Ameri- 
can enterprises in this country shall nolonge 
be trampled by French bullying.” . 

This was a result of the action of the repre- 
sentatives of France in Madagascar in deny- 
ing the Malagasy Government’s right to make 
land grants to American ciéizens without first 
obtaining the sanction of the French Resident 
General. 

‘* France is endeavoring to persuade Presi- 
dent Cleveland,”’ Mr. Harvey declared, “to 
allow its representatives to be the medium of 
all communication between the American 
Consul in this country and the Malagasy Gov- 
ernine.t. This course the Malagasy Govern- 
ment refuses to consent to. Without touching 
on how American interests in this country 
would be affected by France waging war on 
Madagascar for the purpose of insisting on 
Malagasy recognition of the French repre- 
sentatives in Madagascar being practically 
thé representatives also of America, the harm 
that would result to American interests, even 
in time of peace, from sucha transfer of 
representation is apparent by the attitude the 
representatives of France are taking towards 
such land grants.”’ 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special. ]— 
State Department officials threw up both 


| hands today when they were shown the press 


dispatches indicating that another foreign 
complication had been added to their bur- 


dens. 
Washington’s Hands Full. 


Thus far no official advices have been re- 
ceived of the high-handed action of the French 
authorities, but this means nothing, as the re- 
bellion in Hawaii, the Allianca affair, the 
British ultimatum to Nicaragua, the climax of 
the Peruvian rebellion, and most of the other 
important events abroad first reached the 
State Department from correspondents. 

The fact that ex-Consul Waller is not only a 
Republican but a colored man.places the ad- 
ministration in a peculiar light. If it fails to 
interfere it will be open to the charge of ex- 
tendimg politics across the seas, something 
never before done. On the other hand, 
Southern supporters of the President will not 
enthuse over any squabble with France on 
account of a “ nigger,’’ as they do not hesi- 
tate to call our late representative at Tama- 
tave. It is well understood here that the sen- 
tence of Waller to twenty years’ imprison- 
ment for acting as a spy to the Hovus is only 
a scheme to drive him out of the country. 

John L. Waller is well known among the 
colored men of the West. He was a lawyer 
in Topeka for years, and his appointment by 
President Harrison as Consul at Tamatave 
was considered a substantial recognition of 
the colored Republicans. A year ago the 
French residents announced that Waller’s 
concession would be knocked into a cocked 
hat as soon as the French protectorate was 
firmly established. He was warned to leave 
the country and notified that unless he did so 
he would suffer pecuniary loss. Since the 
French established their protectorate they 
have proclaimed and enforced martial law, 
and hence are in a position to drive all other 
foreigners out of business. 

Our government has not yet recognized the 
French establishment in Madagascar, our 
Consuls being accredited to the native gov- 
ernment. This made the French officials par- 
ticularly angry with Americans. Waller was 
insulted and spied upon a year ago, and the 
case was reported at that time to the State 
Department. The case now, however, is more 
serious, and on the receipt of official advices 
decisive action will be taken. This country 
will demand a fair trial for Waller and insist 
that his property rights be not imperiled by 
the action of the French military authorities, 
who do not assume now to possess political 
control of the island. It will be interesting 
to see whether our representative at Tama- 
tave is as vigorous in protecting the colored 
man from Kansas as Minister Willis was in 
looking after the renegade whites in Hawaii.

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FEAR FOR THE QUEEN 


VIOTORIA’S CONDITION ALARMS THE 
PEOPLE OF LONDON. 


Story from Nice Says She Seemed Weak 
and Unabie to Raise Her Head=—She Is 
Said to Have Rheumatism of the Knees, 
Which Has Developed Loss of Power 
in Both Legs—Rosebery Is Ill—Health 
Is Also a Source of Worry—Calamaties 
Are Looked For in England.

London, March 23.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Mrs. Emily Crawford contributes 
to this week’s Truth the first public mention 
of Queen Victoria’s serious condition, cgn- 
cerning which there is much private discus- 
sion. ‘ 

Mrs. Crawford writes that on arrival at the 
railway station at Nice the Queen “ seemed 
unable to raise her head. She looked up and 
around under her eyelids as if wanting 
strength to look otherwise... One might have 
thought she did not feel her feet under her 
as with the assistance of her servants she 
tried to descend the sloping gangway from 
the train into the station.”’ 

It is well known among those familiar with 
court fairs that rheumatism of the knees 
has lately not only developed complete loss of 
power over both legs, but has extended to the 
back and arms, and that a fatal issue is to be 
feared at almost any time. 

The reports of the Queen’s condition seri- 
ously affect the Parliamentary’ situation. 
With the death of a sovereign Parliament is 
is immediately dissolved. This contingency 
is undoubtedly an important factor in all the 
present calculations. The political atmos- 
phere, in fact, is charged with sensational 
possibilities. 

Rosebery’s Condition. 

The government organs have published 
this week invoived and evasive denials of the 
reports of Lord Rosebery’s intention to re- 
sign the Premiership, but the opposition 
journals repeat the rumor daily. The Times 
in an elaborate leader this week discusses for 
the first time reports cabled to the World a 
fortnight before. Meanwhile Lord Rose 
bery isin almost complete retirement in the 
country, and the Premiership practically is 
out of commission. His physicians give only 
the guarded opinion that he may soon re- 
cover. The World correspondent learns from 
friends of Earl Spencer, First Lord of the 


Admiralty, ‘who visited him yesterday at 


Epsom, that Lord Rosebery still is able to get 
only a few hours sleep out of the twenty- 
four, and that only in the afternoon. Thoge 
who saw him at the brief Cabinet meeting the 
other day say his hair has turned white with- 
in the last month in consequence of his in- 
tense suffermg and continued insomnia. 

Of course, this situation cannot last, and 
unless some relief is speedily found he will 
certainly resign at no distant day. There has 
not been an hour in the last three weeks when 
he would not himself have done so except for 
the opposition of his friends. 

Should the Conservatives come into power 
at the general election necessitated by such 
resignation they probably would have a short 
tenure—unless they could repeat their success 
—for the Queen’s death is considered inevita- 
ble within a year or two at the most, 

Beatrice in Power. 

Princess Beatrice, who is now her constant 
companion, has of late been always present 
during her interviews with the Ministers, and 
is recognized in official circles as practically 
the wielder of all the royal prerogatives, It 
is well understood that the Queen has willed 
to this favorite daughter the bulk of her 
savings, believed to be £1,500,000 ($7,500,- 
000), together with Osborne and Balmoral, 
both residences being the private property of 
the royal mother. 

Will Sell the Ailsa. 

The report 1s current in the clubs here that 
the Prince of Wales, convinced now of the 
superiority of the Ailsa over the Britannia, 
wishes to sell his yacht, and that it is likely to 
go toa foreign purchaser. 

Bie Shoe Strike Affairs, 

The astonishing statement was officially 
made in the course of the great strike in the 
boot trade here this week that the prices 
paid in England to operatives are in many 
cases double those in the United States. A 
large consignment of American-made shoes 
was received lately at Northampton, the cen- 
ter of the industry here, and the following 
statement was made as tothe cost of manu- 
facture: 

‘The amount paid to operatives in Ameri- 
ca for lasting, putting on sole and heel by 
hand is 834d (17 cents), in Northampton le 
6d (30 cents); for sew.ng in welt and stitch- 
ing in America 2d (4 cents), in Northampton 
5d (10 cents); for finishing in America 6d 
(13 cents), in Northampton 11d (22 cent@); 
total cost of workmanship in America ls 
5i¢d (35 cents), in Northampt 2s 10d (68 
cents). This allowsacargo of boots to be 
freighted across the Atlantic and seld here for 
less than goods of the same quality can be 
made here. 

These facts have been known fora long 
time to the English employers and they have 
tried to introduce the American method of 
manufacturé, but without success, because of 
the refusal of the trade union to allow any 
departure from the old-fashioned procedure. 

How Americans Work, 

‘* Americans work in teams of eight or ten 
persons, and each one confines himself to 
some particular part of the process; in En- 
gland not more than three or four are allowed 
to work in ateam, and each one has to do 
several different kinds of work. The chang- 
ing of tools and the difficulty involved in the 
adaptation of the eye and the hand to fresh 
work limit the power of production here as 
compared with the American method, yet in 
1893, when the question was brought by the 
employers before the national conference tne 
trades unionists refused to consider it. 

**The practical result is that America is 
increasing her exports every yeur, not only in 
England -but also to the British possessions in 
distant parts of the world.” 

Halifax and the Pope. 

The interview between Viscount Halifax, 
President of the English Church Union, and 
the Pope yesterday is regarded in Roman 
Catholic circles here as of really great impor- 
ance and significant of the enormous strides 
the Catholic Church has made recently in 
Engiand. Ina recent cable letter the World 
correspondent noted the number of the En- 
glish ciergy who have taken orders in the 


‘Roman Catholic Church during the last two 


years, The mere fact of Lord Halifux’s visit 
would have raised a storm in the English 
Church a few years ago, but it hardly excites 
comment in today’s papers. 

What He Asked,

SAYS XIMENEZ DID NOT TELL THE TRUTH 


Letter to “The Tribune” from Van, Tur- 
kev, Contradicts His Statements, 

Van, Turkey, Feb. 13.—[Eaitor of The 
Tribune.] —The last post from Europe 
brought us an articie from the London Morn- 
ing Post under date of Jan. 10 reporting an 
interview with Ximenez, the Spanish traveler, 
In view of his statementa denying the Sas- 
soun massacre, ia which he dares to assert 
that he was in that region at the time (the 
latter part of August), and that nothing of 
the kind occurred, I venture to send you 
the following facts. I vouch for the truth of 
them on my honor, but if that is not enough 
a roll of witnesses can be secured stretching 
from Mosul to Erzroom: 

Ximenez, accompanied by a Turk as bosom 
friend and a Chaldean dragoman, left Diar- 
bekir, where he had arrived from the coast, 
for Mosul. From there he turned noréhward, 
skirted along Eastern Mesopotamia, made a 
side trip to Persia, and returned to Turkish 
territory, bringing up in the Southern Hek- 
kiari. He passed through the small district 
of Gawar and came directly to Van. He 
spent a month here. Soon after his arrival 
he presented a note of introduction to me 
given him by a friend of mine in Constanti- 
nople. I called on him at once and the call 
was returned Aug. 3. While here he made 
two short excursions, the longer being to 
Vostan, a distance of twenty miles from Van. 

Needless to sdy, he was sufficiently dined 
and wined, and this brings me to the climax 
of his stupendous falsehood. He claims to 
have been in the Moosh and Sassoun region 
when a slight disturbance but * no massacre 
oceurred.”’ But, as a matter of fact, on the 
Sultan’s accession day, Aug. 30, the day when 
the worst of the Sassoun massacre took place, 
Ximenez was being feasted at a point juat 
two miles from my house in the Village of 
Sukh-kyar, and was said to be drunk. Four 
days later he was honored in the same way at 
another favorite resort of the Turks, four 
miles from here, and the next morning he 
left by boat for Akhlat, on the northern shore 
of Van Lake. He spent three days there and 
then went directiy to Erzroom via Malasgerd. 
He spent some time at Erzroom and then 
went on to Constantinople. 

Yoa will see by a study of the map that the 
nearest point.he came to Moosh was Akhiat, 
which is two long days’ journey from Moosh 
and three from Sassoun. You will observe 
also that he arrived at that’ point six days 
after the massacre had ceased. 

Let the world judge by these facts how 
much confidence is to be placed in the state- 
ments of this man who has challenged the 
cause of truth. JUSTICE. 


LI HUNG CHANG ACCEFTED BY JAPAN. 


His Credentials Are Good and the Peace 
Conference Is Begun. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Tokio, Japan, March 23.—[Copyright, 
1895, by the Press Publishing company, New 
York World.]|—The peace ambassadors of 
Japan and China met today at Shimonoseki. 
Li Hung Chang presented his credentials as 
China’s envoy plenipotentiary. The credtén- 
tials were examined by Japan’s representa- 
tives—Prime Minister Ito and Foreign Iiin- 
ister Mutsu—and were found to be gatis- 
factory. Thereupon the ambassadors pro- 
ceeded directly to the business which brought 
them together. 

The conditiops upon which Japan will con- 
sent toend the war were stated in explicit 
terms by the Mikado’s Ministers. After some 
discussion Li Hung Chang asked for three 
days’ delay in order that he might consult the 
authorities in Pekin upon certain points. 

The Japanese Ministers, who had entered 
upon the negotiations with an earnest desire 
to reach a satisfactory conclusion, granted the 
request. Unless the government at Pekin in- 
structs Li Hung Chang to reject demands 
which Japan considers indispensable to a per- 
manent peace the treaty may be speedily 
executed. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—No positive 
results have yet comefrom the Japanese- 
Chinese peace negotiations at Shimonoseki, 
although tnere are indications of definite de- 
velopments within a day or two. The only 
menace, however, is in the renewal of efforts 
on the part of Chinato have foreign powers 
intervene in the settlement. 

A cable from Pekin states that after a con- 
ference between Minister Chang Hang ,and 
the Emperor a new request is being ad- 
dressed to the foreign power to in- 
tercede to secure an immediate peace. 
An address to the European powers is 
regarded as directly opposed to the efforts of 
the United States. which have resulted in the 
pending peace negotiations. It discredits the 
work of Li Hung Chang, and may bring the 
peace conference to naught. 


NEW PHASE OF CLASS WAR IN GERMANY, 


Agrarians and Merchants and the Pro- 
jected Tariff War on Argentina, 
Washington, D. C., March 23.—Another in- 
teresting repBrt upon the war between classes 
in Germany, the agrarians on the one side 
and the manufacturing and mercantile on the 
other, has been received at the Department of 
State from United States Consul-Genaral 
Charles de Kay at Berlin. In this case the Con- 
sul-General touches upon the efforts being 
made to prevent a tariff war from being 
waged by Germany on Argentina and shows 
how the conditions now are similar to those 
which caused the attack upon the producers 
of the United States. It appears the agrarians 
are seeking to prevent the heavy importation 
of quebrancho wood, used’ for tannimg and 
medicine, This attack isin the interest of 
the owners of oakwoods. The German Cham- 
ber of Commerce has just sent to the Reichs 
tag a memorial in opposition to the demand 
of the Protectionists that Argentina shail be 
notified by the German Government of the 
termination of the most favored nation clause 
of her treaty. The Chamber holds this would 
ruin the German export trade to La Piata, 
worth $16,000,000 to $19,000,000 annual- 
ly. ‘* Then’ France, Italy, England, and be- 
fore ali others, the United States, would 
hasten to occupy a field closed to us by 
war of tariffs,’’ say the Memorialists,

OFFIOIAL FROM THE ISLAND MAKES 
A STARTLING STATEMENT, 


He Declares Detailed and Exact Informa- 
tion Is in the Possession of the Spinish 
Government to the Effect That Phila- 
delphia, Pa,, and Perth Amboy, N. J.. 
Are Rendezvous for the Rebel Sympa- 
thizers=Declares the Actual Names of 
Those in the Plot Are Kaown., 

Key West, Fia,, March 23.—The official of 
the Cuba Government who has arrived here 
says exact and detailed information is in the 
hands of the Spanish officials as t8 the places 
throughout the United States where arms and 
ammunition, it is believed, are being col- 
lected and shipped to the Cuban insurgents. 

Two important rendezvous are stated to bé 
at Philadelphia and Perth Amboy, N.J. The 
Spanish officials have the location of the 
rendezvous with the names of persons most 
active and the manner of operation. 

Their information is said to show that 
Philadelphia is a hotbed of the movement, 
and that heavy shipments of arms and am- 
munition have been made from there. 

These Northern rendezvous are in addition 
to those at Savannah, Fernandez, and other 
points in the South concerning which infor- 
mation is being collected by Spanish officials. 

This is being laid before the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington, and may form an im- 
portant part in pending negotiations between 
the United States and Spain, and is likely to 
form a basis for a request for the issuance of 
orders by the Attorney-General of the United 
States to the ‘District-Attorneys at the various 
points under suspicion to apprehend the 
parties alleged to be engaged in the systematic 
forwarding of revolutionary supplies. 

Tampa, Fla., March 23.—Dispatches from 
Nassau, N. P., stating that the negroes of 
Cuba are attempting to make the insurrec- 
tion a race question have caused much com- 
ment here and are denied by Cubans general- 
ly. Col. Figuredo was questioned about it 
and said; 

Calis It a Rumor, 

‘It is merely a rumor put up by the gov- 
ernment to discredit the revolution. There 
are many negroes under arms, but the whites 
are undoubtedly in the majority. To show 
you there is no line between the races in this 
fight, Havana papers and letters say a prom- 
inent lawyer named Portudo of Santiago 
has gone out with thirty or forty youmg men 
of the best white families in that sec- 
tion. They were going to join the forces 
of Gen. Guilleromon Moncada, who is 
a negro. He has many white men under his 
command. The color lineis not drawn in 
Cuba politically and in business as it is in this 
country. The negro population of Cuba has 
decreased, and the whites on the island are in 
the majority. 

“It is said one reason the province of Pu- 
erto Principe has been so slow to rise is be- 
cause the government surprised the insur- 
gents in that district. hey intended to rise 
with Spanish arms, but Spain was too alert. 
Some time ago the governwnent gave 
the citizens of this district per- 
mission to arm themselves against 
the bandits, who are numerous. The people 
took advantage of it, and two days before the 
uprising every man was armed. The govern- 
ment officers who searched. the houses in 
Puerto Principe secured no less than 3,000 
rifles, but expected 10,000, 

Arms from New York. 

‘* A young man was here two days ago ‘who 
conveyed arms from New York to Puerto 
Principe. Street cars were ordered, and one 
of them, intended for carrying ireight, was 
loaded with arms in New York and shipped 
to Puerto Principe. Some negligence at the 
depot there disclosed the cargo, and the arms 
were seized by the soldiers,” 

Baltimore, Md., March 23.—Capt. Rains of 
the steamer Jessmore says the much-talked-of 
revolution in Cuba is nothing compared to the 
recent street car strike in Brooklyn. The 
Jessmore on its way from Tampico to.,New 
York and Baltimore stopped at Sagua la 
Grand to take on sugar. No warships were in 
the harbor, but the government barracks were 
full of Spanish soldiers. Capt. Rains says 
there is a belief in Cuba that Capt. Crossman 
of the Allianca, which was fired upon, had 
rebels aboard. 

The schooner Annie R. Kemp, Capt. Gray, 
arrived yesterday from the United States of 
Colombia. Capt. Gray says he heard the 
usual rumors of revolutions in the South 
American countries affecting Costa Rica, 
Colombia, the Mosquito territory, Cuba, etc., 
but they were vague. Masters of South Amer- 
ican vessels expect anew form of government 
down there almost every time they drop 
anchor, and a mere revolution is too common 
an occurrence to attract much attention. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—Admiral 
Meade has cabled the Navy Department that 
he has sailed with his squadron from San 
Domingo for Kingston, Jamaica. 

Change of Plans, 


According to the itinerary arranged for 
the cruise of the North American squadron 
before it sailed from Hampton Roads the ves- 
sels were to stop at Portau Prince, Hayti, 
after leaving San Domingo and then proceed 
to Santiago de Cuba, on the south coast of the 
island. Just why Admiral Meade omits these 
points in his cruise was not explained in his 
cablegram, and at the department the officials 
say he has acted in this withcut specific in- 
structions. He is at full liberty, however, 
they say, to make such changes in the pro- 
gram, and their idea is that as the sq uadron ia 
ten days behind schedule time the Admiral is 
trying to catch up by skipping some of 
the ports on the original list. Another ex- 
planation that finds more general belief than 
this official view is to the effect that Admiral 
Meade has heard of the difficulty that has 
arisen between the United States and Spain 
over the Allianca affair, and is indisposed to 
complicate the diplomatic adjustment of the 
case by paying a visit to Cuban waters that 
might be construed by the excitable Spanish 
press into a demonstration in force intended 
to coerce their government. At Kingston 
also the Admiral will be convenient to the 
isthinus and the Spanish main, so as to be in 
readiness to respond to any call there may be 
to strengthen the forces: at Colon, consisting 
of the Atianta and the Raleigh, and to havea 
ship or two look into Biuefields. 

Alert Story a Sarprise. 

The navy officials were much surprised to 
see the report in the newspapers that the 
Alert, which had been stationed at Panama 
for several weeks, has sailed for Cailao, Peru. 
They say no such/orders bave been sent to the 
ship, and expect that it will remain at the 
isthmus until the Colombian revolutionary 
troubles are settled and quiet has been per- 
manently restored.

MURUAGA SENDS IN HIS RESIGNATION. 


He Must Leave Washineton Peaceably If 
He Is Ab'‘e To. 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[ Special. ]— 
Minister Muruaga took a clean pen and 
wrote” out a brand new resignation, 
directed to Canovas del Castillo, as 
Prime Minister. He will not send 
it, however, until it is definitely an- 
nounced that the new Cabinet is formed. 
Sefior Muruaga is a Liberal, and has a good 
excuse for submitting his resignation toa 
Conservative ministry, but his action has 
been hastened by intimations from the State 
Department that he must leave, peaceably if 

can, forcibly it he must. , 

It was learned today that the Spanish com- 
plication did not begin with the Allianca af. 
fair. Before Congress adjourned, when Spain 
put the United States in the unfavorable col- 
umn as to customs duties, President Cleve- 
land was determined to withdraw Minister 
Taylor and break off diplomatic communica- 
tion with the Dons altogether. He anuounced 
his intentions at a Cabinet meeting, but was 
dissuaded from precipitate action by Dan 
Lamont. 

The President’s sentiments were so well 
understood, however, that Secretary Gresham 
had no hesitationin making his demand on 
Spain during his chief’s absence. The air is 
full of rumors that the President is much 
annoyed at the tidal wave of foreign compli- 
cations, and while there appears no ground 
for the belief that there has been any rupture 
with or complaint against Secretary Gresham 
the members of the Cabinet seem aghast at 
the way in which the diplomatic sky has sud- 
denly clouded since Congress adjourned. 

The next mail from Honolulu is awaited 
with interest here, as it is expected to give a 
full explanation of events connected with the 
request for Minister Thurston’s recall. It is 
understood that the specific charge made 
against Mr. Thurston is that he procured the 
published extracts from a private letter from 
Mr. Hatch severely reflecting upon the course 
of Minigter Willis, who was merely carrying 
out the Tnstructions of his government. This 
the government could not permit. 


COLOMBIA APPEARS TO BE QUIET. 


Reports from the Interior Revolutions 


Are Reassuring. 


New York, March 23.—A special dispatch 
to a morning paper from Panama, Colombia, 
says: 

Reports relative to the revolutién in the in- 
terior continue reassuring. The govern- 
ment, however, has published no confirma- 
tion of the reported surrender of the revolu- 
ticaists in Santander and Boyaca, and this 
causes some doubt that the government’s 
triumph has been complete. 

Reports are circulated of battles with the 
insurgents in Cali and Buga in the Depart- 
ment of Cauca. 

A dispatch from Colon says: “The Captain 
of the steamer Briefond, who has arrived 
here, reports that he met near Calo de 
Gracia a bark loaded with men.

Count von Hompesch-Rurich, a prominent 
mem ber of the Center party, amid ioud inter- 
ruptions from various parts of the House and -« 
cheers from his supporters, submitted on be- 
half of the Centrists a resolution disa pprov- 
ing of the proposal. 

Row Is Started, 


Dr. von Bennigsen in behalf of the Nation- 
al Liberal party warmly supported the re- 
quest of the President of the Reichstag. Then- 
Richter, Radical, amid repeated protests, de- 
clared that the Freisinnige party was unable 
to support the motion. In doing so he re.

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Elbe Inquiry Results. 

The formal inquiry into the loss of the 
North German Lloyd steamship Elbe began 
at Bremerhaven today. Survivors made state- 
ments, and various experts deposed that the 
Elbe was thoroughly appointed and sea- 
worthy and *that its cafgo was prop. 
erly stowed. The survivors of the 
crew, Thomas Stoleberg, the third officer; A, 
Neussell, the first engineer; and Seibert 
one of the seamen, jrepeated their former 
statements. The President of the court an- 
nounced that the inquiry would not end in 
that court, as three lalvsuits were pending in 

, connection with the disaster. He added that, 
in spite of the efforts pf the German Consul 

' at Aberdeen, the statement of the crew of the 
, Crathie could not be obtained, and indeed a 
* portion of the crew of that vessel refused to 
testify. The Captain/of the Crathie admitted 
that the soundings of his well, which he had 
taken after the collision, showed that the 
Crathie was not leaking. Herr Badrow, 
Superintendent of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship line, deposed that the Elbe had 
sufficient small boats to accommodate 384 
persons, and that there were only 352 on 
board. He also said the water-tight bulk- 
heads of the steamer were intact whan it 
gailed. The inquiry was then adjourned.

Thomas Stolberg, the third officer, said at 
the time of the collision he was on the bridge. 
‘He saw the foremast light and the green side

WRESTLING WITH 8MOKE PROBLEM. 


Milwaukee's City Council Seeks to Solve a 
Difficult Question. 

Milwaukee Sentinel: At last, after many 
months of delay, the Committee on Judiciary 
is going to take action on the smoke nuisance, 
At least Ald. Starkweather, ite Chairman, 
says that the committee will make a report to 
‘the Council at the next meeting, and give the 
Aldermen a chance to put themselves on rec- 
ord. There may very likely be two reports. 
Ald. Ramsey is against the passage of any 
ordinance at the present time, although he 
says he believes in the abatementof the 
nuisance, “It would cost more than the 
manufacturers can afford to put in during the 
present hard times,”’ he said, “‘ and I think it 
better to wait. I believe this is the only rea- 
son for delay, as the present devices work 
perfectly.” 

There will therefore probably be two re- 
ports, but the first point will be gained if the 
matter is got before the Council, Unless the 
influence of a few business-houses that is be- 
ing brought to bear strongly on the commit- 
tee changes the mind of some of its members, 


this much will be done. Ald. Corccran’s or- | 


dinance still lies in the box of tne Committee 
on Judiciary, where it hag been pigeonholed 
since last May. It provided for forcing all 
factories in the city to usesmoke consumers 
or hard coal, ana for tugs on the river to do 
the same. With it is a letter handed in by 
Ald. Ramsey at thesametime. It is signed 
by a number of property-owners and is as 
follows: 

We, the undersigned, residents in the imme 
diate vicinity of the Dahinden & Galesch vinegar 
factory on Miiwaukee street, near Detroit, wish 
toenter a protest in regard to the smoke that 
issues from said factory. It is impossible to 
leave the windows of our houses open in the day- 
time without having our rooms filled with smoke 
and soot. We are inforined that this honoruble 
body takes cognizance of such nuisance and or- 
ders its abatement. We, therefore, respectful- 
ly call your atiention to the within-mentioned 
matter and request that you give it your earliest 
consideration. 

The chimney to which there is the greatest 
immediate objection, that of the Edison com- 
pany, is liable to be declared a nuisance by 
the Council at any time. The Milwaukee 
Street railway company has been hoiding off 
the committee and the Council for some time 
with promises to put in a consumer as soon 
asone could be found which worked well 
and was not too largefor its plant. The 
Hawiey down-draft furnace’ which is 
working 80 weil at North 
Point waterworks and at the flush- 
ing tunnel, as wellasin a number of private 
buildings in the city, is too large for the space 
in the Edison pliant. re is a representa- 
tive of the Reynoids company in town now 
endeavoring to show the officers of the com- 
pany that his furnace is as good asthe Hawiey 
down draft, cheaper, and not solarge. The 
feeling is growing thatif the Milwaukee Street 
railway company cannot find something for 
which it can make room at once it should be 
forced to burn hard coal or change its plant, 
which is inadequate and crowded for every 
purpose for which it is used. 

** We saved last year at the pumping works 
$17,000 over the cost of hard coal,” said 
City Engineer Benzenberg. * We have already 
paid for the cost of putting in, which was 
about $900 a boiler at the water-works and 
$800 at the flushing tunnel. The Council 
ought to passan ordinance atonce. What- 
ever talk there is about exorbitant cost is idie, 
for there are so many successful kinds of 
smoke consumers now that there would be 
plenty of competition, It would pay weil for 
itself, for.by consuming what now goes to 
waste it would save about 30 per cent of the 
fuel.; Ido not believe that any one who had 
once put it ia could be induced to take it out. 
It is one of the best investments any manu- 
facturer could make.” 

Ald, Corcoran is as strongly in favor of 
prompt action as he was when he introduced 
the ordinance last spring, after a thorough 
study of the subject with Inspector Adams in 
Chicago. ‘Those of the Aldermen,” ho 
said, ** who talk about the imperfection of the 
present consumers are not giving their real 
motives, for the fact that they voted unani- 
mously only last spring to spend the 
city’s money for a consumer at the 
flushing tunnel after having tried the 
same kind of a furnace for a year 
at the pumping works shows that they know 
it is a success, or it ought to showit. Per- 
haps an ordinance passed just now would be 
a little hard on some of the smaller manufact- 
urers if it were enforced without any discre- 
tion; but it would be possible to give the 
smailer estabiishments a littie longer time. 
Certainly something must be done 
without delay about the Kdison chim- 
ney. The summer season is coming 
on when the windows will be open in 
the new City Hali and the inside as weil 
as the outside wi!l be disfigured, including the 
furniture, with which such pains is to be tak- 
en. I bave spoken to Ald. Starkweather 
about it several times and only recently tried 
to get him to bring it before the Couneil to 
find out at least how the majority feel about 
it now that the subject has been so thorough- 
ly investigated. us put ourselves on rec- 
ord, About the working dere is no doubt. 
In | instance, there ts a very 
little smoke when they are firing Up, and none 
at all at any other part of the day.’

PRESIDENT OF OIOERO PUBLIOLY 
JOINS THE INDEPENDENTS. 


He Declares It Ia Time the People of the 
Township Drop Politics and Break Up 
the Gank That Is Juggling the Town 
Finances=Big Puzzte to Account for the 
Acrobatic Transfers of Funds=Rival 
Factions Clinch for a Finish Fight=Mr. 
McCarthy Writes an Advertisement, 


President Piper of the Town of Cicero, 
elected last year on the straight Republican 
ticket, publicly has identified himself with 
the Independent Citizens’ movement. At 
the last meeting at Berwyn President 
Piper made a confession of faith, and de- 
clared it was time Cicero people dropped pol- 
itics and made a united effort to break up the 
gang which is juggling the town finances to 
the detriment of the taxpayers. Under the 
questioning of J, J, McCarthy of Austin Mr. 
Piper admitted the expose of the bad finan- 
cial condition of Cicero published in The 
Tribune Jan. 81 was correct, adding that 
he had been unable to find anybody in au- 
thority who could explain the tangle. Asan 
illustration of the peculiar handling of the 
town funds President Piper quoted the 
transfer, on motion of Trustee Maclean, of 
$25,000 frométhe special fund for the con- 
struction of approaches to viaducts to the 
contingent fund. This was at the last meet- 
ing of the Town Board priorto Marchi. At 
the next meeting of the board, the official 
report having in the meantime been pre- 
pared, the same $25,000 was, on motion of 
Trustee Maclean, transferred back to the 
special fund. 

“TI don’t know,” said President Piper, 
‘why these transfers were made, but I 
surmise it was for the purpose of covering 
part of the deficitin the town funds, to 
which The Tribune called attention.” 

Shows a He vy Increase. 

Further on in his speech President Piper 
said there was a floating debt of nearly 
$150,000 due by the town, of which $53,000 
was incurred as the town’s share of special 
assessment work. It isin works of this kind 
that most of the illegal and unauthorized 
debt has been incurred. The legal limit of 
the town’s proportion of special assessments 
is 2% per cent, but in some recént improve- 
ments this, for some unknown cause, has 
been raised to 25 per cent. 

The Ridgeland avenue outfall sewer seems 
to have been an expensive work, so far as 
the taxpayers are concerned, but it has paid 
a lot of contractors, engineers, lawyers, and 
typewriters pretty well. The first estimate 
was for a total cost of $300,000, of which 
$281,422 was paid to the contractors, an‘l 
$13,235 to engineers and lawyers. It wag 
then found that it would require $40,000 
more to finish the work, and a supplemental 
levy for this amount was made, the cost for 
engineers and lawyer’s fees, etc., being $2,- 
730. When this was gone a second supple- 
mental levy of $22,000 was made, of which 
$19,500 was used in construction work, while 
the rest went to the engineers, lawyers, and 
typewriters. 

This makes the total cost of this sewer to 
date $356,000, with the strong prospect of 
still another supplemental levy. What both- 
ers the taxpayers is that they should be 
forced to pay engineers and lawyers nearly 
$20,000 on this one job alone, when these 
officers are drawing regular salaries for do- 
ing this kind of work. And they also are 
asking why it should cost $2,500 to collect a 
$20,000 levy, when the expense of the $40,000 
assessment was only $2,750. 

The Central avenue sewer job was aired at 
a meeting at Austin Friday night,and resoly- 
tions were adppted demanding an explana- 
tion of the swelling of the $171,000 contract 
to $186,200 by the addition of $7,700 for engi- 


neers fees and $7,700 for the expenses of 
levying the assessment. 


Worse than a Fifteen-Puzzie. 


Experts who have tried to decipher the 
annual report of the town officers say it is 
worse than a fifteen-puzzle. The item of 
“transfers ”"’ is what bothers them. In ev- 
ery fund account there are transfers and re- 
transfers, and nobody on the board is able or 
willing to explain what they mean or by 
what authority they were made. Follow- 
ing iy transcripts of two important ac- 
counts:

There are seven Trustees of the town, and 
they are allowed $3 for each meeting at- 
tended. Deducting $2,000 for the President's 
salary, $6,858 was paid during the year to six 
Trustees, or an average of $1,143 each. This, 
at $3 a meeting, means 381 sessions were 
held in the 365 days, including Sundays, 
and the impression obtains that the Cicero 
Trustees must be a very hard-working and 
industrious lot of men. 

It is things of this sort that have aroused 
the people and brought on one of the hottest 
campaign fights ever known outside of 
Hinky Dink’s ward. The straight Republi- 
cans had a meeting at Library Hall Friday 
night, to which they attracted attention by a 
circular printed in red, and headed “ Fire.” 
The citizens who held their meeting in Gile’s 
Hall, retaliated with an equally loud hand- 
bill under the caption, “ Stop, thief!’’ telling 
the people to “pay no attention to the 
gane’s cry of fire."’

Coming te a Mutual Understanding. 


Travel and commerce, passing to and fro on 
the sea highway, are slowly contributing to 
bring about a mutual understanding between the 
races of men which points toward their unifica- 
tion, intellectual and moral.

HERE’S A BIOYOLE FOR LAZY PEOPLE 


Rua by a Little Hot Air Engine That 
Weighs Only Twelve Pounds, 

In trying to get up a motor suitable for an 
airship an inventor has evolved a lazy mans 
bicycle, All the exertion that is required of 
the rider is to keep his balance and steer the 
machine. The power that propels it is fur- 
nished by a hot air apparatus so light that it 
adds only twelve pounds tu the weight of the 
machine, and so simp.e that it does not mar 
the symmetry of the wheel in the eyes of the 
bicyc.e crank, W.B. Keep and the inventor 
took a spin down M.chigan boulevard yester- 
day afternoon on the ftirst motor tandem 
ever seen in Chicago. They attracted no 
end’ of attention. This tandem will 
really carry three persons—two adults and a 
child, The total weight of the machine in 
traveling order is seventy-three pounds. This 
tandem has already covered 8,000 miles, It 
has been speeded up to forty-five miles an 
bour, and in tests has climved 10 per cent 
grades and has run successfully through mud, 
sand, and snow. ! 

The power mechanism is composed of two 
hot-air engines carried on the rear of the 
frame, one on each side of the rear wheel. 
These eogines are 25 inches in diameter and 
6 inches stroke. A nickeied tank in front of 
the operator carries the coal oil, which is con- 
veyed through the frame to the cylinders of 
the engines where it is mixed withair, A 
smaii primary battery, the same as is used 
witn ordinary door-belis, is carried in the 


*tool-bag, from which a copper wire leads to 


the intersor of the engines. It is a well- 
known law that rapid evaporation of any 
fluid produces cold, the more rapid the 
evaporation the more intense the 
cold. This engire utilizes this principle. 
The firat or backward movement of the piston 
or: pluoger pumps tie engine fuil of air and 
at the same time admits thelecired charge of 
coai oil, Thesume movement produces an 
électric spark which vaporizes the coal oii and 
coois the engine. The second or forward 


_moyement of the piston compresses this com- 


pound of oii and air into one end of the cyl- 
inder when just as the piston starts backward

another electric spark explodes the vapor, 
thus producing power. The admission valve 
is opened mechanically every other time, 
thus allowing the burnt gases to escape. The 
forward wheei is twenty-two inches in diam- 
eter, the rear wheel twenty inches. Both are 
titted with four-inoch pneumatic tires, 

Speed is regulated by tarottling the oil sup- 
ply. In making a stop or in holding up on a 
down grade it is only necessary to shut off 
the oil supply and the electric current; tho 
engines then act as an automatic air brake. 
A motor cycle ridden by W. A. Maltby at E!- 
mira, N. Y., a tew days ago, made a mile on 
a straight away track in 58 seconds. 

The rider’s feet may rest on the coasters or 
pedals us preferred, The pedals do not re- 
volve as on the ordinary bicycle, but are 
operated with a ratchet and will not move 
when the feet are kept still. 


“BILL” OHALLIS’ LATEST FIND. 


It Is Said He Has Fallen Heir to a Fort- 
une of $1,800,000, 

Hill City, S. D., March 18.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—Along with the daily inquiry 
for the latest news from the “ Holy Terror” 
clean-up and other mining matters of more 
or less golden significance, comes the an- 
nouncement that “ Biil Challis has struck it 
rich.” “Bill,” or more formally W. W, 
Challis—he was so known when the Harney 
Peak Tin company was buying tin property 
of him at the rate of from $500 to $5,000 
per claim weekly a few years ago—hails from 
several States, counties, and territories. Idaho 
and Colorado and the Coeur d’Alene country 
have claimed William as a resident at various 
times during the last twenty-five years, but 
for the last ten he has voted and -mixed his

THE CANDIDATE OF A UNITED PARTY 

The Republican candidate for Mayor, 
George B. Swift, is fortunate in that he is the 
unanimous choice of the party as well as of 
the convention which nominatei him by ac- 
clamation. He was not put in the field by a 
faction. His selection did not involve the 
defeat of another Republican. Neither in- 
trigue nor promises procured his nomina- 
tion. He asked no man for it. It was un- 
solicited, unbought, and uninfluenced by 
sordid considerations. Neither at the pri- 
maries nor in the convention was there mien- 
tion of any other name than Swift's. 

The Republican candidate is therefore in 
the felicitous position of having no friends to 
**take care of ” and no enemies to punish in 
the event of his election, He will go into of- 
fice unpledged, save to the people, He will 
not ha ve to provide for those who worked for 
him at the primaries, for all the Republicans 
did that. He will not have to pacify party 
opponents, for he has none. Therefore there 
is nothing to interfere with his fulfillment of 
his honestly made pledge to the people that 
the civil service reform law shall be enforced 
in the letter and the spirit. 

Mr. Swift can and will represent the whole 
party and the whole people. He wiil give the 
city a broad, liberal, high-minded, efficient, 
and economic administration: Every pledge 
made by him on the stump will be redeemed. 
He knows how to give the people a good gov- 
ernment and he intends to doit, beginning 
with the first day he serves as Mayor. 

That will be about two weeks hence, For 
no intelligent man has the least doubt of Mr. 
Swift’s election. The feeling that he was de- 
frauded out of the Mayoralty in December, 
1893, and that if he had his rights he would 
be Mayor now contributed greatiy to secure 
for him a unanimous nomination, That 
same feeling will be very effective at the 
polis, The wen who believe that Swift was 
counted out fifteen months ago will give him 
a week from Tuesday so heavy a majority 
that he cannot be counted out or “* repeated 
out.”’- His majority will be so overwhelming 
that not ever the gross frauds of 1893 could 
affect it. But those frauds will not be com- 
mitted this year, for the election machinery 
is in honest hands now, as it was not then. 

For the next two years this city will have a 
model government, at the head of which will 
be aman of experience and of energy, who 
will have behind him a solid party and the 
support of all citizens who prefer good to bad 
government. 


THE TAXING OF BACHELORS, 

A bill bas been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture at Springfield to levy a tax upon bach- 
elors, the class being described as ‘‘ull male 
persons of the age of 32 years and over, be- 
ing of sound mind and limb, who are single 
and never have been married.’’ Bachelors, 
however, who can prove that they ‘* have pro- 
posed marriage toa female of marriageable 
age at least three times upon different occa- 
sions, and been refused each time,” may be 
exempt. Itis further proposed that the pro- 
ceeds of this tax, when they have reached 
$50,000, shall be applied to the erection of a 
home, the purpose of which “‘ shall b2 to c&re 
and provide for worthy and indigent single 
women who have reached the age of 38 years 
and upwards,” the home to be managed by 
three unmarried women of oot less than 60 
years of age. The home for the old maids 
will be maintained by further proceeds of the 
tax, 

Upon the general prineiple that every man 
in the world isin duty bound to marry and 
take care of a woman no objection could be 
offered to this bill. But the relations of man 
and woman have changed and are destined to 
change still more, It is one of the organic 
propositions of the new woman movement 
that woman is to be independent of man, that 
the term ‘told maid ”’ is no longer one of re- 
proach but one of honor, as signalizing the 
achievement of independence and not only 
the ability but the determination to support 
herself. Halfa century ago such a bill as 
this would have been a benison to unmarried 
women. Then it was the first duty of every 
woman to marry, and if: she failed 
in that duty she was the butt of 
masculine jest and feminine scorn. But the 
ambition to marry is disappearmg. Many 
who have married are seeking every oppor- 
tunity to sever the ties which bind. The term 
* old maid ”’ is no longer one of reproach, It 
cow signifies independence for the weaker sex 
and ability for self-support, and the sig. 
nificance grows moreand more emphatic as 
the new woman comes more and more into 
her kingdom. From this point of view, there- 
fore, the tax is clearly a hardship, though 
there possibly would bean avenue of escane 
if bachelors would muster up the courage to 
sing out these new women and propose to 
them three t#mes as speedily as possible, 

It would be interesting to know under what 
influences this bill was formulated and intro- 
duced, There are reasons to believe they are 
sinister, and that the new woman herse‘f uw re- 
sponsible. There is evidentiy a determination 
on her part to harassand embarrass mao and 
suppress some of his rights. Darks hints are 
now and then thrown out at the meetings of 
women’s clubs of what will be done with man 
when they come into power,.One of the ableat 
of these leaders of the new woman the other 
day, probably in a moment of thoughtless.

CHATTELS OF HANKINS AND CORRIGAN. 

By the votes they cast Thursday twenty- 
seven members of the Illinois Senate put 
themselves on the record as being not the 
representatives of Illinois constituencies but 
the chattels of Illinois ** sports ’’—mere voting 
machines operated by men of bad character. 
These are their names: 


Barnes ( Varshal)), Brands (Randolph), 
Bartling (Cook), Campbeil (Hamilton), 
Craig (« les), Dwyer (Cook), 
Evans (Kane), Fi'zpstrick (Cook), 
Ford (Clin'‘on), Green (Alexander), 
Hemer (Fulton), Howel: (VicLean), 
Humphrey (Cook), Johnson (Cack), 
Luacdin (Cook), Mahonev mee 
MeKin!t:y ("dgar), Morrlson (Cook), 
Mussett (Edw rds), Netterstrom (Cook), 
O’Brien (Ceok), Pai:'ey (Montgo’ery), 
Salomon (Cook), Wall (Mxcoupia), . 
Letourneu Wells (Adams), 
(Kank kee), Leeper (. ass). 


These persons have sunk voluntarily from 
the status of freemen to that of chattels, 
They are owned, and they have the mark of 
their owner on them. When any one of them 
walks through the streets of Chicago or of 
whatever other Illinois town he lives in he 
bears where it can be seen of all men the 
brand or ear crop of the horseman Haukins 
or the horseman Corrigan. 

Many of these persons who are now in 
a sta‘e of servitude once had the respect of 
those who knew them. They have forfeited 
that by their own deliberate act. They have 
allowed themselves to be inventoried among 
the goods and chattela of Hankins and Corri- 
gan, though asa consequence they lose the 
esteem of their communities and subject them- 
selves to the constant humiliation of seeing 
the averted facea of former friends, who will 
not recognize a man who has the brand of the 
pool-sellers on bis brow. 

A year from next November some of 
these chattels will be turned out of the Senate 
and will be unable todo their owners any 
more legislative service. Two years later the 
rest of them will be turned over to their pro- 
prietors, The voters will scrutinize the can- 
didates closely next year, and whoever has 
the Hankins earcrop will be disposed of in 
short order. 


NEED OF CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 
One of the sections of the civil service re- 
form act reads thus: 


Sec. 25.—{ Abuse of Official Influence Prohib- 
ited.}—No officer or employé of such city shall 
discharge or degrade or promote or in any man- 
ner change the official rank or compensation of 
any other oflicer or employé, or promise or 
threaten todo so for giving or withholding or 
negiecting to make any cuntribution of money or 
other valuable thing for any party or political 
purposes,/or for refusual or neglect to render any 
party or political service: 


It is evident that this does not meet with 
the approval of the Superintendent of the 
Water Office, who admits that he has dis- 
charged one employé because he would not 
vote for a particular candidate. It is ad. 
mitted that this man did his work satisfac- 
torily, but he said he was not going to vote 
for Wenter, and that settied his hash, To use 
the language of the Superintendent: “Ifa 
man wants to vote for Swift let him be decent 
about it and resign.” 

Another man has also been dismissed. The 
employé in question says it was because he 
refused to work for Wenter. The Superin- 
tendent says it was because he negiected his 
duty to work for Swift. The negiect of duty 
would have cut no figure if he had been work- 
ing for Wenter, 

It appears, therefore, that while the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Meyoralty is making 
speeches to the effect that he is for reiorm 
City Hall officers whom he will retain in their 
positions in the event of his election are 
violating steadily and persistently for his 
benefit all the principles of civil service re- 
form, Men are being dismissed because they 
will not pay assessments for the Democratic 
campaign fund or because they will not turn 
out and work for the Democratic ticket. 

Yet the *‘reform’’ candidate Weuter takes 
no notice of these performances. If he be. 
lieved sincerely in civil service reform and 
meant to enforce the new law if elected he 
would serve notice on these erring Demo- 
cratic officehoiders that such ucts as they 
have been guilty of for his benefit must not 
be repeated and that if they were he would 
dismiss them should he become Mayor. No 
such notice has been given them and no such 
notice will be, 

What is the use then of Wenter and the 
Democratic Executive committea talking 
about their devotion to civil service reform? 
Were they in control they would do all in 
their power to nullify the law. If sincere 
they would call on the City Hall crowé to 
live up to it now even though it has not yet 
been accepted by the people. 


THE TWO POOL-SELLING BILLS, 

It must not be imagined because Tuz 
Trisunzg is opposed to the Humphrey bill, 
which allows three months’ racing and the 
selling of all kinds of pools, that therefore it 
is or has been desirous of the passage of the 
Aspinwall bill, which allows racing for one 
month and the selling of some kinds of pools. 
The difference between the two bills is one 
of degree merely. The latter is bad and can. 
not be defended logically, But it is not as 
bad as the former and under certain circum- 
stance if one of the two measures had to pass 
expediency would dictate that the Aspinwall 
one be given the preference, 

As the law stands now, since the Supreme 
Court held the old pool-selling bill uncon- 
stitutional, pool-seliing is illegal every where. 
That isthe way the law should be, even if 
horse-racing isinjured thereby. There should 
be no exceptions for three months or one 


month, Nevertheless it is possible that if the | 


gambiers had been leas greedy, had been sat- 
isfied with emaller gains, and had introduced 
some measure like that of Senator Aspinwall, 
they would have been able to pass it, for i 
would have had the support of those men 
who are interested legitimately in horse. 
breeding and of representatives of rural con- 
stituencies at whose fairs races are run. And 
80, in spite of its lack of logic and lack of 
morals, such a measure might have gone 
through and the Governor might have signed it, 

But the gambiers of [llinois, like those of 
other States, are short-sighted and narrow. 
brained toa degree, They seem determined 
to kill the goose which lays the golden eggs. 
In New Jersey and in New York the long 
racing seasons, the winter racing, ana the con- 
version of the tracks into purely outdoor 
gaming houses raiseda tide of popular in- 
dignation which has practically swept racing 
out of existence in those two States. 

So will it be here. If the gamblers get their 
bill through they will be able «to fleece the 
community for two years tocome, But the 
public wrath will not die out, It will gain in 
strength and willso dominate the next Gen- 
eral Assembly that not only will the gambiers’ 


bili be repealed, but no entreaties for com- 


promises will be listened to and racing wi!l be 
snuffed out in Illinois as eftectuaily as in othe 
States, ; 
And because this will happen some of the 
members of thé House and Senate; while they 
have voted or will vote against the gambiers’ 
bill, never were willing to defeat i¢ by placing 
the less offensive Aspinwall bill on the statute 
books. Being opposed to pool selling even 
on the very smallest scale they preferred the 
passage of the worst bill. For they reasone.i 
that the Governor would be reasonab'y sure 


to veto that one, And if he did not, and it be- | sadulJ tur out and utilise the opportunity to |

came a law, the excesses committed under it 
would arouse the people. 

It is stated that perhaps the Senate gang 
will pass the Aspinwall bill also and let the 
House decide between then. Senators wh» 
voted for the gamblers’ bill may think that by 
doing thus they will throw a sop to public 
sentiment and allay the anger their conduct 
has aroused, Not atali. They cannot atone 
for the voting fora very bad bill by voting 
subsequently for one not quite so bad, 

The gamblers ana their Senatorial friends 
have made their election. The former, hav- 
ing no intelligence outside of their bad 
specialty, have declined to accept a moderate 
bill and asked for an immoderate one. The 
best thing to do is to beat their bill and not to 
pass the other one, But if some bill must 
pags at this stage of the game let it be the 
gamblers’, Give them all the rope they want 
and let them hang themselves, Two years 
hence horse-racing, otherwise pool-selling 
(even if it shall be carried by bribery now), 
will come to an end in Illinois, 


THE FUTURE OF FOOTBALL, 

The faculty of Harvard University has de- 
fined its position unmistakably on the foot- 
ball question, and by so doing also has dealt a 
serious blow at inter-collegiate footba!l games. 
The Athletic committee had reported a3 to 
the concessions likely to be made in reducing 
the brutality and ungentlemanly practices in 
the game, but the report evidently is not 
satisfactory, as the faculty says in its decision 
it still remains of the opinion “ that no stu- 
dent under its charge shall be permitted to 
take part in intercollegiate conteats.”’ This 
is the second time the faculty bas put its foot 
down, and its action is in harmony with the 
opinions of President Eiiot, The decision 
settles beyond question that the Harvard team 
will not meet Yale or any other college eleven 
this year. This beimg the case, it is alto- 
gether likely that other colleges will follow 
suit, as there has been much complaint among 
the alumni, particularly at Yale and Prince- 
ton, and that if Harvard has to abandon the 
field public interest in the game wil! languish, 

The Harvard faculty, it is well enough un- 
derstood, has not taken this attitude because 
of any hostility to athletic sports in general. 
They will still be encouraged. It has con- 
demned football because it had no reason to 
believe that the game under present rules and 
conditions when played next fail wou'd be 
any less brutal than it has been in the past. 
There is no likelihood, however, that the 
game will be permanently eliminated from 
college athletics, Its. future possibilities are 
now in the hands of the undergraduates 
themselves. The faculty’s decizion, it will 
be observed, seta no period of interdic. 
tion. If, as the result of this decision, 
the teams of the colleges make such 
concessions as will remove the element of 
brutality and make the game unobjectionable 
in all ite conditions there is little doubt that 
the opposition wiil cease and that Harvard 
will again take its place among the teams, 
and that the game will become all the more 
popular by reason of the stringent policy 
which has been pursued by the Harvard fac- 
ulty. Its future reats with the students them- 
selves. Itis within their power to redeem the 
game. If they do not take the necessary 
eteps in that direction then the prohibition 
should remain permanent. 


THE FRAUDULENT NATUBALIZATION 
CRIME. 

For lack of evidence a jury in the United 
States District Court has acquitted a man 
who was charged with procuring fraudulently 
the naturalization of a number of Russians. 
Yet the evidence showed beyond a doubt that 
some one had practiced fraud on an extensive 
scale. One of the men who was naturalized 
swore that he and forty-nine other Russians 
were “herded”. one night and taken into 
court. He had not the least understanding of 
what was going on. All he knew was that he 
was given a paper and was told that he could 
vote. Probably the others were as ignorant 
as himself, And this is the way in which 
American citizens are made, 

The defendant told a peculiar story when 
on the stand. He said that a foreman in the 
Street Department promised him a city job if 
he would drum up Russians for naturaliza- 
tion. He accepted the offer. Subsequently 
Ald. Carey of the Twenty-ninth Ward gave 
him his instructions, The witness said he 
asked how long men must have been in the 
country before they could be naturalized, and 
the Alderman replied: ‘I don’t care if they 
have not been here five minutes. You are 
doing this for the city, and you won’t be 
harmed.”’ Carey is a candidate for reélec- 
tion. “he ward he represents is the one in 
which were perpetrated frauds sufficient to de- 
feat Swift in 1893. How many votes were 
cast on illegal naturalization papers then can- 
not be discovered now. 

Disclosures like the above show how urgent 
is the need for a better system of naturaliza- 
tion. On one side are aliens ignorant of the 
laws and assured by men in whom they have 
confidence that they are doing nothing illegal. 
On the other side are officers and agents of 
the Democratic Naturalization Bureau deter- 
mined to make votes for their ticket. Last 
November they felt that they ,had special 
need of them, and: in the case of these Rus. 
sians they got caught, Just as long as the 
law or the administration of the law is such 
as to permit vote-hunting ward politicians to 
run naturalization mills so long will they be 
run, It is in the power of the Judges to stop 
most of these abuses, They will not, appar- 
ently, and therefore the Legislature ought to. 


GIVE U$ GOOD ALDERMEN, 

Swift is going to be elected Mayor. That is 
settled. But toenable himto give the city 
the best possible administration there must 
be some more first-class menin the Council 
to support him ih his reform policy and to 
beat back thé wave of corruption which is 
submerging the Municipal Legislature, 

The voter in murking the Aldermanic part 
of his ticket should not feel obliged, if a Re- 
publican, to vote for the man whose name is 
in the party column. He should exercise his 
unfettered and unbiased judgment and pick 
out the most competent, honest man. Vote 
for Swift, but do not feel obliged to vote for 
a poor Aldermanic candidate because he 
smuggled himself on the same ticket or got 
on by the rid of rotten primaries, 

In some wards the duty of the voters is 
plain enough. In the Second they will vote 
for Kirk Hawes if they have the least regard 
for their own interests or those of the city. 
He is not tha “ regular” nominee, but he will 
be a credit to the constituency the primary 
candidate has disgraced, In the Third Ward 
Noble B. Judah is deserving of the support of 
decent Republicans and Democrats alike, In 
the Twenty-fourth Ward, where William R. 
Manierre is the independent candidate, what 
self-respecting man can vote against him and 
for Peck or any of the other weak sisters 
who are in the field? 

Ordinarily the Republicans of the Fifth 
Ward do net tate much interest in an Alder- 
manic contest, for they know how great the 
edis agvinst them are, But this time they 
have a chanesto win, They have nominated 
an excellent man, Mr. Doerr. He 1s so good 
and the Democratic candidate so tad that a 
great many Democrats are gomg to vote for 
the former. ‘Therefore every Republican 
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secure a creditable representative for the 
ward. : : 

In the Twelfth Ward the motto of the 
voters should be “‘ anybody to beat Camp- 
bell.”” That good ward deserves a better 
man than the inveterate officehoider who rep- 
resents itnow. In the Tenth Ward the Re- 
publican candidate, Zina R. Carter, is by far 
the best man in the field, and is deserving of 
the support of the taxpayers. 

Of the candidates in other wards Tue 
Trisuxe will say nothing at this time. It 
hopes that the voters in all the wards will go 
through the lists of Aldermanic candidates, 
scratch the boodlers, and vote for the best 
men regardiess of their party badges. 


GETTING OFFICE BY FALSE PRETENSES. 
It was the understanding last fail that Sen- 
ator Fitzpatrick, the Twenty-second street re- 
former, was to be in the event of his election 
a capable, honest, dignified representative. 
His political sponsers in baptism made vari- 
ous pledges in his name to that effect and got 
him numerous votes thereby. It is time for 
him and them to rise and explain why those 
pledges have been broken so scandalously, 

This Senator has signalized himself at his 
first session by voting for the most infamous 
measure which bas received the affirmative 
vote of the Senate since the Lake-Front bill 
was passed. If such things happen in the 
green wood, what will happen in the dry? If 
hecan support enthusiastically a measure 
like the gamblers’ bill after he has been in 
the Legisiature only three months, what will 
not he be capable of at the next session of the 
General Assembly two years bence? He may 
be able to catch up with **Hank’’ Evans by 
that time. He has zeal and all he lacks is ex- 
perience, 

It is unfortunate that Fitzpatrick got into 
the Legislature. He was not the real choice 
of the Republicans of the district. It may be 
remembered that two conventions were held 
by the Republicans and two Senatorial candi- 
dates nominated. The better elements of the 
party were not on the side of Fitzpatrick, but 
the Democratic State Board of Review was 
and put his name on the official ballot to the 
damage of the Republican party, which is 
sure to come to grief if it makes a specialty 
of placing such men in office. 


FREE KIDING FOR BUYERS, 

A report from New York says thedry goods 
trade in that city isin avery unsatisfactory 
condition, due to severe cuts in prices on do- 
mestics and other staple products, and inti- 
mates that much of this unpleasant state of 
things can be traced directly to the rivairy 
existing between the markets in Chicago and 
St. Louis. The jobbers of the last named city 
undertook to secure trade for themselves by 
furnishing free railroad transportation to in- 
terior merchants and some of those in Chica- 
go have had to follow the example, though 
protesting against what they regard as an 
unwhoiesome method of obtaining business. 

Abouta year ago the merchants of St. 
Louis sent out circulars offering free trane- 
portation both going and returning, under 
certain conditions, the principal one of which 
was that ** this transportation will not be used 
except by your firm, for the purpose of .mak- 
ing your general spring purchases in this mar- 
ket.”? On the back of the circular it is stated 
as an essential requirement that shipments 
should be made by such railway linea as the 
association should direct, and that bilis to the 
amount of $1,000 be purchased from firms 
in the association, which is made up of about 
thirty representative St. Louis business houses. 
it was found that by this arrangement the 
St. Louis men could make freight rates with 
the railroads which amounted to a dis- 
crimination against their competitors in 
Chicago, and the latter had to organize in 
aelf-defense. Their association includes dry 
goods men and many large clothing and boot 
and shoe firms. They have tried the plan 
only in one State as yet, but it is said to work 
so succesfully that its scope will be extended 
in area as well as widened to take in several 
other Chicago industries, if the St. Louis tac- 
tics are persisted in. 

According to the report from New York the 
merchants of that city are ata disadvantage. 
They cannot organize along the same lines, 
as it would be impossible for them to provide 
free transportation to visiting merchants 
from the fur Western cities, owing to their 
much greater distance from the sea- 
board than from either Chicago or St 
Louis. The New York men say they 
can meet the competition only by cutting 
prices, and are prepared to do this on some 
descriptions of goods, but cannot do it on all, 
Hence they are in somewhat of a quandary, 
and find it hard to resist the conclusion that 
tLey must submit to a further loss of Western 
trade. It is admitted that they have been los- 
ing relatively for many years past. Time was 
when thcy did pretty much ail the distribu- 
tive business to the then much smaller West. 
Gradualiy Chicago took hold of a large part 
of it, and now it seems the merchants of St. 
Lovis have determined on a strong effort tu 
capture as much of it for themselves as pos. 
sible. There need be littledoubt that Chi- 
cago will hold its own in the struggle, but as 
much cannot be said for the city on Manhat- 
tan Island. 


Tus ordinance giving the Commercial 
Heat and Power company the right to estab- 
lish high-pressure water-works in the business 
district and turn overto a private corpora- 
tion an exceedingly valuable business was re- 
ported back to the Council nigat before last. 
The committee made no recommendation, 
but that is a matter of no consequence, The 
geng behind the ordinance would stand by it 
even though the committee denounced it. A 
week from tomorrow night this boodling 
measure can be taken up in the Couneil if 
its friends see fit. Quite possibly they 
will do so. That will be the night 
before the election, and they may 
conclude that whatever they do will have no 
effect on the voting the following day. If 
they do not think it safe to go ahead with the 
ordinance then they will do so at the next 
meeting, which will be held after the Alder- 
men whose terms expire know their fate. 
The decent members of the Council should 
prepare themselves to fight the boodlers 
whenever they bring up their steal. This is 
the most dangerous ordinance which has 
been introduced for a long time, for it will 
rob the people of somuch, It must be fought, 
therefore, in no half-hearted manner, 


For the first time in several months the 
weekig exhibit of business activity at New 
York gained more than the rest of the 
country asa compared with the same time a 
year previously. The bank clearings for last 
week show a gain of 17.3 per cent for New 
York City, 10.1 for Chicago, 13,8 for the 
United States, and 9.2 for the whole country 
exclusive of New York. This showing is in 
accordance with the reported fact of un wonted 
speculative activity last week in the big city 
on our Atlantic seaboard, The poorest ex- 
hibit is made by the Nebraska towns which 
are.on the list, with Sioux Falls, which is but 
a ebort distance outside the northeast bound- 
ary of that State. So, for last week, Ne- 
braska may be described as an area of low 
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ascribed to the active combination ameng the. 


merchants of that city to capture the mer- 
cantile trade by giving free transportation to 
interior buyers, and Peoria a gain’ of 54.3 
per cent on its little total for last year, which 
may be due to payments on whisky. The 
biggest gain for the week is 127 per sent re- 
ported by the little City of Waco, in Texas, 
but which is stated to contain other items 
than clearings, and therefore not counted in 
the grand total for the whole country. The 
average gain of 18.8 per cent for the whole 
United States is a gratifying one, but there 
still is a wide chasm to be bridged before we 
return to the total of bank clearings for two 


years ago.

No Such Occua!t:tion. 


The Courrier des Elats Unis says the present 
year will be marked by a phenomenon highly 
noteworthy from both an astronomical and re- 
hgious point of view. “ Next Good Friday, April 
12, at twenty minutes past 4 in the morning, the 
moon will pass over the Ear of the Virgin (the 
star known as Spica Virginis), and will hide it 
from view for more than bour.” And it says this 
is the first time that such an event bas occurred 
since 1.862 year+ ago, the position being szactiy 
the same as at the time when Christ died vn the 
cross. 

This would be remarkable if trues. But it is 
notirue, Next Good Friday the moon will be 
many degrees away from the place of the star 
named. In reality it will pags the star three days 
before the time stated—namely: Near noon of 
Tuesday, April 9, -Even then the star will not be 
occulted except to those who watch the moon 
from a station a lohg way south of the equator, 
the moon’s center being nearly 42 minutes of arc 
from the star at the time of nearest approach as 
seen in the direction ofa line from the earth's 
center to the moon. Nor was the star occuited 
1,862 years ago. A little computation, made for 
the purpose of ascertaining the facts, shows that 
the moon was more than four degrees north from 
the star at the time of nearest approach next after 
the full moon that accompanied the celebration 
of the Passover in the year 33 A. D., the histori- 
cal supper of that festival being eaten the even- 
ing next preceding the day on which, according 
to the testimony of three out of the four gospels, 
the crucifixion took piacs. 

There is little room to doubt that the year of 
the crucifixion is correctly given in the French 
paper quoted from, but that isthe only eloment 
of truth in the wholetale told by it, and it is 
difficult to understand what motive any one 
could have for starting such a story, which is 
“made up outof whoie cloth.” It contains no 
point of either astronomical or reijigious inte rest, 
except from ita character as a sheer ‘* fake,” the 
perpetration of which would not ha stooped to 
by any honest person, whether Christian or 
infidel. 

The computation necessary to detect this 
fraud brings out a rather curious fact. Wedo 
not know from any Jewish source the precise day 
of the Passover in that year. The rule then, as for 
many years before and after, was to count as the 
first day of the month that on the evening of 
which the new moon was first seen in the sky, 
and to kill the Paschal lamb on the evening of the 
fourteenth day of the first month, eating 1t 
during the night immediately following. It is 
undoubted that the design was to have the Pass- 
over celebration coincide as nearly as might be 
with the first full moon of the year. the begin- 
ning of which was near the time of the vernal 
equinox. Stated in mean solar time for the 
meridian, of Jerusalem the mean full moon of 
that Passover was at 7 h. 26 m. a. m. of Friday, cor- 
responding nearly to our April 3, and the true full 
did not occur till about 5 o’clock that Friday even- 
ing. If, therefore, the crucifixion was on Friday 
and the Passover supper was eaten Thursday 
evening (night) with the disciples the lamb must 
bave been slaughtered at leaM twenty-three hours 
before the date of the actual full moon. But, 
according to the account given in the Fourth 
Gospel (xviii., 28), the arrest was made at night, 
and early the next morning the Jews did not go 
into the judgment hall Jest they should be defiled 
and therefore obliged to abstain from eating the 
Passover meal. It would appear from this that 
the “Last Supper” was eaten one day before 
the actual Passover supper of the Jows, which 
does not agree with the account given in Mark's 
Gospel (xiv., 12).

Out to the Street Line=One Owner of 
Realty Along! the Avenue Is Making

«New Structures Planned, 

Wabash avenue furnishes numerous ex- 
amples of what may be doneinthe way of 
transforming old and profitiess property into 
rentable buildings) Time was when Wabash 
avenue was one of the principal residence 
streets of Chicage. It was lined with the 
homes of rich and ‘well-to-do citizens, but the 
changes which the passing years have brought 
have made the street a semi-business one. 
Homes which costa small fortune a-quarter 
of acdntury or more ago have been turned 
into boarding-howses of the cheaper class, 
with tenants of all degrees of re- 
spectability. Nearly all the buildings 
which were erected when Wabash avenue was 
& residence street stand fifteen feet from the 
st?eet line. There isa demand for shops 
along that thoroughfare, which pay a fair re- 
turn in rent, but renters are not content to go 
fifteen feet from the sidewalk. As a result 
old buildings have been torn down and new 
ones erected in their places, and in other in- 
stances they have been built to the sidewalk, 
either with a one-story addition, which ap- 
pears to have been stuck on tho front with 
mucilage, or by the rebuilding of the entire 
front. In most cases these changes have 


proven profitable to the owners. 
Samuel Gregsten is the owner of consider- 


ablé property along Wabash avenue between 
Fourteenth and Twentieth streets, For the 
most part his holdings were improved with 
old-time residences, which degenerated into 
the cheaper class of boarding-houses or were 
left entirely vacant, because the buildings are 
old-fashioned and lacking in all modern im- 
provements. Mr. Gregsten has made im- 
evements in much of this property, and he 
on shown that by a reasonable expenditure 
property which did not bring a cent of return 
can be made to y fairly. The building 
No. 1912 Watash avenue is a fair 
sample of this. This buildmg was 
-put up in 1868, and _ was for mary 
ears the home of Frank Parmelee. It has 
mn vacant some time and Mr. Gregsten 
could not rent it at any price. He has torn out 
the entire front and has built a four-story ex- 
tension reaching to the building line, making 
a well-appointed store-room of the first floor, 
has designed the second floor with a special 
view to its use asa dressmaking establish- 
ment, and has fitted up the third and fourth 
floors as flats. He has put in a marbie en- 
trance and marbie steps, electric bells, speak- 
ing tubes, and electric lights, with modern 
sanitary plumbing, and when the building is 
completed, whi is now only a matter 
of a few days, it will make 
good-and rentable property. From the sec- 
ond floor alone, which has now been leased, 
he will receive a return that will pay interest 
upon the entire cost of the changes. The 
building Nos. 1808, 1810, and 1814 Wa- 
bash avenue is also owned by Mr, Gregsten. 
This is now being transformed in a similar 
manner. He wil! raise the second floor 2! 
feet, which will make the first floor into goo 
sized storerooms, and will make the other 
floors into shops and flats. The cost of the 
improvements on this a will be $10,- 
000 and he expects a return that will pay well 
upon this investinent. 
* Improvements Along the Avenue. 


There is a great deal of building going on 
along Wabash avenue. Sidney Kent is hav- 
ing built at the northeast corner of Twentieth 
street and Wabash avenue a two-story store 
and flat buildmg which will cost $10,000, 
- and in the rear of this on Twentieth street a 
carriage shop is to be built Norman Will- 
james is buildinga one-story brick building 
south of Sixteenth street with an east front- 
age which will be divided into five stores. 
The approximate ec-st of this improve- 

emt will be $15,000. The old Hardy 

s¥erground theater, opposite this, has been 
fansiormed into a well-appointed horse 
market ata considerable cost, and it will 
serve to add to the number of peopie visiting 
that portion of the street. The Newberry 
buildmg is compieted and ready for occu- 
ney, and many of the other buildings which 
spe been under way are within a few weeks 
of completion. There has been more im- 
provement in the way of transforming anti- 
quated property on Wabash avenue than on 
any other street in Chicago. So far it has 
roven a good investment. There is this to 
taken into consideration regarding Wabash 
avenue property. It isin the uncertain tran- 
sition period from a residence to a business 

. street, and owners who are awaiting the de- 
’ .yelopments whieh time alone can bring are 
taking advantage of the opportunity pre- 
sented of getting some return from property 

which would otherwise be tenantless. 

There is, perhaps, more improvement 
going on at predent on the South Side than 
inany other section of the city. The im- 
proved facilities offered by the Illinois Cen- 
tral in its express.service have had its effect 
not only upon values but upon building oper- 
ations. aanouncement made that the 
lilinois Centrai is to extend its express serv- 
ice to South Chicago, to Puliman, Harvey, 
and other suburban towns is likely to have a 
further effect. A number of new business 
blocks are planned in South Chicago, rang- 
ing in cost from $10,000 to $25.000. The 
improvements beg made there are of the 
best character and augur wellfor the future 
of that suburb.

WHEAT SELLS UP SHARPLY ON DRY 
WEATHER REPORT. 


—— 


Ballish Sentiment Developed in All the 
Markets<Hstimate of Farmers’ Reserves 
Which Coincides with the Government 
KMeport=Coarse Grain Markets Advance 
in sympathy with Wheat-Provisions 
Continue te Advance, with Speculation 


Increasing. 

Bull sentiment predominated in the specu- 
lative produce market yesterday. Wheat 
advanced a full cent, course grain sympa- 
thized to some extent, and the public pitched 
in and marked up prices of provisions. The} 
influences in wheat were liberal exports for 
the week, prospects of damage to winter 
wheat by drought, and bullish estimates put 
out by the Modern Miller. The condition of 
winter wheat as compared with last year 
was placed at 76.8 per cent, with the acreage 
at 91 percent. Returns from 2,000 merchant 
millers form a basis for estimating farmers’ 


reserves at 82,000,000 bu..- 

This estimate is in line with that made by the 
government, to which issue’ has been taken by 
most of the private estimators. It was looked 
upon as decidedly favorable to holders of wheat as 
the correspondents from whom the Modern Miller 
obtains its information are said to be reliable 
millers, well informed as to supplies in their par- 
ticular localities. It is claimed that there were 
onty 18,000 mills in the country according to the 
last census, and of these only 3,000 were merchant 
mills. Two thousand millers ought to reflect the 
opinions of 30,000 to 50,000 farmers. Acceptances 
of cash wheat and sales of flour tended to make 
shorts nervous and helped the advance. It was @ 
good deal of a weather market, advancing on 
promise of cold, dry weather and easing a little 
late on reports of rain in Central Illinois, 

The market had been persistently sold for days 
and was in position to rally on a change in feeling. 
The week's exports were 207,000 bu in excess of 
those of the previous week and 600,000 bu more 
than for the same week last year. Yesterday's 
clearances were far more encouraging at 84,000 bu 
in wheat and flour, the grain exporte being less 
than 4,000 bu. Primary market receipts were 293,- 
000 bu and shipments 127,000 bu. Duluth and 
Minneapolis had 341 cars. May opened in the 
local market at 54%c, sold up through calls and 
after resting at 54%c for some time, advanced to 
55%c, and closed wih sellers at that figure. 
Schwartz-Dupee were among the best buyers. 

Dupee were among the best buyers of the day. 
The advance was checked at times by selling 
against privileges. Cables were wed but not 
especially weak, considering the feeling on this 
side. Liverpool quoted spot quiet and unchanged, 
with demand poor. Futures were unchanged to 
4d lower. Paris was ‘ec higher on wheat, with 
Antwerp and Berlin unchanged. There were two 
round lots of No. 2 red winter wheat, aggregat- 
ing 130,000 bu, sold at le under May price. Nor- 
ton-Worthington took 80,000 bu. Local receipts 
were 38 cars, with 113.000 bu withdrawn from 
store. By sample No. 4 red sold at 50c, No. 3 red 
at S8@54c, No. 2 red at 54%@54'4ce, No. 3 hard at 
534%@56k%c, and No. 2 hard at 56c. 

There were no particular features tn the corn 
market yesterday, and the trade was chiefly of a 
local character. The advance in wheat was the 
controlling influence. Receipts of corn were 211 
ears, of which 57 were of contract grade; 15,000 bu 
were withdrawn from store. Primary receipts, 
232,000 bu; shipments, 124,000 bu; and exports, 
62,000 bu. No. 2 corn sold in the local market at 
lec under May price. No. 8 yellow sold, through 
billed, at 42%c, and at 444@44\4c local. Sample 
lots opened with unchanged prices, but advanced 
with the futures.

Increase of Over 19 Per Cent in Alley L 
Busines«, 
The improvement which is manifest on 
every hand, and which is particularly ap- 
parent in the New York stock market, be- 
gins to be felt a little in the local market.

This shows an average traffic for the week of 
46,262. That is larger than the average in any 
month in 18984 and compares with an average of 
88,748 for March, 1884. This increase is at the 
rate of over 19 per cent and gives the best ground 
for the cheeffulness in the elevated railroad mat- 
ters that we have had in a long time. The people 
who have been studying ‘the South Side develop- 
ment are confident that there is nothing abnormal 
in ‘this increase. There has been a great number 
of flats and apartment houses built in the territory 
that is tributary to the elevated road, and there 
are many indications that the increase in traffic 
will be even more pronounced after the moving 
season is over and the population has settled into 
new quarters for the year than it is now. That 
puts a much better face on the situation so far as 
the stockholders are concerned.

Buildings Planned or Under Way in and 
About Chicago. 

F. D. Turner is just completing an annex 
to his building, the Turner, at the northwest 
corner of Wrightwood avenue and Clark 
street, which will be one of the best equipped 
and most artistigally finished apartment 
buildings in the city.

From the lat- 
ter especially the immigrants are of a higher 
type, due to the fact that education there is 
compulsory, ’ 

In the section of what was once Poland 
now governed by Austria is a province 
called Galicia, from which comes the most 
undesirable class of Polish immigrants. As 
a class the Galicians are illiterate, in the 
very depths of poverty, and given to quarrel- 
ing and fighting. They fre the ones whoas 
as a rule live in the basements and shanties 
of the Polish settlements, hang their bed- 
clothes out of the windows, and do the most 
drudging forms oflabor. The Galiciansasa 
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rolling mills, lumber yards, stone quarries, 
and manufactorie They are industrious 
and frugal; they live within their incomes, 
no matter how small. If necessary they will 
crowd thirty or forty into one small house 
and live on 10 centsa day. On warm days in 
spring or the hot days of summer itis no un- 
co on sight to see a dozen men, women, 
and children sitting in a row in front ofa 
house with a can of beer and a loaf of brown 
bread, taking a swaliow and a bite in turn, 
and passing the can and loaf on to the next 
until they have gone the rounds. 

They have no dishes peculiar to their coun- 
try. Unused to meat at home, they eat lit- 
tle of it here. The-fare of a.Polish laborer 
does not differ materially from that of other 
laborers. He lives upon as little as possible, 
and is saving of his small earnings. 

He has few peculiarities of dress, except in 
the way of society regalia and uniforms, 
which are gaudy. Otherwise, his clothing ‘s 
cheap and plain, and he prefers the high 
peaked cap, or one of plush, to a hat. He 
spends little money for clothes. 

The best evidence of Polish thrift Ys foun 
in the fact that almost every house in the 
Polish settlements ig owned by a Pole. His 
first habitation may be but a rough frame 
shanty, but as he prospers-he enlarges his 
dwelling, and if he prospers sufficiently he 
replaces the shanty with a substantial res!- 
dence. There are many comfortable homes 
in the Polish settlement, showing refine- 
ment, cultivation, and taste, and an evidence 
of neathess is found in the fact that the 
poorest habitation can usually boast a lace

curtain at the front window. Indeed, a visi- 
tor to a Polish settlement would think it ax 
obligation imposed by law to have a lace 
curtain at each window. They range in 
color from a snowy white to a dirt drab, ac- 
cording to the neat or slovenly taste of the 
occupant of the house. 

And what of the occupants? 

The men are somewhat above the medium 
height, dark complexions, jet black hair as 
straight as an Indian's, high cheek bones, 
black eyes or dark blue, the latter being the 
prevailing optical colar of the Slavonian 
race, of which the Poles are a branch. It 
has been said that they have a sorrowful 
countenance; this is true almost without ex- 
ception, and it is noticeable in the children 
as well. It is the mark of all races that have 
undergone suffering and oppression. Poland 
was once the most effete and aristocratic in 
its construction of any European mon- 
archy, yet withal the one giving to its sub- 
jects the greatest liberties; in fact, the priv- 
ileges of a Polish subject under the old elec- 
tive monarchy were almost as great as 
those of a citizen in a free &nd independent 
republic. Any man who bore arms became 
a nobleman and any nobleman might aspire 
to be King. 


From this proud position they have been 
reduced to subjects of monarchies they once 
sought to subdue. Fora hundred years they 
have brooded over their past, but in those 
hundred years they have intensified another 
racial characteristic, that of nervous energy 
amounting almost to excitability. This is a 
trait of all races actively seeking emancipa- 
tion. It is a characteristic of revolutionary 
people, and even among the lowest type of 
peasant Pole will be found the revolutionist 
who is anxious to dance another polonaise 
with the Russians to secure Polish independ- 
ence. Nearly all the men wear a mustache 
and allow it to grow to unusual length. 
They speak quickly, giving a value to con- 
sonants which would be unthought of in the 
English language. 


The women as a type are tall, slender in 
youth, with dark eyes, large and brilliant, 
black hair, a firm mouth, and a prominent 
nose. This is the best type and the descrip- 
tion will not answer for the women of the 
lower classes. They are tall, but stout, with 
grave, stolid faces, 


The latter are usually seen with dark-col- 
ored shawls drawn closely over their heads 


after the manner of the Mexican peon wom- | 


en, or with nubias in place of hats and bon- 
nets. Their frocks are of gingham or 
bright calico prints. They are less pictur- 
esque than the men. No street scene in the 
Polish settlement would be complete with- 
cut its group of Polish women engaged in 
animated conversation embellished with 
spasmodic gestures. 

America sees little of Polish aristocracy. 
That element may be said to luxuriate, but 
not to such an extent asin the old days of 
Polish supremacy in Slav territory, when 
the imitative inhabitant of Little Russia 
aped Polish manners and customs and con- 
sidered it more or less of an honor to be 
kicked on the snout by the yellow boot of a 
Polish magnate. There are no more days of 
purple and gold for the Polish aristocrat un- 
lesS he can regain the land he has lost. 

But while the aristocratic element has not 
helped swell the Polish population of Chica- 
go, many of the higher types above the 

nt have come here—men and women of 
intelligence and refinement. The business- 
men in the Polish district are all Poles, so 
are the physicians and bulk of professional 
men. 

The Poles are philoprogenitive in the 
broadest sense of that word. The American 
family will average five persons; the Polish 
family will average seven; and a view of any 
street in the settlement at any hour

but in the poorer settlements they have Re

empted the freedom of the streets. 
gravity of countenance so plain in their par- 
ents is traceable on their small faces, They 
are less boisterous than American children. 
Some of them are comfortably and warmly 
clad, more of them are not; some are hatless, 
stockingless, and shoeless. 

One has only to see a Polish uniform to un- 
derstand the love of color in the race. It 
crops out again in the apparel of the chil- 


times seen in solid colors, occasionally all 
four seen in one pair of children’s hose. The 
boys wear caps and the girls cover their 
heads with little shawls and hodds when 
they cover, them at all. 

These children, of course, constitute the 
bulk of Chicago’s Polish population. They 
are educated at the parochial schools of 
their churches, and in St. Stanislaus Parish 
the principal of the school estimates that 
there are between 28,000 and 30,000 school 
children. 

A few of the Polish children are sent to 
the public schoools, but this is rarely done 
until after their first communion. Up to 
this period of their lives the Catholic clersy 
object to their attendance at public schools; 
after the first communion the objection is 
slight or withdrawn altogether. 

Few of the adult Poles in Chicago either 
speak or understan@ English. The coming 
generation of Chicago Poles will be English- 
speaking, as the. English language is taught 
in the parochial schools and it is obligatory 
on the pupil to study it. In some of the 
schools German is included in the curri- 
culum., 

In their mode of living the Poles retain 
many of the customs of their native land. 
This is particularly true of the marriage 
and death ceremonies and holiday observ- 
ance. The holidays of the Catholic Church 
and the anniversary of the births and 
deaths of their heroes are religiously cele- 
brated. 

Most of the match-making among the 
Poles is done by the parents. The father 
and mother generally select their daughter’s 
husband, and sometimes they select the 
wife for their son. A Polish wedding 
never lacks spectators, for it is celebrated 
in a manner to catch the public eye and ear, 
There is no slipping off to Milwaukee ora 
Justice of the Peace; there are no mar- 
riages on the “Q. T.’’ among the Poles. 
The event is too momentous for that; the 
parish priest alone can tie a knot that binds, 
and there must be music and a parade and 
feasting. Polish weddings are always cele- 
brated in the morning.” The bridal proces- 
sion forms at the house of the bride, Then 
the march to the church begins. First 
comes the band, then the parish priest in 
his vestments, then the blushing bride and 
bashful groom, followed by relatives and 
friends. 

The ceremony is held in the church, mass 
is said, and the procession returns to the 
bride’s home, where general feasting begins 
and frequently continues until daybreak the 
following morning. There is always plenty 
to drink, and everyone is supposed to drink 
his or her fill. The custom in Poland was to 
continue the wedding feast for three days, 
but this custom is not generally adhered to 
by the Poles in Chicago, Occasionally some 
old peasant just over from the old country 
insists on carrying out the custom and hav- 
ing a three days’ spree, and the chances ar¢ 
more than even that his excitable dispost 
tion and capacity for drink will get him in- 
to trouble before the three days’ feasting is 
done. 

The Polish man or woman rarely weds 
one of another nationality. Asa class they 
are clannish, and it is only after they have 
become thoroughly Americanized that they 
affiliate and amalgamate with*other races. 

The remains of the dead are never buried 
until three days after death. From the mo- 
ment life departs until the interment the 
relatives and friends sit beside the remains 
and sing pious songs. 

The two holidays most thoroughly ob- 
served by the Poles are Christmas and Eas- 
ter. On Christmas there is no roast turkey 
and cranberry sauce for dinner, even on the 
tables of those who ean affordit. The relig- 
ious features of the day exact the time ani 
attention of the people, and on this day they 
abstain from meat—which is not a difficult 
task for the peasant ¢lasses, as they are 
used to it. 

At Easter the reverse is the case. Easter 
with the Poles is an “*: eating holiday.”’ 
the food, including desserts and sweetmeats. 
is placed ona long table, and everybody eats 
as if it were a gastronomic contest. 

The Poles are light drinkers; some of them 
drink a little beer; the lower elements after 
coming to this country sometimes acquire 
the habit of too much gorzalka, or vodka. 
which is good Polish for whisky; the popular 
drinks are wine, and the national drink of 
honey. The latter is a deceptive liquid, and 
when it has been properly prepared and kept 
for the requisite number of years it has a 
paralyzing effect upon the lower extremities 
of the drinker; it leaves the brain clear, but 
the legs become hopelessly drunk. The Pole 
drinks honey after the fashion in which 
Americans and Frenchmen drink chartreuse 
and creme de menthe. He sips it from a 
small glass, and sparingly. 

Anti-Semitism is strongly developed in the 
Poles. They despise the Polish and Russian 
Jews and will have no association with 
them. Only in matters of business and 
trade do they ever come in contact with the 
Semitic race, yet as a nation the Poles gave 
asylum to the persecuted Jews of Russia. 
They claim that their prejudices against the 
Hebrews of Poland and Russia do not ex- 
tend to political matters, but only to social 
intercourse. There are not more than a doz- 
en Jewish families in the big parish of St. 
Stanislaus. Nearly all of the Polish and 
Russian Jews are found in the South Divis- 
ion, on Canal, Jefferson, Clark, Twelfth 
street, and that vicinity outside of the Polish 
settlement. 

The true Pole is a patriot and his tenden- 
cies are decidedly revolutionary. His ene- 
mies accuse him of being treacherous. If 
this be true his excuse fs that in the strug- 
gle to maintain his autonomy he has not 
always had to deal with the most honorable 
enemies. He has an excitable nature; if he 
were otherwise, if he were phlegmatic and 
slow to act, the three Polish revolutions 
might never have been fought. 

The patriotic element among the Chicago 
Poles is incorporated into a society known 
as the Polish National Alliance. While 


among the. Poles independent of the Na- 
tional Alliance, most of them are also mem- 
bers of this central organization. They are 
the Fenians of Poland, ~ 

The National Alliance in Chicago has a 
membership of 8,000. In the United States 
there are 284 lodges of this society. The 
purpose of this organization is to ultimately 
re-establish the independence of Poland. It 
is constantly collecting funds for its propa- 
ganda gne to prosecute other branches of 
the work. The orders and degrees are mili- 
tary and the uniform.is simply a dream of 
gorgeousness. ‘Thé members bear arms and 
meet regularly for drill. Any Pole sub- 
scribing to the articles of faith, which are 
practically a new declaration of Polish in- 
dependence, can become a member, whether 


a Catholic or a Protestant. Even Polish 
Jews are accepted and led as “ brother.” 
One of the sights on the North Side is to 
witness a parade of the Catholic members 
of this society on the way toconfession.

There are many orators among the Poles, 
and they are not put to the expense of hiring 
a hall, for in every parish are from one to 
three halls, generally of substantial and 
commodious dimensions, built and owned by 
the secret societies. The Polish societies in 
Chicago, taking into accotint the benefit as- 
sociations, number about 800. Many of 
these minor societies affiliate with the Na- 
tional Alliance and others are entirely sepa-

rate and independent of that patriotic 
league. The revolutionary societies meet 
frequently and the spirit that animates the 
members is kept alive by reciting the wrongs 
of their country and by the eloquent appeais 
to their patriotism. 
The Pole is naturally forensic; he is emo- 
tional, with’ enough vanity to give him pict- 
uresqueness. The Polish style of oratory is 
impassioned; the words come thick and fast, 
the gestures are almost equivalent to calis- 
thenics. The audience, on the other hand, is 
impressionable, enthusiastic, and demons- 
trative. It is these characteristics of the 
Pole that causes him to yield easily to lead- 
ership, while at the same time he retains an 


independent spirit and is self-assertive.

To the title of the daily has 
been added the word Chi ski, which ex- 
Plains that prommMent termination of so 
many Polish words, especially of proper 
names. It has about the same significance 
as the ultimate syllable “‘ mann ” in German 
or “son” in Swedish. “ Chicagoski” is a 
pugnacious looking word, a defiant, brist- 
ling word, but it simply means “of Chi- 
cago.”" The following illustration of its use 
in proper names will also serve to show its 
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significance: A not unusual Polish name'is 
Jablowski—John Jablowski, for instance. 
Jablow is the name of a family engaged in 
the pomological industry. Jablow signifies 
apple trees, and John Jablowski is only John 
of the apple trees. 

Two of the Polish weeklies published in 
Chicago are comic papers, and the Pole is by 
no means lacking in wit, though it is not of 
the kind that appeals to the risibilities of 
an American. It is a subtle, complicated 
wit, involved with customs and traditions: 
the sort of wit that brings only a smile to 
the sad face of the Pole and rarely provokes 
a guffaw. 

One of the weekly publications is devoted 
exclusively to children. The leading Polish 
publishing house of the city estimates that 
60 per cent of the Chicago Poles are readers 
of the local printed in the Polish language. 
The Polish novel is more often historical 
than otherwise, but in respect to such publi- 
cations the Russians have been more fortu- 
nate in having their historical novels deal- 
ing with Polish events translated into En- 
glish. In the Polish settlement on the 
North Side there is one large bookstore ex- 
clusively handling Polish literature. 

It is altogether natural that the Polish 
novelist should deal with historical events, 
for the enlightened men of Poland are all 
missionaries in the cause of Polish independ- 
ence. 

The Pole is a man witha history. He is 
originally of Vandalic extraction. As far 
back as the end of the tenth century Poland 
became, under Boleslaus, an electivé’ mon- 
archy and took high rank among European 
States. When John Sobieski ruled the 
country it was the bulwark of Western Eu- 
rope against Turkish invasion. Augustus 
of Saxony weakened and impoverished the 
country with war—so much so that under the 
reign of Stanislaus Poniatowski, the last 
King of. Poland, it became the common 
prey of its powerful neighbors, The greater 
portion after its partition was annexed to 
Russia,and is governed vice-royally by Rus- 
sian Princes. 

So thoroughly is the spirit of rebellion de- 
veloped in the Pole asa result of his loss of 
country that when the Coxey craze swept 


over the country the purpose of the common- 
wealers was misunderstood by them and 
they gave the movement much enco 
ment and support. They were so friendly 
that the so-called “ General "’ Randall ren- 
dezvoused within a stone’s throw of the big 
Polish settlement on the North Side.

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“IN STEVENSON’S SAMOA.” 


Here Is a New Story of the Novelist at Home by a Young Englishwoman. 
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NY book that relates to Stévenson 

or even Samoa is timely just now, 

and Marie Fraser—Miss er Mrs., I 

know not—was fortunate in having 

her little volume all ready for 

Messrs. Macmillan & Co. to pub- 

lish. I see by an Bnglish paper 

that she is spoken of as “‘ a young lady trav- 
eler,”’ so I give her the benefit of the doubt 
and call her Miss, though it is not an un- 
heard of thing for “ young lady travelers ” 
to be married. Miss Fraser and a lady 
friend sailed from Sydney for Samoa, not so 
much in search of Robert Louis Stevenson 
as in search of adventure and new experi- 
ences. They found Stevenson and they got 
both of the latter. The book would be pleas- 
ant reading even if the famous romancer 
did not figure in it, but his presence in its 
pages gives them additional interest and 
charm, ' 

The two ladies secured a little house on a 
mountain side at Apia and there with two 
native servants, they set up housekeeping, 
4s it was their intention to spend. several 
months in Samoa. A day or two after they 
had taken possession of their new house, as 
they were returning from a stroll, a “‘ most 
picturesque figure, riding a slim, dun-col- 
ored horse came in sight. The horseman 
was clad in a brown velvet coat, light cor- 
duroy breeches, long boots, and a white cap. 
He was tall and slight, with dark brown 
hair, worn not very siort; long nervous 
fingers, and brilliant black eyes. On catch- 
ing sight of the’strangers, he flung himself 
off his horse and strode impulsively towards 
us; a moment later and we were being 
shaken by the hands and welcomed right 
heartily to Samoa by Robert Louis Steven- 
son.” 

They were fortunate in arriving at Apia in 
good time for Mr. Stevenson’s birthday fete,. 
which, alas! was followed so closely by his 
death. Two miles of good road leading 
straight inland from the beach at Apia, fol- 
lowed by a few miles of track several yards 
wide in some places, then narrowing down 
to two or three feet,resembling a water- 
course more than anything else, take the 
traveler through the forest of Vailima. kc 
house is so situated that it can only be see 
from shipboard and when well out to sea, 
Its walls are blue and its roof terra-cotta, 
and, strange to say,it is built of wood import- 
ed from America. Though they live among 
forest trees the Samoans have not yet 
learned to utilize their native wood for 
building material. 


Interior of the House. 


A description of the interior of Steven- 
son’s home by a woman is bound to give in- 
teresting details that a man would forget: 

In the old section of the house there are no pass- 
ages; all the rooms open with silding doors on to 
the veranda. An outside staircase. leads to an 
upper veranda, from which a magnificent view is 
to be had—first across the green lawn, then over 
the tops of feathery-branched palm trees, tall 
‘‘fua-fuas,’’ laiden with pink blossom, and dark- 
leaved bread-fruit trees, and away beyond a great 
stretch of the blue Pacific—brilliant as sapphires, 
and merging into turquoise where sky and ocean 
meet. From this veranda opens the library, a 
delightful place lined with books and piles of them 
lying on the floor, the chairs, and tables, Things 
are certainly allowed to ‘‘occur’’ here: any at- 
tempt at order would be but covdly received. The 
onty other room on this floor is a large apartment 
hung with tapa (native cloth), and many wonder- 
ful curios and souvenirs scattered about of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stevenson’s wanderings in the South 


eas. 

This, during our visit, Was used as a guest cham- 
ber, for it was the room allotted to us when, after 
Christmas, we paid a long visit to Vailima. The 
new wing, which was completed while we were 
there, begins with a large hall, paneled throughout 
with dark polished wood, and a broad stdircase 
leads out of it tothe rooms above. The plantations 
of cacoa, taro swamps, and banana groves all 
stretch away in the clearings of the forest at the 
back of the house, where, also, inclosed within 
wire fencing and high hedges, is the kitchen gar- 
den, planned and planted under Mrs. Stevenson’s 
particular care and. direction, and wherein, among 
other things, were tomatoes, and that most de- 
liclous of vegetables, the egg fruit, which here 
grew to perfection. 

The Stevenson family were nothing if not 
unconventional, and they “ received their 
friends on the veranda generally bare-foot- 
ed, always bare-headed, and clad in loose 
garments suitable to the climate.”” In the 
evening Mrs. Stevenson, her daughter, her 
son Lloyd Osbourne, and Miss Fraser would 
play the guitar, mandolin, and banjo to the 
delight of the natives. Stevenson enjoyed 
the music, too, and it didn’t matter in the 
least to him if the climate affected the 
ey and they played hideously out of 

une, 

On the 13th of November the birthday fete 
was held at Vailima. The gathering con- 
sisted almost entirely of natives, only a few 
whites being present. 

“ Ropes of many colored, sweet smelling 
flowers,” writes Miss Fraser, “‘ were twist- 
ed round our necks and waists and wreaths 
placed on our heads. Every one was decked 
out in like manner, our host wearing his 
wreath of white jasmine with grace and 
distinction, as if to the manner born. The 
feast was at night, out of doors, spread on 
the ground, and lighted by torches. 

It is dificult for Miss Fraser to believe that 
the mass of coloring which lay from five to 
six feet wide on the ground and stretched 
from end to end of the house was the feast, 
and it was’ only when they had arranged 
themselves cross-legged on mats and their 
eyes became accustomed to the light that 
they realized the gigantic quantity of food 
thus spread out. It was entirely a native 
banquet, everything cooked and eaten“ faa 
Samoa’ (a la Samoan!), and all the eata- 
bles laid on banana leaves. Just think of 
the economy and comfort of banana leaf 
dishes! No washing, no breaking, always 
new, always clean! Nor were knives or 
forks used. They are nothing if not primi- 
tive in Samoa. After the feast they ad- 
journed to the veranda to smoke and witness 
a native ballet d’action. At Vailima all 
were inveterate smokers and all scorned to 
smoke anything but cigarets made by them- 
selves of their own American tobacco, and, 
as Stevenson remarked, ‘‘ We are slaves to 
our own special brand,’’ They hada terrible 
reminiscence of having run out of their to- 
bacco for two days while cruising on board 
their yacht, the Casco, The beer might'give 
out or the flour might give out, but—their 
tobacco! 


Stevenson's Horror of Clothes. 


Miss Fraser records that Mr. Stevenson 
had the greatest horror of the native men 
wearing European dress; the troupe of boys 
at Vailima, perhaps, wondered sometimes at 
what’ had become of their master’s old 
clothes, for many of the white men on the 
beach gave their cast-off garments to their 
servants. The house boys at Vailima might 
wear shirts and jacket if they liked, but the 
rest of their costume had to be a lava-lava. 
Mr. Stevenson would hear of nothing else, 
and he was wise, for often, when they take 
to European dress, their lungs become af- 
fected, as they have no idea of guarding 
against the cold. When old clothes accumu- 
lated they were buried. Clothes were clothes 
to the natives,-and, when Mr. Stevenson’s 
mother sailed for England, leaving a bundle 
of old clothes behind her, the boys discov- 
ered them, and, notwithstanding their sex, 
arrayed themselves in her cast -off gar- 
ments, one big fellow being supremely hap- 
py in the old lady’s cap, which he wore with 
all the pride of an American millionairess at 
the opera with the crown of an ex-Queen 
upon her head. 

Stevenson told. Miss Fraser of a certain 
white lady on whom he called, and he ob- 
served that the native girls in her house 
were wearing male dresses. On comment- 
ing on the matter to her she answered: 
“They are all clothed: no woman shall 
come into my presence who shows any part 
of her body.” “ Well,” continued Steven- 
son, “I just blazed at her, and I could have 
showered anathemas on her. ‘ Woman,’ I 
thundered, ‘is your mind so base that you 
cannot see and admire what is beautiful in 
the form God Almighty has created? Do 
you not understand that their own dress is 
right for the climate and their simple way 
of living? And do you not see that the first: 
thing you do on landing on this beautiful 
island is to pollute their minds and sully

PINE EXHIBIT OF OLD TEXTILES. 


Mr. Ryerson Places His Collection at the 
Disposal of the Art Institute. 

A collection of textile fabrics similar to the 
one made by Dr, Bock,acanon of Aixla 
Chapelle, which is now at South Kensington 
and is one of the finest extant, has been begun 
by Martin A, Ryerson in connection with the 
Art Institute. Something over 600 rare ex- 
amples of fine old stuffs, laces, guimps, and 
fringes, which are the gift of Mr. Ryerson, 
will be first exposed at the reception to be 
given tomorrow afternoon by the Anti- 
quarians. 

Mr. Ryerson is very much interested in 
fabrics and has in his private collection some 
of the most important examples of rare old 
textiles in this country. One of these is a 
garment worn by a priest in the fifteenth 
century. The material is cardinal velvet 
figur in golden rundies. The sheen is 
beautiful and the general effect wholly out 
of the common, Itisan example known to 
connoisseurs and collectors as very rare, and 
small bits of it, a few inches square, are 
greatly valued in museums, 

Mr. Ryerson’s private collection is rich 
also in fine old church vestments of the 
fifteenth, sixteen, and seventeenth centuries. 
One of these is of Venetian origin and is a 
marvel of exquisite coloring, in low, rich 
tone, which in general effect is most sumptu- 
ous. This beautiful vestment is figured in 
opulent floral designs, and as far as the ma- 
terial goes would be as suitable fora robe of 
state as for the services of thealtar. In fact, 
all these old vestments indicate that the ma- 
terial of which they are made was selected 
not on account of fitness of design, but be- 
cause they were strikingly rich and beautiful 
in a wholly secular sense. 

A large portion of the collection which Mr. 
Ryerson has presented to the Art Institute he 
purchased of the famous collector, Emile 
Gavit. Becoming convinced through study 
of the subject of the vaiue to an art school of 
a collection of examples of rare fabrics such 
as the one at South Kensmgton and at Lyons, 
France, he determined to secure at least the 
beginning of a similar collection for the art 
school here. Learning that M. Gavit had a 
large representative collection of Italian 
textiles which had, by the way, never been for 
sale, he determined if possible to secure it, 
and sucéeeded in doing so. 

The collection is admirably installed in 
swinging frawmeg like those in which are shown 
the rare coins and Egyptian scarabezi of the 
Art Institute museum, The variousexamples 
are uniformly mounted on gray cardboard 
and arranged with reference to the color and 
size. Thus each leaf of the great hanging 
book, which the ninety-four cases make as 
they are ranged along the east side of the anti- 
quarian’s reomat the Art Institute, presents 
a spew appearance, 

t was with special reference to their use for 
students that Mr. Ryerson secured this collec- 
tion, and the éases are so adjusted that they 
can be removed and taken to the designing 
room, or so placed that they may be closely 
examined by students of ecclesiastical history 
or any others who are interested in the vari- 
ous subjects to which they pertain. 

It was in the~fourteenth century that 
figures, especially those pertaining to matters 
ecclesiastical, were a favorite subject for de- 
signers. Early in the fifteenth century they 
were still much used, This collection in the 
fifteenth century examples has several inter- 
esting figure designs. One of these is in a 
tone of red, precisely like the one calied 
rouge-red, whichis one of the fashionabie 
colors this season, with the virgin surround- 
ed by cherubs and with two boy figures in the 
foreground in guid. Another, in the 
same color, has what is probably in- 
tended for the Ark of the Covenant 
surmounted by a triumphant figure in gold. 
Still another example hasa dark red ground 
figu:ed in light and dark blue and gold with 
a doubled-headed sheep as the principal 
design. 

Aithough intended for students these bits 
of old textiles are interesting to the casual 
observer. It is interesting to note that three 
centuries have brought no improvement in 
the coloring of textiies either in the number 
of tints or the brilliance of the hues. Among 
the examples of fifteenth century textiles 
there is one in the delicately brilliant shade 
of green which is just nowso much the mode, 
figured in gold and yellow. Another beauti- 
ful and unique piece is an ecclesiastical de- 
sign patterned in alternate regular and flam- 
boyant figures done in gold and silver 
threads. 

Among the various list of textiles of the 
sixteenth century there are more ornamented 
with figure designs. One very beautiful bit 
of old brocade of this period is figured in a 
conventional! fleur de lis in gold, intermingled 
with silver leaves outlired in dark blue on a 
dark red ground. There are also several 
queer old and, if the truth must be said, ugly 
tapestry brocades in two colors that in design 
are like the red and white and blue and white 
bedspreads that were fashionable a good 
many years ago. There is also the lower part 
cf a green brocade stole embellished with a 
silver cross that is interesting. 

Large flowing patterns were evidently in 
favor in Italy in the seventeenth century. 
One of these hasa design on a cream satin 
brocade ground that covers nearly half a 
yard. Another on the same colored ground 
has big flowers fully an eighth of a 
yard across, A very handsome piece of 
applied work is on white satin with an in- 
tricate design in many colors ottlined with 
goid cord. The one example of a figure de- 
sign in this period has rose-pink huntsmen on 
a green field seeking to capture deer of the 
same color, with ecru horns bounding at reg- 
ular intervals amid ecru herbage. 

There are 100 examples of velvet in the 
@oliection, and although: the origin of this 
beautiful material is so remote that it is lost 
in antiquity, the largest number of examples 
in this showing are among the fabrics 
of the eighteenth century. There is 
a funny old waistcoat of this period 
of silk, brocaded in velvet in bright 
yellow, that is expressly interesting. This 
queer old garment shows that the art of tail- 
coring, and especially of buttonhole-making, 
was not brought to a very high degree of per- 
fection at that time. 

The guimps and fringes show that the man- 
ufactures of the present day have nothing to 
learn from the Italians who worked in these 
limes in the fifteenth, sixteenth, and seven- 
teeoth centuries. They are for the most part 
such as are used by makers of military cos- 
tumes, banners, and other similar belongings. 
As to the laces, they are heavy and coarse and 
the de#igns are not artistic. In fact they are 
very like the home-made laces knitted of 
thread which are made in some of the rural 
districts of this country. 

Taken as a whole this collection isa very 
good showing of the best periods of Italian 
textiles. When there is added to it an equally 

ood showing of Chinese, Persian, Byzantine, 
ie ing Syrian, Saracenic, Moresco-Spanish, 
Sicilian, Italian, Flemish, French, and British 
the collection of textile fabrics at the Art In- 
stitute may take rank with those of L7ons,, 
Fiorence, and South Kensington, which are 
the three most inclusive in the world.

WILL NOT RUIN OOPENHAGEN. 


Spirited Reply to Harold Frederic’s Arti- 
cle Recently Repristed by “The Trib- 
une” from the New York ‘' Times " 
Figures and Facts to Show That the 
Commercial Power of the Davish Me- 
tropolis Will Not Suffer by the Open- 
ing of the New Waterway. 


Chicago, March 19.—[{Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Last Sunday's Tarsunz has a reprint of Harold 
Frederic’s London correspondence to the New 
York Times, in which it is claimed that the new 
Baltic Canal will ruia Copenhagen’s commercial 
supremacy on the Baltic. From the whole tone 
of the article it is evident the writer has gained 
his knowledge of Baltic commerce and the Bal- 
tic Canal from two books: (1) Kiel und der 
Nord Ostsee Kanal, by Mr. Satori; (2) Der Nord 
Ostsee Kanal, by Mr. Beseke. 

As & matter of well-known fact. the BalticCanal 
would never have been built but for the nava 
glory of Germany, its commercial importance 
being incidental only, to which fact Mr. Fredric 
lends color by saying, that “alung the canal 
itself have been built atsénals, military docks, 
and shelters.’’ Had the canal been built in the in- 
terest of trade, warehouses, wharfs, and fac 
tories would have been erected. 

The grounds upon which Mr. Fredric bases the 
doom of Copenhagen are: (1) The shorter voy- 
age through the canal; (2) the dangers of navi- 
gating the Danish waters. 

Mr. Fredric has certainly been entirely one- 
sided in the search for knowledge in this matter. 
He has got hola of the German aspect of the 
ease only, and is open to the admonition of Pope 
that “a little learning is a dangerous thing. 


Calis It ‘German Brageadocio.” 


Had he taken the trouble of finding out what 
the people of Copenhagen had to say before 
writing his correspondence for the New York 
Times he would surely have abandoned the role 
of a foolish prophet dooming Copenhagen com- 
mercially. He has simply fallen into the pit 
of German  braggadocio, as people here 
are entrapped by pamphlets about the 
wonderful soil of Western Kansas, never think- 
ing about the cyclones, dugouts, and drought. 
Germany, oppress by military rule, as all 
know, has a hard time whenever the government 
wants money for military or naval schemes. To 
build the Baltic Canal, with its arsenals, docks, 
and: military shelters, cost 150,000,000 marks 
($34,500,000). To make the German people 
swallow this pill it had to be sugar-coated, 
which was done by pushine the commercial im- 
portance to the front. It was pointed out that 
35,000 vessels annually ago Copenhagen, all 
of which migbt go through the canal, 

Before the war with Denmark in 1864 Germany 
had no harbor for 4 fleet. That war was com- 
menced with the single predominating idea of 
tearing from Denmark the harbor of Kiel, second 
to none in the world. The Germans simply_ took 
this harbor and kept it, because 2.000,000 Danes 
could not hold out against 80,000,000 Germans. 
Then they built many war vessels. But, though 
they had a fine harbor and a good fleet, still 
Denmark controlled the passage to the barbor. 
and in case of war a German fleet might not be 
able to get out of the Baltic, and hence the 
naval importance of a canal connecting the 
Baltic with the North Sea. The average saving 
of time for vessels using the canal has been made 
out to be ten hours. 

Of the 85,000 vessels passing Copenhagen an- 
nually 200 are wrecked, of which one-half are 
lost, the crews generally being saved by the 
numerous live-saving stations, while Switzer’s 
salvage steamers hurry to the assistance of ves- 
sels in distress. The loss of one vessel at Cux- 
haven is probably equal to the loss of ten in 
Danish waters. the average vessel lost there be- 
ing less than 500 tons in size. 


Some Offsets Mentioned. 


Against saving this ten hours in time and the 
danger in rounding the Jutiand peninsula must 
be piaced as oftsets the costof going through the 
canal and the dangers in entering it, passing 
through it, and the dangers of the German coast 
in the Baltic. - : 

The canal dues are 75 pfennig, or 18 cents, per 
registered ton. This toll ahd the fee for neces- 
sary tugs, it is claimed, prevents the entire fleet 
of sailing vessels from using the canal, ten hours 
more or jess sailing not being deemed of much 
account for that class of vessels. Therefore 
steamers only will use the canal. and one of 
2.000 tons will pay 1,500 marks ($375) dues for 
saving ten hours. Freights must be rather good 
to stand such deductions, especially when steam- 
ers are only partially loaded. No mail wiil ever 
go through that canal, because the railroad 
tween Hamburg and Kiel carries the mail in two 
hours, wiiile a steamer has a 13% hours’ ride 
through the canal. 

Mr. Frederic’s article contains much to the dis- 
advantage of Danish waters, but hardly touches 
the dangerous entrance of the River Elbe when 
he says: “The channel of the Eibe continually 
silts new shoals, often to a tronblesome extent.” 
A leading Hamburg paper, Hamburger Borsen- 
halle, Oct. 8, 1892, contained two articles on the 
dangers of the mouth of the Elbe, parts of which 
are quoted below: 

‘A question has again arisen in marine circles 
occasioned by the collision which took place in 
the roads of Cuxhaven = 30 last between the 
English steamer Busy Bee and the Spanish 
steamer Daoiz, resuiting in the sinking of the 
latter and the drowning of allhands. What isthe 
cause of the many collisions of Cuxhaven? In 
turning to the north steamers must cross such 
vessels as are lying at anchor in the roads, which 
results in frequent collisions and loss, as it is 
difficult to caiculate not only the force of cur- 
rent on ships under weight, but.also the distance 
between the ships, ee rp atan angle of 45°. 
This was the canse of the running down of the 
steamer Nestor, the barge Glenore, the schooners 
Nicoline and Hesperus, Besides many yearly col- 
lisions.”’ 

In the second article mention is madeof.. , 
the Cimbria, which collided and sank near Cux- 
haven, filled with emigrants, At Blankeneseo the 
channel is not even 200 meters wide, and at 
Finkenwarter between thirty and thirty-five ves- 
sels took the ground between July 18 and August 
9, three and four vessels grounding at the same 
time and place; and thisis by no means excep- 
tional. 

Danogers of the Elbe, 


From the above it will appear that the Ger 
mans are well aware of the great danger of the 
Eibe and not to mention stich facts, which Mr. 
Frederic might easily have obtained, is a great 
offense to the people of Copenhagen and utterly 
unworthy of a man of repute as a journalist. 
The danger in going through the canal may be 
well illustrated by the happenings in the Man- 
chester Canal which Mr. Frederic mentions. 
This latter canal is much wider than the Ger- 
man canal though not half as long, still com- 
mercially very disappointing. . 

On account of the dangers in entering the Elbe 
and those in the canal marine insurance will 
surely be higher than around Jutland, unless the 
paternal government of Germany pays part of 
the premium, just asit now pays part of the 
“ made there and exported. 

r. Frederic is right again in saying that more 
than 20,000,000 tons go through the sound, but 
any one reading his article will think that to di- 
vert the passage of this freight from the sound 
to 8 Baitic Canal, that there lies 

reason why Copenhagen is doomed.

these 20,000,000 tons less than 1,000,000 tons 
enter Copenhagen.

MME OALVE 18 MISSED FROM THE 
OPERA PERFORMANCES. 


Certain Degrees of Enthusiasm Notable 
Last Year Net Apparent This Season=— 
While Tamégno and Maure! Arouse In- 
terest, the Exciting Scenes Are Few= 
Better Acting and Singing Are, How- 
ever, Achieved, and a Higher Artistic 
Piane Is Reached. 

Excepting the instance awakened by Sig. 
Tamagno Friday evening that certain en- 
thusiasm which Mile. Calvé gave to the en- 
tire opera season last year is missing this 
season, Instead of detracting from the effect 
made by thé other singers, it added to their 
success, and through it the company obtained 
a degree of attention and interest that this 
year hds been notable through its absence. 
M. Maurel is steadily growing in favor with 
the audiences, through his picturesque acting, 
bat the exciting scenes of last year have not 
been repeated, and that notwithstanding a 
number of the principal artists employed have 


~- 


decidedly gained in their work over last year. 
Wagner’s “ Lohengrin,’’ Mozart’s ** Don Gio- 
vanni,”’ and Gounod’s “Faust’’ made an agree- 
able diversity in the repertory of last week. 
For this final week of the season there has 
been reserved the first appearance in his 
career of Jean de Re-zke as Hans Sachs in 
‘Die Meister'singer.”” Miss:Mira Heller and 
Miss Lucille Hill, the two prime donne who 
have have not yet sung, will also be allowed 
an opportunity to appear, and M. Plancon 
will be seen as Mephistopholes. There has 
been much to praise in the allotment of casts 
this year, the operas repeated bemg better 
acted and sung and a higher artistic value 
allowed in general results. This was particu- 
larly the case in ‘ Rigoletto” through the 
addition of M. Maurel, although the title rdle 
cannot be included with his. best creations, 
and of Sig. Russitano; and in the ‘ Lohen- 
grin” performance owing to the heightened 
value of both Mme. Nordica and Jean de 
Reszke. Fresh from Bayreuth experiences 
the result of Mme. Nordica’s arduous study 
of the réle was clearly apparent in the first 
scene of Lohengrin” last Wednes- 
day evening. Previously this scene has 
been given as -it would effect a 
woman of self-reliance and experience. Mme. 
Nordica made the character to suffer as a girl 
would suffer, innocent of the crime of which 
she was accused, and incapable of thought or 
method of defense. With the arrival of 
Lohengrin begins the development from 
girlhood towomanhood, This transition was 
worked outin a thoroughlylogical and co- 
hesive manner, until at the end of the second 
act Elsa dominates the scene. The difference 
between the development of a character and 
a set of gestures and facial expressions 
indicating the effect upon a thoroughly de- 
veloped mind are two widely different things, 
but it has remained for Mme. Nordica to ob- 
tain this former in the impersonation. It was 
a matter of regret that the réle was not sung 
in German, for in that language alone would 
it have been possible for Mme, Nordica to 
have shown the full resulta of training in the 
declamation. Previously operas have been 
sung in several languages by the singers en- 
gaged in the one cast, and it might not be out 
of place to suggest that Mme. Nordica sing 
the réle in German at the matinée placed for 
Wednesday of this week. The number to whom 
German is a more familiar tongue than Italian 
is by no means inconsiderable, aside from the 
fact that no role attains proper inteiligence 
unless sung in the langugge in which it is 
written, Another impoftant point in the 
impersonation was the careful attention to 
gesture as indicated in the music. In the 
unreserved marmer in which Mme. Nordica 
gave herself up to the part she was ably sus- 
tained by Jean de Keszke. In his conception 
of the rdle there ia both the poetic and the 
supernatural, phases in which he has at- 
tained greater development since he last sang 
the part here. The Ortruda of Mme. Man- 
telli was a matter of surprise. She is a Wag- 
nerian singer, with excellent sense of pro- 
priety in declamation. Her acting was in- 
telligent, though lacking much of being a 
full delineation of the part. There was not 
sufficient indication of the picturesque side 
or of the witchcraft which makes the part 
aaa aone and so perfect a foil to the 
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The Don Juan of M. Maurel afforded a 
series of pictures in its poses. The finished 
elegance of his work left nothing to be de- 
sired. It is in réles which demand neither 
pathos nor the portrayal of affection that he 
may be regardéd as at his best. The rare 
forethought and intelligence with which he 

gives his impersonations cause them toa 
peal first to the eye, then to the mind. To 
the former they must always prove the most 
convineing. His main point of view in method 
of treatment is always the picturesque first. 
It is a picturesque treatment thoroughly in 
keeping with tne character, but the sincerity 
reality is a consideration.

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drainatic value given to the words, The text- 
book which I used is full of annotations and 
directions written out during these rehearsals. 
Some of the words were terrible to get. One 
of these was ‘entsetzlich.’

delectation. The firstact was the most diffii- 
cult, especially the moment of the arrivai of 
the swan. Mme, Wagner would act out each 
scene in detail, and would then. illustrate 
how it should be sung, although she 
She isa most remarka- 
ble woman. She would have a rehearsal of 
portions of ‘ Parsifal,’ then direct the ballet 
for ‘ Tannhduser,’ and afterward proceed 
with the third act of ‘ Lohengrin,’ The 
‘Telramund’ of that opera she drilled line 
by line, She also drilled every member of 
the chorus separately, each with the full de- 
tail of business to be given in the scenes in 
which they appeared. When orchestral re- 
hearsals came she would sit by an electric 
light back of the stage and mark in the score 
every point of detail that she wished to re- 
ceive further attention. One entire day was 
given toa rehearsal of the lighting alone. I 
stood for two hours until tney got the bal- 
cony scene to suit and the’ moonlight ar. 
ranged to fall to full satisfaction. After we 
had been fully rehearsed some one elise ful- 
filled our réles that we might gointo the 
auditorium and see exactly how it looked, 
The make-up was also carefully rehearsed, 
No shoeheeis are allowed on the stage at Bay- 
reuth, and it is a dfficult thing to learn 
to walk without them. The advantage, how- 
ever, of that arrangement is decided. The 
whole foot is called into play, and the effect 
of constant motion is given without unusual 
exertion, and there is no awxward stumping 
about on high heels, 

“When I first went to Bayreuth every morn- 
ing from 10 to 11 I studied the words and 
gene ne with Mme. Wagner. From 11 to 1 

studied the music of the réle with Herr 


Kniese. At 3o’clock I. studied with the or- 


chestral cofiductor, who remained with me 


until 6. I then took a short drive, but by the 
time it was all through I felt ready 
to drop, and seemed to meé over 


and over again that I should never 


be able to accomplish the  réle 
atall. This course of study continued for 
two months, The only recreation was in the 
evening, when some of us went to Mme. Wag- 
ner’s and we played children’s games. When 
mention was made of my studying Sunday I 
insisted that I would have one day of rest, 
The afternoon of that day we would always 
have a littie picnic. But I could never get 
away from the Festspielhaus. It always 
loomed in sight like a great Juggernaut, 
especially in those earlydays. Siegfried took 


‘me the first morning to see the interior of the 


theater. It was raining. The empty seats 
stared at me and the house looked so glooiny 
and there was such an air about the whole 
place that I went home thoroughly disheart- 
ened. I thought, ‘Why not give it all up? 
It will not be so wonderful if I cannot do it.’ 
Then came the dread of singing before the 
other artists, but after the first rehearsal they 
all came to me, and I began to feel as much 
at home asI do here in Chicago. The per. 
formance seemed like an additional rehear- 
sal. The darkness of the place made us for- 
get all about the audience, and we were only 
sincere and intent upon our Work. No 
prom pter is allowed at Bayreuth, and I got so 
used to doing without one that when I sang 
‘Eisa ’ in other cities in Germany it became 
necessary for me to ask them not to prompt 
aa os oe pte to disturb me.

Trip to tae Woods ant&é Prairies in & 
Blizzard Shews That Songsters Pay 
Little Heed to Weather Conditions= 
Bird Nestsand Rabbit Tracks—Students 
of Bird “Late Taken for Lunatics and 
Wou!d-Be Suicides=Visiting Buntings 
and Resident Chickadees Make Merry. 


It would gratify'a yearning curiosity if I 
could lift a small section from the skull of 
the station agent at Rayinia and if I found the 
mental photographic process to be lasting to 
take a peep at the impression made on his 

’ mind Monday, Jan. 21, by the sight of four 
people running wildly about in the wake of a 
fifth, who was armed with an opera glass, in 
the face of the wofst blizzard that has visited 
Northern Illinois this seasoh. Of course he 
thought us lunatics; that was to be expected, 
but if he let us off ‘thus easy he was milder in 
his judgment than 'most. In reality we were 
trying simply to get. a satisfactory look at 
sone blizzard-caught snow burtings who had 
dropped down from their far northern home 
to pay us a visit. 

The bird lover has rather a hard time of it 
in histrip afield. The fact that he is armed 
only with an opera'giass and has .a habit of 
staring aimlessiy (apparently) into trees and 
bushes and now and then at the ground makes 
him an object always of curiosity, and nine 
times out of ten of suspicion as well. Now 
if he carried a. gun instead of a giass and was 
bent on killing he would not attract passing 
notice. It is a perfectly rational proceeding 
and ove in “keeping with average human 
ideas, this pursuit of the innocent witha 
breech:!oader, but to start out to iook at the 
birds through a field glass, why, biess you, 
that’s a different thing altogether. 

When the first heavy snow of this wiuter 
came I went into ‘Lincoln Park fora walk, 
hoping to catch ia g!impse of some storin- 
blown bird from the North. When the ball 
ground was passed there come a curious note 
from the top of one of the big trees that there 
form a goodly grove. Jooking up, a bird 
came into view. He was a_ little chap 
and a stranger, but having no. glass 
with me I was unable to _ identify 
him. That might have been the’ case 
as well if I had a giass. Presently he dropped 
down a littie and went into anothertree. I 
followed him about from tree to tree for 
filteen minutes fuliy, hoping the while that I 
could get near enough to name him. My 
neck was getting iamne from my coastantlook- 
mg> upward, and bringing riy head_ and 
thoughts to earth again I found that I was 
‘surrounded by skaters—men and boys.

bing together and sending down to us a noise 
that spoke of caming cold as plainly asa 
sleigh runner creaking in the snoW, announces 
the presence of zero weather. At the bottom 
of the ravine the air was warm and still. A 
brook was there, ice-bound ‘only in places. 
It was like one of the constant succession of 

laces one finds during a rambie in New 

ngland, but sadly enough June will see this 
ravine brook dried up and the July sun.will 
wither the flowers at its edge and the foliage 
on its banks, while the New Englanc sgene 
with its mountain-fed stream will havathe 
summer blossoms bright and their leaves as 
green as April grass. 

In the enow, which the thaw just passed 
had spared and which lined the path worn 
by the stream, there were “rabbit tratks. 
Lepus had gone a long ways fxgm home RP: 
parently, for the marks of his footsteps: ed 
on until the ravine was atanénd. All along 
the overhanging banks and at the bases of the 
big trees were mosses, square yards of them, 
forming masses that were startlingly green in 
the midst of the gray of the rocks and tree 
trunks and the russet brown of the fallen oak 
leaves, 

This ravine must have been”in the direct 
course of one of the bird flights of the spring 
migration and from it claimed a host of home- 
steaders. Empty tenements were in abun- 
danve. Some yeliow warbier who had dr pped 
in had found the place so much to his liking 
that he had induced his brother and sister 
birds by the score tu tarry for the summer, 
Their nests were seen at every hand, 

The vireo had found its summer resort bet- 
ter than most; shade, lake breezes, good 
neighbors (the yellow warblers). and a larder 
weli supplied with all the insect. delicacies of 
the season. The'redstart, that giowing ember 
from some wvodland fairy’s fire, had here 
rested with his mate, and hiding his colors 
under the leafy screen lest their brightness 
attract enemies to his treasures had here 
brought up his brood. 

There were other bird houses, but none that 
one dared name positively as the residence of 
a particular species. With tne trees, saplings, 
and shrubs stripped of their leaves-it is an 
easy matter to find bird habitations. In June 
it is another matter, as many a prowling boy 
has found out. 

When the ravine had led us near to the rail- 
road we ciimbed the steep bank into a dense 
second growth, with here and there a giant 
oak stretching out its gré@at gnarled 
branches as if in protection of the 
slender st@ms at its feet, A jay, 
the blue of his plumage looking steel-gray in 
the cold light, made off stéalthily through the 
woods. Barring movement he was as dead as 
were the echoes of the bira voices of summer, 
The jay can make such a racket if he chooses 
that when he is silent his silence has some- 
thing uncaany about it. 

Clearing the thickness of the jay’s retreat a 
garden patch was reached, where the remains 
of a brown thrasher’s nest clung to the armed 
branches of a thorn tree. A dog who thought 
it was queer weather for respectable folks to 
be out walking kept us from peeping into a 
nest swung in a grapevine near the house,

side of the railroad track just south of the 
Ravinia depot.

Telis Hie Metropolitan Reporter a Story 
That Opens His Kvyes. 5s 

A country editor was in town not long ago 
and asked the writer to pilot him around’ the 
office of Taz Turpunn, from the basement up. | 
The country editor was notajay by any sort 
of measurement. He was anxious to find out 
the minatiz of'a great morming newspaper. - 
What he didn’t’see he was told. For example, 
he was told how, at times, at 6 o’clock in the 
morning the face of Tue TrisungE was com- 
pletely changed by an early event which’ war- 
ranted great expense. 

Atter the field had been covered the country 
editor was the host, and having listened to 
the marvels of metropolitan journalism he 
said: . 

“Of course there is no comparison between 
the city method and the country method of 
getting the news and getting it disseminated. 
The metropolitan method is wonderful. I 
take off my hattoit. But I think we coun- 
try editors are apt to be minimized 1n the es- 
timation of youcity newspaper men. You 
think the news blows 1n to-us or that we get it 
from the city papers, either by the aid of 
scissors or on plate. 

“I dida bit of hustling once ona country 
paper, a weekly, which I consider, all things 
taken together, quite up to anything ever 
done by a metropolitan newspaper. And lI 
never crowed about it either. I was editor of 
a weekly newspaper in the county seat. It was 
the official organ. There was in the same 
county a rival town which had newspapers, 
of course. Their issue day was Saturday, and 
that was mine. There was a feud in the 
county on the question of cutting down 
the county, creating a new one, and 
making the rival town a county-seat of the 
new county, while the townin which I lived 
would have béen a deserted village by the 
creation. 

‘A county convention favorable to the 
tearing up of the old lines was held ina hall, 
It was supposed that only those favorable 
to knocking out the oid county-seat would be 
there. The convention met Thursday morn- 
mg at 11 o’clock, but it was 2 o'clock p. m, 
before it proceeded with its work of naming a 
ticket. 

‘No arrangements had been made for the 
press. I had difficulty in passing the man at 
the door; and when I was in the hall l had to 
sit on the floor back of the Chairman’s desk. 

“There were speeches and recitations, and 
reports and balloting. It was full of those 
sort of things which are irrelevant to the sub- 
ject. It was a new movement, and you know 
what that is. If I had been discovered in the 
hall, knowing as they did that 1 was opposing 
their movement, they would have ejected me. 
So I had to trust to my memory for every oc- 
currence, I did not have my pencil in hand 
during the convention. 

‘When the session was over it was nearly 
midnight.

Prairie- Ward in a Blizzard, 


Monday, Jan. 21, was the day that began 
the blizzard which gent the Chicora down to 
destruction and the crew to death. The 

‘weather conditions of the night before 
and of the early morning o: the day 
itself were unusual! for midwinter. The air 
‘on the night of the 20th was warm and heavy. 
At 5 o’clock in the snornmg there was a thun- 
der-stor.a raging Which would not have been 
out of place in iate/April. It was still warm 
and the lightning played through a heavy 
downfall of rain. At 7 ther> were signs of 
clearing. The sua peeped out through a 
‘break in a cloud bank that hung low over 
Michigan. The warmth and the tifting of the 
thick mist that the passing of tne rain had 
left revived the hope that plans for passing 
the in a search for birds might be carried 
t 8 o’clock a Northwestern train that 
went through altefnate layers of raiu and 
sunshine was taking us tu Highland Park. 
At 9 our Chicago party of three, augmented 
by two suburban fellow-trampers, was on its 
Way east and south along the wood- bordered 
Sheridan road. There was no longer any 


; _ . drain and the air began taking on a crispness 


that sent the blood’ coursing. A turn east to 
tté bluff above the lake was made through 
the guich that flanks the fine place 
_ bearing the appropriate if hybrid name of 
Ravinoaks. Snow! and ice were banked be- 
low us to a point “0 feet into the water be- 
yond which the lu.e iuy as a bed of slate 
under a sky of lead. ‘There were a few snow- 
- flakes in the air, altnost lost in the immensity 
of space which gtretched between us and 
‘Michigan. We had seen no bird a3 yet, but 
at the edge of the ‘ravine we found the de- 
serted tenetnent of the red-eyed vireo u soft, 
cieverly constructed cradie swung from the 
crotch formed by the smal! horizontal limb 
of a sapiing and a slender twig which grew 
outward. had heped to find the nest of the 
“white eye, brother’ bird to this vireo, but Mr. 
Woodruff of the Aeademy of Science tells ne 
itis rareiy seen in Northern Lllinois. This 
white-eyed vireo almost always uses a bit of 
newspaper in the Gunstruction of its nest aud 
it is not beyond the range of possibilities that 
the fragment of Pur Trrseune which tells of 
this trait of the bind may be found some day 
doing duty to keep the cold from the white 
eye's young snuggled in their cup-shaped 
bome. 

The first glimpse of bird life came from 
the iake. Ihe alivance guard of what be- 
came along procession of gulis crossed our 
horizon. ‘The fegthered line of flight was 
irreguiar and the’ birds immediate.y itollow- 
ing tlie leaders winged their way along the 
outer edge of the ice field, while otners com- 
ing over were far out over the water. Mak- 
ing our way acros$ the solid fieid of ice the 
néarer birds came close enough for identifi- 
eation. They wert ringed biiied gulls and in 
color in keeping with the day. They were 

- Moving leisurely southward, and if their eyes 
Were searching for food they found little to 
reward thein, ior hot one of them went to the 
Water’ssuriace ulter the manner of gulls 
when something good is in s.ght. 

Far out—so tar’ that perhaps another rod 
would huve lost thern to sigut—a flock of 
@ucks was flying rapidly along a line parallel 
to the shore. They were moving like thought.

made the. sky scrapers rock like the forest 
pine tree. At times the wind stopped us in 
our tracks and forced us to brace ourselves to 
resist its force. Then the svund of a voice 
was borne down to us on the-wind. It came 
from James Forstall. and Fred Obee, who 
were leading and its message was ‘* Birds,”’ 
Our smarting, sleet-stung eyes showed us a 
flock of birus whirling over a depréssion in 
the prairie. The wind tossed them about al- 
most at will, but by exertion of their wing 
force they managed to keep over the same 
low spot in the field. They went to the 
ground finally and, in the lead of the one who 
discovered them, we made tewards them. 
Before we could get near enough to obtain a 
good look at them they rose in a body and 
went down the wind. What we saw was but 
little more than ascore or so of streaks in 
the -snew-laden air, but those streaks 
were white enough to convince us that 
the birds were snow bunatings to whom 
a blizzard is of but little more moment than 
a zephyr. How the wind hurled them. They 
were vot more than four teet above the 
«prairie and were being borne straight at the 
close board fence. It looked as though they 
were to »e dashed headlong against it. But 
they had ridden on the treast of a blizzara 
before, When within a few feet of the tence 
they rose and wert scuttiing over the ton, 
showing white against the tree tops beyond, 
and that was the last we saw of them. 

Then we made for the timber to the west. 
Sometimes we faced the storm, sometimes we 
backed against it, and often we edged into it, 
finding it hard enough to get along any way we 
tried it. 
we reached with barely a breath left in our 
bodies, there was caim once more. We fol- 
lowed a rabbit track to the place where the 
gentle creature had taken refuge. There were 
marks there showing uninistakably that he 
had been pursued and murdered in his 
dwelling. Poor Lepus; there is but little 
danger of his becoming a pest in this Prairie 
State. 

There were large deserted nests in many of 
the trees, but of she birds which built them 
no one would venture astatement. The com- 
ing spring may shed some light on the sub- 
ject. Ali this time the wonder had been grow- 
ing that the chickadee had been absent. We 
were going through the woods in a sort of 
extended order formation that we might 
cover more space. When avout half way 
through a call from the flank made us“ rally 
ou the ieft skirmisher,’”’ W. J. Ovbee, one of 
the Highinnd Park contingent. He had 
found tne chicka@ee busily working his way 
through the vranch2s overhead, -now on top 
ofa limb, now uuderneath, and all the whlie 
picking out its foo’ diligently, stopping only 
now and then to letfailalisping note. There 
was a small flock of the cheerful little 
biack caps. What were wind and weather 

them? They had shelter and food 
in plenty. These mites have a_ su- 
preme contempt for. their feathered 
relatives who must needs*go South at the first 
pinch that Jack Frost gives them. These 
birds will eat and lisp until a touch of warmth 
comes vut of the South and then, though their 
main occupation will be eating stil!, they will 
give out a fuller note and will be modest 
mem bers of the great spring choir. 

A shrike’s nest on a warm (in spring) hill 
slope to the west of Hamilton’s wopds was 
the only other noteworthy discovery of the 
day. Of course it is possible that it was the 
habitation of some other bird, but it bore al- 
inost urmistakabie evidences of having been 
built by the ** Loggerhead.’’ The nest was in 
perfect condition, and if the bird who made 
it -will but come back this spring he will be 
saved the work of erectinganew tenement. 
The great American shrike, the Loggerhead’s 
owh cousin, is with us now, and has head- 
quarters in the city parks. He wiil go to tne 
North to rear his young, while his relative 
will take his place in Northern Illinois, 

The day was advancing, and not kavinga 
shelter like the chickadee in the forest we 
went toa hospitable home in Highiand Park 
and thawed out until train time.

The Stock Exchange of Hongkong was a gutter,

West, this colony “just hums” all the time. 

The city is built in three ** stories,’”’ that is, 
in three levela. (On the lowest or sea level is 
the commergial colony; on the second, ten 
minutes’ climb up tbe steep side af the islana, 
nearly everybody lives except in the summer 
heat, when everybody who can afford it flees 
up to the ** Peak,” a very expensive and not 
too comfortable resort. At Hongkong sum- 
mer in the lower stories must be a dishearten- 
ing struggie for existence: 

To be frank, almost every man I asked before I 
had experience of it described it to me by the 
monosyllabic appellation of the ultimate desti- 
nation of the incorrigidle unrighteous.

Otherwise the 
cockroaches would eat them before they had 
time to go moldy. of pee come home at night 
after dinner very ti beware of. carclessly 
throwing your vena clothes over a chair as 
you would do at home. you do the cockroaches 
will have destroyed them before you wake. They 
must be husg up in a wardrobe with hermetical-

Then one of the “runners’’ steped forward with 
the bamboo,a strip of this toughest of plants 
three feet long, two inches wide, and half an 
inch thick, Squattimg by the side of the victim 
and hol the bamboo perfectly horizontal 
close to the Hesh, he began to rain light biows 
on the man’s buttocks. At first the performance 
looked like a farce, the blows were so light and 
the receiver of them so indifferent. But as the 
shower of taps continued with monotonous per- 
sistence I bethought me of the old torture of 
driving a man mad by, letting a drop of water 
fall every minute on his shaved head. Aftera 
few more minutes of the dactylic rap-tap-tap, ra 
tap-tap, a deep groan broke from the prisoner's 
lips. 1 walked over to look at him and saw that 
his flesh was blae under the flogging. Then it 
became congested with , and whereas at 
first he had jain quiet of his own accord, now a 
dozen men were holding him tight. The crowd 

azed at him with broad grins on their faces, 
Granite out from time to time in a suppressed 
‘*Hi-yah,” as he writhed in special pain or cried 
outin agony. And_all thig time the ceaseless 
shower of biows continued, the man who wielded 
the bamboo putting not a particle more or less 
force into the last stroke thaa into the first. At 
length the magistrate drop another word and 
the torture stopped as suddenly as it had begun, 
the prisoner was lifted to his feet and ied across 
the court to lean against the wall. For obvious 
reasons he could not be *‘accommoda a 
chair.” ’ 

And here is a brief account of the horrible 
“ death by the thousand cuts,’’ often inflicted 
for comparatively slight offenses: 

The criminal is fastened to a rough cross, and 
the executuoper, armed with asharp knife, begins 
by grasping handfuls from the fleshy pone of the 
ob oy such as the thighs and the breasts, and 
slicing them off. After thia he removes the joints 
and the excroscences of the body one by one— 
the nose and ears, fingers and toes. Then the 
limbs are cut off piecemeal at the wrists and the 
ankies, the elbows and knees, the shoulders and 
hips. Finally, the victim is stabbed to the heart 
and his head cut off. Of course, unless the proc- 
ess is very rapidly carrieg out, the man is dead 
before it is completed, but if be has any friends 
who are able to bribe the executioner he is either 
drugged beforehand with opium, or else the stab 
to the heart is surreptitiously given after the 
first fow strokes, 

Mr. Norman reports an interview with Li 
Hung Chang which makes the most interest- 
ing chapter in the book. The interview took 
place before the present war, ‘I should ex- 
plain,”’ he says*-and the explanation will be 
new to most Westerners—‘‘that to say Li 
Hung Chang is to Chinese ears both ignorant 
and rude. Heshould be spoken of as ° Li 
Chung Tang ’—i. e.: ‘Grand Secretary Li,’ 
or more simply, when in his own province, 
the ‘Chung Tang.’’’ The interviewer found 
Li’s anteroom “ resembied the waiting-room 
in a charity hospital ’’—so plain and bare it 
was. The interview was conducted through 
Mr. Lo Feng Luh, interpr>ter, who was re- 
spleadent in winter dries of silk, satin, 
ermine, and sable, whereas the Grand Secre- 
tary was plainly, net tosay sbabbily,.cilad in 
the ordinary Chinese stiff round hat, a thick- 
ly padded upper garment of yellow silk (the 
famous yellow jacket?), and an under- 
garinent. 

His hands were tucked into his wide sleeves 
and ofly came out twice duri the conversa- 
tion, once when he wished to blow his nose, 
which he did in the familiar but indescribable 
manner of the tramp in the street, and once when 
he was startled by a piece of news. Yet he 
smoked a pipe five feet long. An attendant 
stood with pipe, smoking materiais, and fire at 
the back of the room and eyery five minutes he 
waiked solemnly forward, filled the pipe, blew 
the fire stick into a flame, the Vicercy openod 
one corner of his mouth, the attendant inserted 
the stem, and applied the light to the bowl, the 
great man absorbed the smoke and opened his 
mouth again when the esdnecee withdrew as 
he had come. Three or four endants did 
rothing, and did it well, simply | ning to the 
conversation, while I saw t another had 
opened a window an inch and was listening from 
the outside, 

And here is a description of the great man 
himself: 

Li Chung Tangisa pure Chinaman, not Man- 
chu like the dynasty he serves. He is very tall 
for a Chinese, five feet elevan, I should guess, 
and must have been a powerful man in his 
youth. His face isthe most strongly molded I 
saw in China—not flat, as they usuaily, are, but 
with all the features distinctly marked ana the 
lines broad and deep, a face that would hold its 
ownin comparison with any forcign face. A 
thin, gray mustache and ‘chin beard " did mot 
conceal his mouth and chin at all, but what the 
ag expression of his face may bel have no 
dea, as he wore an enormous pair of round tor- 
toise-shell.goggies. This may be his custom. as 
it certainly gives him a great advantage in diplo- 
matic conversation, or it May have been a 
temporary order of the doctor, as he was 
just recovering from a rather alarming attack of 
facial paralysis which fendered him unable to 
speak for seyera! days, and of which I could see 
traces in the twitching and drawn lines of one 
side of his face,, But at any rate he looked me 
straight in the eye during nearly the whole of 
our interview, while 1 have so slight a notion of 
what he really looks like, that if I were not fa- 
miliar with his photograph 1 doubt ifI should 
recognize him in the street without his glasses. 

The interview was moistened with tea and 
champagne produced by. an attendant. It 
soon developed that it was the intending 
interviewer who was interviewed. Li 
asked ali the questions and answered none. 
Here is & sampie:, 

“ The Viceroy hopes you are in good health and 
that you have had a pleasant journey.” Reply 
taken for granted. “Where have you been? 
and **Where are you going?” Easily answered. 
* How old areyou?”’ This, L afterward learned, 
is an inquiry essential to politeness in China— 
I_ ought to have returned the compliment, 
“What is your yearly income from writing for 
newspapers?’ I remembered that sophists hold 
it to be not always imperative to spear the exact 
truth under pressure, and I replied accordingly, 
with the natural result that the next remark was, 
“His Excellency says you must be a skillful 
writer to earnsso much money,” I could not ob- 
serve whether he also winked under 

gogaies. * You have made a 
long journey—have you no companion?” “ None 
whatever.” “

When the company is figuring on a con- 
tract, a draft of the boat as it will look when 
com pl is generally made, with rough 
specifications tees the main points of 
construction. The balance of the detail is 
left in the general way to the severe require- 
ments of the Association of Underwriters, 
known as United States Lloyds. Generally 
the prospective owner gives the dimensions of 
the boat he wants built, its carrying capacity, 
and desired speed, and if for a special service 
its limit of draft when ready for service, On 
these rough outlines the drafting room of the 
company prepares under the direction of 
General Manager W. I. Babcock a sketch of 
the boat which will meet the owner’s require- 
ments, If this is satisfactory and the price 
named for the ship is accepted, the next thing 
is to prepare the wooden model, which is to 
be the basis of all the subsequent work. 

It Is a Special Trade, 

To an outsider the making of a model to an 
exact scale in every part seems a difficult 
feat, but itisa trade to shipbuilders. The 
model is the right side and just one-half of the 
ship’s design, Sometimes the owner, nartic- 
ularly if he has had much experience in build- 
ing boats, will want some of his pet ideas in-

One of the big steamers under way will be 
known as the Victory and the other as the 
Zenith City.

Satis Worse than Useless, 


Manager Babcock is a strong believer in the 
new doctrine that sails are worse than useless.

If the Captain realizes, he 
says, that he can get nowhere except drift he 
will let hisanchors down and ride out the gale, 
but if the Captain has some sail, he will try 
to get somewhere and generally fetches up 
where he ought not to.

It costs nearly if not quite as much now 
to build a wooden hoatas then, whereas the 
same steel steamer which cost $200,000 
could today be built for $140,000. Not only 
that. but the steel stearner would be a better 
boat with the experiences of the last four 
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years than it would have been when it cost 
$200,000. 

The aggregate freight which the new boats 
building in the Calumet yards can carry dur- 
ing the season of navigation reaches immense 
figures. The two 6,000-ton steamers can 
make between twenty-five and twenty-eight 
round trips with iron ore fram Lake Superior 
to the Ohio iton ore ports, If they carry coal 
back to Lake Superior they will make about 
twenty round trips. In a single season of 
navigation, when the 20-foot channel is com- 
pleted next year, the five boats will carry be- 
tween 600,000 and 700.000 tons of freight 
for an average distance of 500 miles. ‘The

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HERE are popular sayings and ex 
pressions which we hear every day, 
yet we would find ourselves at a loss 
if called upon to account for their or- 
igin.

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QUIET EXISTENCE OF IRISH OOUNTRY 
| GIRLS AND WOMEN. 


Ia Dublin Life Is Gay Enough, but in the 
Country Towns It’s Dull as Ditech Water 
«Convent Education Prepares Them for 
Life of a “Lady,” Whereas Most of 

Them Are Daughters of Small Trades- 
men and Farmers=Marrying and Giving 
in Marriage. * 


New York Independent: The life of a young 
girl in Ireland, if she be in a provincial town 
or in the country, is as sluggish as that of 
her English sisters, with fewer resources than 
the English girl has. In Dublin it is differ- 
ent. Dublin damsele have a gay time enough. 
The university counts for a pleasant social 
element. The official gayety is tar less than 
in Uxiord and Cambridge. The balls which 
mark commemoration in Oxford and the 
like occasion in the sister university are never 
dreamt of in Dublin, The scholastic year 
goes out with a shabby ceremony of confer- 
ring degrees, which is known to but one in 
10,000 of Dublin citizens. The maids of the 
metropolis do indeed ardently desire that such 
an event as the tercentenary should occur an- 
nually—if that be not a buli—with its garden 
parties, concerts, and the like. For one week 
of 1892 Dublin bloomed like a flower-bed, 
with the fine gowns of the foreign delegates 
and the gay frocks of the ladies pleasure bent. 
But the like will scarcely occur again till 
1992, when but few of us will be there to see, 

On the whole, the lot of the Dublin girls is 
fairly enviable, It is in the country that 
ennui dry rots. The Irish maiden of what- 
ever class has few resources, If she be of the 
Protestant and gentle class—the term is nearly 
synonymous—she is rearedin a drowsy and 

entie conservatism that excludes, as a rule, 
oks, except of the most goody sort, art, 
politics, and any interest in her neighbors. 
She is generally wrapped in love or in cotton 
wool, is gentle, and most innocent of the

extent. Any departure, such as literary in- 
clination, would be little short of scandal. 
The wings of home brood over such a girl, 
and in the shadow of them she is like to have 
sick dreams of discontent if she be of the 
imaginative kind. There are not even the 

r to visit as there would be in Engiand. 
The Protestant poor are very few indeed, and 
the religions are far too sharply divided in 
Ireland for such girls to visit the Catholic 
poor. The gossip of new books does not 
reach them, nor rumors of what is a-doing in 
the world of men. 

Of course for a score of families such as 
this there is one which enjoys itself, whereof 
the young women follow the hounds and the 
mother rides to the meetin her pony phacton, 
This is the class which gives its daughters a 
season in town and bas relays of visitors, and 
entertains the officers from the nearest garri- 
son towns. But asaruie the lives of Iri8h 
gentlewomen are narrower, more colorless, 
and far more conservative than those of their 
English sisters. 

Not a Man in Sight. 


The dearth of.young men in every place 
but the metropolis is a melancholy feature of 
social life in Ireland. Families cannot afford 
to keep their sons at home idle, while in all 
classes except the most humble it is qa tradi- 
tion that the daughters should stay at home 
and go white-handed. I have heard of even- 
ing parties where half adozen cavaliers, rang- 
ing from. 18 to 80, were apportioned to thirty 
or forty ladies, True, I have seen nearly as 
much d.sproportion ata Norfoik tennis party, 
but there one did not so pity the maids, who 
were in many cases birds of passage, and in 
other piaces had many opportunities for 
pleasure. 

The higher education has scarcely reached 
the Irish country homes. In Dublin there 
is an exceiient women’s college. the Alex- 
andra, but its pupils are mainly drawn from 
the professional and mercantile ciasses of 
Dublin itself, In the couutry places wo.nen 
are leading very much the stagnant lives of 
the women of the 30a. They have the gentler 
virtues and are not numerous enough—if 
that be not an unfair and ignoble 
explanation—to form the little coter- 
ies which in other lonely places are 
apt to degenerate into tattiers and gossips. 
They have little outdoor life. There is no 
reason why Kathleen and Eily should not be 
amateur gardeners, for instance, and assist 
the old gardener, who is rather bandicapped 
for help; but there is the old tradition of the 
helplessness and soft-handediiess of tne young 
ladies, often enough they pice and fret in the 
lonely and lovely country. For, if you will 
observe, the beauty of a place becomes mean- 
ingless to the blunted senses of people lonely 
for their kind, 

Match-Making. 


In this class match-making is, ho doubt, go- 
ing outof fashion. It yet prevaiis in tne 
amalier farming class and among the’ shop- 
keepers of the country towns. It demolishes 
honest sentiment where it exists asa custom. 
A girl said to me one day in a country —_ 
a handsome, ciever giri: **‘What for should 
I save my money? If I stinted and seraped 
year in and year out, what good would it do 
me? There's nobody in th» town to marry 
only puid shows of widowers, afi’ they're 
lookin’ for a giri with $300,”’ I had said 
nothing of marriage, and her- non sequitur 
meant that in her mind the possession of 
money was closely connected with getting a 
husband. She oniy sniffed a scornfui disbe- 
lief when one hinted at the existence of gucha 
thing as love. ; 

The match-making customs have been too 
often described for me to go over them here. 
My father has often assisted at them when 
cattle-buying in Munster, and has even 
brought one or the otner to terms by “ split- 
ting the difference ”’ in the number of pounds 
or cattie or sheep that were to make the 
dowry. There is generally a convenient in- 
termediary of this sort present, though it is 
with outward reluctance the parties give in, 
and “only because they wouldn’t go ag’in 
Mr, ——’s word.”’ All the time the boy and 
girl are gazing shyly and awkwardly at each 
other in an adjoining room, not. knowing 
whether they are to be husband and wife, or 
if the ** bargain ”’ wili be broken off. 

The strange thing is that the system works 
well, Irish women are of ail women most 
faithful to the marriage vow. Domestic ties 
in Ireland are very close and tender, Occa., 
sionally there is such a tragedy as a girl com- 
ing fresh from a convent school being handed 
over toa maa fit to be her grand{ather. Even 
then the tragedy does not end in unfaithful- 
ness; and an unfaithful wife, even where the 
people are less innocent and primitive than 
of oid, is practically a thing unknown.

THECOLLEENS. 


EDISON HAS AIS EYE ON ARGON. 
| 
Biectrie Lamps Show There’s Something 
in Air Besides Nitrogen and Oxygen. 

New York Sun: Thomas A. Edison has re- 
cently been reading upon argon, the newly 
discovered gaseous constituent of the atmos- 
phere, and on the experiments of Lord Ray- 
leigh and others abroad. He said yesterday 
that he intended to do some experimenting 
himeelf as soon as he could get around to it, 
“That will probably not be before next sum- 
mer,” he added, “as I am still-very busy with 
my mining operations. I do not know of any 
investigation into the nature of argon having 
been made in this country, but, doubtless, ex- 
periments will soon be made all! over the 
world, They will look for argon, and it is 
quite likely thatin looking for it they will 

nd other new elements in the atmosphere. 

“The discovery of argon is a fresh evi- 
dence of how very little we really know. Here 
is a constituent existing in the atmosphere to 
a considerable percentage, and yet the air has 
been analyzed and analyzed for more than 
ay yee without its presence being sus- 
pected. The investigators would withdraw 
the carbonic acid and the oxygen and say 
that what was left was nitrogen. Somebody 
finally noticed that this nitrogen possessed 
slightly different properties from pure nitro- 
gen obtained in other ways, and the result was 
that argon was discovered. 

“* My investigations will be made in connec. 
tion with my incandescent lamp. Pnoenomena 
take place in the lamps whieh cannot be ex- 
plained excert on the hypothesis of a new ele- 
went in the atmospheric residuum left in the 
bulb, Whether argon is responsible for them 
or not I don’t know, but I shall try to find 
out, It seems, from investigations already 
made, that argon is a perfectiy inert gas. It 
has not been found to unite with anything, I 
believe. It is possible, however, that it) may 
unite with incandescent carbon. If it is not 
argon that attacks the fiiament, it may be 
something else which has not been discovered 
yet.’ 

Mr. Edison has also been working recently 
on the combination phonograph and kineto- 


scope, : 

‘The only trouble,” he said yesterday, “‘ is 
a purely mechanical one. The jar of the 
machinery impairs the image. When the 
picture is thrown on a screen the jar is mag- 
nified as much as the image, We intend to 
have a life-size picture of aman speaking 
which will show tne action while the phono. 
graph supplies the words. Then we can have 
an orchestra playing, with the music and the 
motions shown by the combination. We’ll 
have it pretty soon, too.”

Makers end Wine Drinkers. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: Italian wine merchants 
have reason to congratulate themselves on the 
introduction of the electrical process for the 
aging of wines, in the wine-producing prov- 
inces of Italy. The process is said to render 
possible extraordinary modifications in the 
bouquet and body of the vintage, and the sug. 
gestion has becn made that it might be em. 
ployed with advantage in the correction of 
faults frequently apparent in Californian 
wines, arising from the richness of the soil on 
which the grapes have been grown. 

But the tempering of wine is only one of 
many uses to which electricity is now put in 
the wine-preducing industry. In an estab. 
lishinent in Algeria, where the Arab labor was 
uncertain and unsatisfactory, a generating 
plant has been erected for doing the whoie

Viscount de Cornely, Commissioner, Out- 
lines Part of the Plans,

through Chicago recently was Viscount R. de 
Cornely from Mexico en route for San Fran- 
cisco. Viscount de Cornely is the Director- 
General of the Foreign Department of the 
World’s Fair to be held in the City of Mex- 
ico in 1896, autborized by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of the United States of Mexico un- 
der the date of Jan. 9, 1895. 

The fair, from the elaborate prospectus, 
promises to be an extensive enterprise and 
wi.:l undoubtedly be of great interest to 
Americans; it will be inaugurated in the City 
of Mexico April 2, 1896, and will remain 
open for a period of six months and will 
comprise an exposition of industries and 
fine arts, with a special department 
of foreign exhibits. In the foreign depart- 
ment will be assembled the best exhibits 
of the world ‘in a magnificent palace, but 
every State of the United States of America 
and every State of Eyrope will be allowed to 
concentrate their products in a special build- 
ing or in special section, as was done at the 
World’s Pair in Chicago. 

Viscount de Cornely’s visit to California is 
to assist in the organization of the California 
Mexican Exhibition company, which it is ex- 
' pected will take the organization, develop- 
ment, and control of the Caiifornia Exposition 
atthe Mexican Exposition, and willdo all in 
- power to benefit the State and the exhib- 

ters. 

A special building will be erected by the 
Mexican Government for a government ex- 
hibit, which will contain the best pieces and 
collections of ail the museums, universities, 

h and commercial schools, and all the 
other public institutions. The Cities of Mex- 
ico, Puebla, Guadelajara, Morella, Vera 
Cruz,San Lwuis Potos:, Oaxaca, Monterey, 
Victoria, Jalapa, Queretaro, and many more 
have splendid special exhibitions, A lumin- 
ous palace of 75,000 square feet will be con- 
structed to receive the national exhibits, 

Foreign exhibiters and commissioners are 
to be exempt from all Federal imposts, and 
material and machinery for any buildings‘to 
be erectedon the grounds or the entire build.

Big Dipper and North Star Furnish the 
Necessary Data=—They Are Always 
Above the Horizon and the Former’s 
Movements Are Easily Noted=Al! You 
Need Is Some Rudimentary Knowledge 
of Astronomy (Herewith Furnished) 
and a Watchfal Eye. 

« Why, asks a writer in the New York Sun, 

does the Dipper always describe a circle 

around the North Star, never descending be- 
low the horizon, instead of rising and setting 
like the stars of the firmament more distantly 
removed from the North Star? This is an- 
other diagram matical question; and it will be 
best answered by an illustration of some of 
the mechanical’ features of the universe. 

Look, then, at the fellowing picture of the 

earth, the North Star, and the Dipper, and the 

subject should become as plain as the nose on 

a man’s face to the commonest understand- 


ing: 


aa, earth; b, axis of the earth; ¢, north pole: 
a, south pole; e, point of observation in the lati- 
tude of New York; f, North Star; § seven stars of 
the Dipper, the two upper stars of the constella- 
tion always aligned on the North Star. 


It will be seen in examinimg the above 
diagrem why the spectator, looking at the 
North Star from the latitude of New York, 
always sees it half-way up to the zenith 
instead of .down at the horizon, where it 
might. be supposed a spectator would see a 
star located ona line with the axis of the 
earth. Were heat the equater it would be 
seen on the horizon, but as he is approxi- 
mately equidistant between the equator and 
the pole the star will bear a kindred relation 
in the distance of its location between the 
zenith and the horizon. 

Witl this demand a demonstration? Then 
let the logic be made conclusive. Were the 
spectator located at. the north pole, where, it 
is safe to assume that he will never be located, 
the North Star would be seen directly over bis 
head, or at the zenith, and putting its equa- 
torial and polar positions together explains 
the whole prublem. If when seen at the 
equator the star ison the horizon, and when 
seen at the pole it would beat the zenith, it 
follows that when seen from about half way 
between the two points, the latitude of New 
York, it would be as we observed it on any 
starry night. 

This, however, is rudimentary astronomy, 
and not the point that the diagram was in- 
tended to illustrate. It was intended to show 
why the constellation known as the Dipper 
never rises and sets like respectable stars, but 
keeps up its perpetual dance or procession 
around the NorthStar. But this, too, should be 
seen ina glance at the diagram. It is too near 
the star that never changes its position in the 
heavens to permit it in this latitude to ever 
descend below the level of the horizon. Further 
south it rises and sets, ‘or the North Star 
sinks and the Dipper sinks with it, but with 
us it is compelled to take part in a perpetual 
masquerade, in full view, except when either 
the sun permits it to retire behind his efful- 
gence or the storm king reigns. 

This is enough of the eiements of astron- 
omy to pave the way for the proposed celes- 
tial eleak. It will not beaciock that can 
serve us all the hours of a twenty-four-bour 
day. The sun will compel it to hide its face 
on an average during the entire year of 
half of the twenty-four hours a day; and 
when clouds veil the sky or fogs cover 
the earth it could be no 
had it never been wound up. But its ma- 
chinery was putin motion at the beginning 
of time, it s been running without the 
pause of a single instant ever since, it has 
never lacked anything but a dial plate to 
make it perfect when it could be permitted to 
register the hours, and we muy as weil have it 
for the benefit of night roysterers, coon-hunt- 
ers, night watchmen, sentinels on post, and 
all persons who find ita duty or satisfaction 
to be abroad between sunset and sunrise. 

First, as to the superficial structure of the 
clock. Will it have two hands, and be made 
to tell the minutes and seconds as well as the 
hours? It will not have two hands, certainly, 
for it will be able to tell the hours and min- 
utes, if not the seconds, with only one hand, 
and watch and clock makers may take a hint 
from its structural features, if they have not 
yet conceived the idea, and learn to give us 
timekeepers of which the hands will never 
become tangied and unserviceable. But 
there will be no use of wasting words in ex- 
planatory text when a diagram will serve us 
more lucidly and make the entire suggestion 
more easily comprehensible, Here, then, is 
the diagram: 


aaa, apparent orbit of the Dipper around the 
North Star; b, North Star; c c. Dieser. 


The long lines radiating from the center of 
the circle mark the hours that intervene be- 
tween the setting and rising of the sun when 
the days and nights are of equal length. The 
short lines indicate the half and quarter hours, 
and the unmarked segment of the circle repre- 
sents the portion over which the Dipper passes 
during the twelve hours of daylight when it is 
invisible. But itis always found at the old 
stand to the right of the North Star, but some- 
what higher in tlie heavens at 9 o’clock in the 
evening. The dial is not accurately marked. 
The patient has not accessible either the astro- 
nomical instruments or opportunities for ob- 
servation needed foraccuracy, . 

But just here the objector will be heard.

TAMING A NEW REPORTER. 


Turned Over to Old “Cap” Turtle Be Has 
a Day at “Saddle Rock” Smith’, 

When a young man is employed asa re. 
porteron a newspaper in Chicago in these 
times it ison the supposition that he knows 
what is news; that he can write it, and that he 
can get an audience wherever he is sent, 

It was not always 60. There wasa time 
when a strange young man entering upon 
such work in Chicago was put to a test com- 
pared with which an initiation in the Sons of 
Malta was a picnic. There was nothing com- 
pulsory about the test, of course, dnd if the 
new-comer had the courage to announce that 
he was god!y and had been brought up 
as a curied darling he was let alone, If 
he could write his way to the 
frentin face of the handicap just stated, he 
got all the more praise, Butif he came here 
withan air of inquiry; if be hada habit of 
everlastingly referrmg to the way in which 
things were done in the town where he lived; 
if he insisted upon telling about what he had 
written in his town and bhew he could go back 
to work on the same old paper he had quit— 
such a young man was liable to be initiated. 

There lived in this city some twenty years 
ago a jolly old Englishman—*Cap” Wiil- 
iam Turtle. He had been Chief of Police 
once and forever afterward he ** hankered”’ 
for detective work. He had a private de. 
tective agency and a merchant’s private 
whtch service. He was fond of newspaper 
men, as most detectives and policemen are, 

A young reporter was introduced to “Cap ”’ 
Turtle. The young man had come. to town 
heralded. He was made up of light, checked 
trousers, double-breast sack coat, Oxford ties, 
silk hat, and a liver-colored overcoat. It was 
in the spring—that is, it would have-been 
spring anywhere except in Chicago, This 
gazelle was presented toa man who in his 
time, and at that time, was on the roof of 
journalism.

Thence to Saddle Rock Smith’s. That was 
a road-house which at that time stood at the 
east end of Diversey street, on the sands of 
the lake shore. It wasa picturesquesput. It 
was out of town, in the woods, which then 
were still brown and barren. The old frame 
house was almost covered with brambie, It 
was made up of gables and a low roof. It was 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Smith, English 
people, and it was called Saddie Rock Smith’s 
from the famous saddle rock oysters and 
game and old English ale and United. States 
and Scotch and Irish whiskies which Mr. 
Smith kept. There was a shufflevoard in the 
back-yard, and quoits, and here every Sunday 
there came together Euglishmen, Scotchmen, 
and Americana. 

**Cap”’ Turtle ordered dianer, and while it 
was preparing the “Cap” took the. young 
man to the back yard and taught him shuffle- 
board. A haif dozen Scots wer@ there, and 
at intervals the game stopped to give the 
players and spectators a change to visit Sad. 
dle Rock Smith in his privateroom. Dinner 
was served on time, and later *“* Cap ”’ Turtle 
was carrying the young man to Sunny Side, 
another road-house made famous by crime 
and revelry. | 

It was dusk when Dolly turned her noso 
homeward, and the air craeked like a whip. 
The street to the place whence the start 

made was Clark. It was not crowded 
Sunday night. Fortunately. Dolly 
knocked sparks from her shoes when they 
struck a bowlder. Nota word was spoken 
from Diversey street to the Sherman House, 
The young man was silent as to his triumphs. 
In front of the Sherman was a mortar box 
filled with that sort of mortar used in finish- 
ing a job of piastering, White as snow and 
thick as New Orleans molasses. One wheel 
of the buggy hit a corner of this box and the 
young man disappeared in the mortar—took 
a header over the dashboard.

And in the 
afternoon of his existence he concluded that 
as he owed to Chicago all that he had become 
he was content, and never for years was he 
heard to say he could go back whence he 
came whenever he wanted to.

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ABLE VS. TROLLEY. 


EOONOMIOAL QUESTIONS RAISED AF- 
FEOTING STREBT OAR OOMPANIES,

The recént great development in électric 
street railroads in Chicago, the 


streets by the 
trolley give rise to the question whether it is 
not cheaper to run cars by electricity than 
cable, and, if go, is it not going to be the po 
icy of the street railroad companies to re- 


place in time all their present cable systeme 
by electric cars? / 


resulted in attracting a 
much greater number of passengers for a like 
num ber of trips than horse cars on the same 
road. When to this is added the fact that the 
greater speed of the electric cars enables 
them to make nearly three trips to one for a 
horse car, while their greater size allows them 
to carry more passengers per trip, it is not 
wonderful that electricity is much superior as 
a dividend earner to horeeflesh, ; 

Although the varying conditions of differ 
ent localities make a wide difference in the 
results of numerous.comparisons of electric 
and horse car systems, yet it is safe to say 
that the adoption of electricity on a horse car 
line not only increases the number of passen- 
gers carried by 50 per cent, but that the cost 
of operation per passénger is reduced to 
about two-thirds of that involved in using 
horses. 

If any such comparison could be made be- 
tween the cost of operation of a cable system 
and an electric street carline there would be 
but little doubt that in the near future Chi- 
cago as well as St. Louis would see its cable 
lines replaced by trolley systems. But in this 
question the relative efficiencies of the two 
methods are so nearly equal in some cases 
and vo widely different in others that the con- 
ditions under which the plants must operate 
determine the more economical method, 
This is due to the great vuriation in efficiency 
of cabie traction caused by the nature of the 
roadbed and the amount of work done. 


Loss in Dragging a Cable * 


The weight and friction of a heavy cable sev- 
eral miles in length pulled througti’ mud and 
slush are so great that a@ large propertion of 
the power of a cable plant must be expended 
to drag the cable alone, This power is evi- 
dently a dead loss, and in cases where there 
are few cars running is the greater per cent 
of the total power used. The iength of cable 
and the speed at which it is run increase this 
dead loss and diminution of efficiency of the 
plant. Hence itis evident a long line; such 
as our cross-town lines, where considerabie 
epeed is required, the cars few, and the num, 
ber of passengers limited, equipped with cable 
traction would be a losing investment. 

But when the nuinber of cars becomes very 

ton a cable system the dead loss of 
, seemed the cable becomes a very small per 
cent of the total work done, and the plant 
rises in efficiency. A loss of 100 horse-power 
expended to drag ten cars is a very large 
amount of power used for each car, but if 
100 or 500 cars are put en the dead loss be- 
conmies very small in comparison with the 
work done, In a hilly city, moreover, the 
weight of the cable and cars going down 
hill is nearly great enough to pull the 
rtion of the cable and the cars going up- 
ill, the engines merely ha to supply the 
difference. the fact cars irawn 
by cable can climb much steeper grades than 
those propelled by any other medns, the 
question ot economy makes a cable pliant de- 
sirable in any hilly city witha large amount 
of traffic. 

A great advantage which cable traction has 
over any means of locomotion that depends 
on supplying power to the wheels of the cars 
is the fact that all the power exerted in the 
power-house to draw any car is a direct pulli 
ahead on that car, so there is no ioss 
entailed beyond constant friction of thecabie. 
In gn electric or a steam car where the force 
is applied to the wheels the latter may slip 
and revolve, using a great deal of power, 
without moving the car ahead atall. This is 
especially noticeable on the snowy or muddy 
tracks. Besides this, electric power, before 
it is applied to the motors of a car, is subject 
to losses in the change from mechanical to 
electrical energy and in transmission from 
the power-house to the car. Then after the 
electricity finally reaches the car, motors it 
suffers a last loss in changing from electrical 
power back to mechanical power again. All 
these electrical losses added together make a 
considerabie amount of waste power. 

As to Construction of Cars, 

In comparing the fifst cost of construction 
of electric and cable systems the electric have 
much the better of it. power for 
the two plants may be estimated as costi 
nearly the same. The equipment of cars wil 
be not very different in respect to price, but 
when cost of roadbed is conside there is 
found to bea great difference, Cable lines 
cost from seven to ten times as much as elec- 
tric as respects roadbed, In Chicago the 
figures are in the neighborh of ,000 

r mile for cable lines $10,000 per mile 

or electric lines. ~ 

Experience bears out the natural inferences 
from these facts. With a limited amount of 
business and long lines requiring considerable 
speed electric power has proved itself enough 
cheaper to warrant the replacing of several 
of the cable systems in St. Louis and other 
cities with electrical equipments. In hilly 
cities like San Francisco and Kansas City, 
however, the cable systems have been re- 
tained,and for the trunk lines of the larger cities 
they have held their own t other means 
of traction, where the traffic was ntl 

reat. The dangerous character of the trol- 
wire and its inconvenience in crowded 
districts have helped to fetard the progress of 
electric lines in the busifiess portions of le 
consideratsons it wou

A copy of the original octavo variorum 
edition of Alexander Pope’s Dunciad, recently 
purchased in London for a Chicago buyer, is 
the rare and interesting book from whieh the 
above hines are quoted, ‘The Persons”’ re- 
ferred to are the poets, authors, critics, 
editora, and play-makers satirized in the 
Dunciad itself. This prophecy, the boldest 
ever uttered in the history of titerature, has 
been literally fuifilled, for although the En- 
glish tongue has changed somewhat in the 
166 years that have pasved since the book 
was published, Pope’s defamers survive and 
survive truly alone in this most polished 
satire of English letters. 

The original publishers of the Dunciad 
were A. Dodd, A. Dod, and A. Dob, The last 
was the first to publish the authorized octavo 
with the variorum notes, Its date is 1729, 
Other editions were spurious, with the owl 
frontispiece, the ass frontispiece being the 
distinguishing mark of the genuine. Roscoe 
had a copy of this edition and is quoted by 
Lowndes as saying that in his mind there was 
no doubt as to its being the first of its kind, 
tthe Chicago copy is a neatly preserved little 
book in the original calf. In another century 
the gilt rollings of the binding will have dis. 
appeared, but the frontispiece will stand as 
long as the stout: paper, now ofa rich mellow 
brown, lasts. The engrdver was an artist, 
Here we have the ass chewing thistle, 
the growing pliant. in the foreground, 
the desolate house in the background, 
arid the overload of dullness on the beast’s 
back. The symbolism, even to the bird of 
might and the association of rubbish in the 
pieture, is perfect, On his back tne avs, ac- 
cording to the prophecy of the publisher, up- 
holds in immortality names which otherwise 
would have been utterly forgotten. Old- 
mixon, Welsted, Dennis, Haywood’s and 
Mist’s journals, the British Journal, the 
Flying Post, and Baker’s, Ward, and others 
are here preserved in the imperishable amber 
of Pope’s fame, 

Storehouse for tistorinn« 

This edition of the Dunciad has served as 
the storehouse for all historians, for it has 
rescued from oblivion much that is now in. 
teresting, and has preserved for later 
generations more or less of the personalities 
that gave warmth and color to the literary 
life of London when Will’s coffee house was a 
throbbing reality; when Phillips “ writ 
pastorals better than Pope’s”; when . Booth, 
the first of thatname that ever ‘trod the 
stage,”’ played ** Cato” fresh from the pen of 
Addison; when Cibber hashed the plays of 
Shakspeare for the *‘ fhuggers”’ who use old 
Colley’s revisions down to the present time; 
when Dr. Jekyll was a leading physician and 
Mr. Hyde a great statesman; when Gildon 
and Dennis, in their sober intervals, were 
worth their shiliing a line, and when last 
of the “mobof gentlemen that writ with 
ease,”’ the “some high hands ”’ that contrib- 
uted questionable verses to Mr. [ryden’s 
Miscelianies, were taking only a remote 
interest in the new age of letters was 
rapidly crowding out the old.

There isan essay 
copied from the Guardian in which.is made a 
com perison of the pastotals of Phillips and 
Pope, the writer of which has no praise too 
high for the former, while he scorns to call 
Pope by name.

FIGHTING THE GERMS OF DISEASE. 


Cleanliness, Pure Air, and Pure Water 
Are Absolutely Essential. 
Philadelphia Press: Itis of the greatest im- 
portance for every housewife to understand 
the working of the various d germs, and 
be able to combat them intelligently. It is 
often the case that our best friends become 
our worst enemies. Thus it is with water and 
air. Both are capable of doing much good 
and also, under favorable conditions, of do 
reatevil. Both ere necessary to lifc 
th have the power of taking life, They are 
the great sanitary ugents. On the one hand 
they have power to prevent disease: on the 
other, they are the two great vehicles for 
transmission of disease germs. The germs 
of typhoid fever, cholera, dysentery, and 
many other disease, are conveyed by drink. 
ing water more frequently than by any other 
agency. Knowing power of water to hold 
and convey disease germs, it becomes a duty 
to use only pure water. Water contaminated by 
surface drainage must be avoided, as also that 
which has stood over night in a close room. 
Although disease germs_will stand a great 
deal of cold and not be destroyed, they are 
not able to stand heat abovés certain degree. 
Taking advantage of this fa@t, we can render 
drinking-water perfectly pure and safe by 
thoroughly boiling and itera it. It might 
be interesting to give direction for making an 
analysis of water and the vatious methods of 
detecting its impurities, but space forbids. 
The most effectual way of purifying the air is 
by thorough ventilation. Every house should 
be provided with a good systeni of ventile- 
tion. One of the simplest and best appliances 
is the fireplace. The great vdjection to win- 
dows as ventilators is the danger of producing 
draughts. This iam very important item ia 
sickrooms, ag adfkughtof air may produce 
serious consequences, This may be obviated 
by fitting a board under the lower sash, so as 
to ruise the window four or five inches, This 
will leave an air-space between the upper part 
of the lower and the lower part of the upper 
sash sufficient for good ventilation. In the 
various elaborate systems of ventilation now 
in use, the greut caution t6 be observed ig to 
be sure that the air supply is absolutely pure. 
In addition to what has been said regarding 
cleanliness, there may be mentioned certain 
chemical agents that aid greatly in prevent- 
ing disease. These are disinfectants and 
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water is one of the m e ie. 
fectants known. It can be used for any 
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ing a dangerous poison it Oe ha 
with care. Quickiime and chloride. of lime 
are valuable to scatter ground. wet places, 
under buildings, in stables, ete, The offensive 
odor of the latter, however, ie theit ehief dis- 
advantage. Asolution of sulphate of 6 
one pound; carbolic agid, two ounees; 
water, four gallons, aiswers every purpose 
for washing soiled clothing taken from a sick- 
room ; after washing the bed linen and other 
clothing in this a thorough boiling will de- 
etroy ail disease germs, 

By fumigation we are able to reach every 
nook and corner where disease germs may 
lurk. Many substances may be used, but 
chief among them is sulphur. Have all the 
windows, fireplaces, flues, keyholes, doors, 
and other openings securely closed by strips of 
paper pasted over them. Then in a washtub 
containing an inch or two of water place a 
pan of live cogls, supported upon brick. Upon 
these throw two or unds of sulphur. 
Previous care should bé taken to remove all 
living things and any paintings or delicate 
ornaiments which may be injured by the sul- 
phur fumes (these, however, should never be 
allowed in a sick-room to collect the dust and 
disease germs), then place the bedding, cur- 
tains, etc,, ia such a position as to secure a 
thorough exposure to the fumes. After ¢wen- 
ty-four hours the rooms may be opened. 


Red Tape in France. 

Puget’s nose was the occasion of a discussion 
on red tape in the French Chamber of Deputies 
the other day. Puget was a celebrated sculptor 
and architect at the time of Louis XIV., and his 
statue adorns the front of the Ecoledes Beaux 
Arts. In January, 1891, a passer-by noticed that 
the statue had lost its nose, and called the atten- 
tion of the nearest liceman to the fact.. The 
policeman reported it to the Commiségary and he 
to the Prefect of Polite. By August the lat- 
ter had decided that there was no evi- 
dence that the nose had been knocked 
off malioionely, eod that the matter 
concerned the Prefectot the Seine, A commis 
sion was appointed to decide wh department 
should put the nose on again. It inspected the 
statue in January, 1892, and reported in Decem- 
ber that it could make no récomméndation. In 
1898 it reached the Department of Public Works, 
the head of a bureau took matter ph it 

tinto the newspapers; the bureau chief was 

ecorated for his ; then the report went from 
one office to another till r, 1804. when 
it reached the Deputies. Feb. 25, 1805, the 
Socialists attacked the government on the sub- 
ject. Puget’s statue, however, is still without a 
nose.—New York Sun.
